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Chairmen's  Report 


By  general  agreement,  this  is  a  time  of  rapid  ciiange 
in  American  medicine.  The  ferment  normal  to  bio- 
medical science,  where  yesterday's  discovery  is 
often  superseded  tomorrow,  extends  today  to  all  of 
medicine,  affecting  long-standing  modes  of  health- 
care delivery,  practice,  and  education. 

Responding  to  Change  is  the  theme  of  this 
report,  it  was  in  anticipation  of  an  era  of  rapid  change 
that  the  medical  center's  joint  board  inaugurated  a 
foward-planning  process  in  1979  after  a  period  of 
largely  unplanned  growth.  Most  of  the  major 
achievements  and  initiatives  described  in  this  report  derive  from  this  forward  plan,  which  con- 
tinues to  evolve  today. 

A  critical  need  recognized  in  the  forward  plan  was  that  of  strengthening  the  center's 
ability  to  provide  general  hospital  services  at  the  most  cost-effective  rate  for  the  community.  The 
C.V.  Starr  Pavilion,  which  opened  last  year,  gives  us  the  modern  diagnostic  and  ambulatory  facili- 
ties we  need  to  meet  this  goal.  Further  gains  in  community  service  will  derive  from  the  Helmsley 
Medical  Tower  at  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  This  beautiful  36-storey  build- 
ing under  construction  at  70th  Street  and  York  Avenue  honors  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  B.  Helmsley, 
whose  magnificent  gift  of  $33  million,  announced  in  April  1986,  will  support  a  major  moderniza- 
tion of  the  hospital.  A  key  element  in  this  will  be  the  Helmsley  Medical  Tower,  which  will  pro- 
vide much-needed  staff  housing  plus  140  units  for  short-term  use  by  patients  or  their  families. 

The  forward  plan  has  also  set  in  motion  vital  initiatives  affecting  research  and  educa- 
tion. With  help  from  the  medical  center's  many  friends,  and  through  the  leadership  of  our  cam- 
paign co-chairmen  Eleanor  Elliott  and  Jansen  Noyes  Jr.,  we  have  made  great  progress  in  attract- 
ing support  for  the  basic-science  renewal  essential  to  this  center's  future.  The  forthcoming 
groundbreaking  for  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center  will  be  a 
landmark  in  this  effort.  Meanwhile,  after  an  extended  period  of  study  and  planning,  the  medical 
college  last  year  implemented  the  first  steps  in  a  major  curriculum  revision.  At  a  time  when  cell 
biology  and  other  basic  sciences  are  more  important  than  ever  to  medicine,  it  puts  renewed 
emphasis  on  independent  scientific  research. 

As  we  look  ahead,  we  see  questions  arising  about  the  shape  of  the  health-care-delivery 
system  in  the  New  York  area  and  about  the  place  of  this  center  in  it.  New  York  State  is  now 
approving  the  entry  of  for-profit  HMOs  in  an  effort  to  curb  medical  costs.  It  is  not  yet  clear, 
though,  how  managed  care  will  develop  in  this  area  or  how  this  center  might  best  participate  in 
it.  For  the  present,  our  course  will  be  to  keep  ourselves  abreast  of  developments  nationwide,  ana- 
lyze every  opportunity  with  great  care,  stay  flexible  in  our  relationships,  and  build  a  network  of 
linkages  appropriate  to  our  missions  and  overall  commitment  to  quality.  One  such  network  is  our 
Corporate  Care  System,  which  offers  medical  services  to  70,000  employees  of  70  corporations. 

The  ability  of  this  center  to  respond  to  new  challenges  is  a  tribute  first,  last,  and  always  to 
the  8,000  people  who  work  here.  On.fjehalf  of  the  boards  of  the  hospital  and  medical  college,  we 
thank  them  for  their  superb  efforts  throughout  1985.

Responding  to  Change 

ing  to  an  era  of  rapid  change  is,  perhaps,  the  major  challenge  confronting  the  medical 
center  in  the  1980s.  The  brief  essays  on  the  following  pages  illustrate  aspects  of  this  response. 

Community  Service:  The  Starr  Pavilion  greatly  expands  the  center's  capacity  to  give 
cost-effective,  quality  care  to  people  in  the  community,  whether  as  inpatients  or  outpatients. 

New  Curriculum:  The  medical  college  implements  a  curriculum  that  gives  renewed 
emphasis  to  self-learning,  problem-solving,  and  independent  study  and  research. 

Gerontology  Internship:  A  unique  summer  program  that  helps  pre-clinical  medical 
students  develop  sensitivity  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly. 

Caring  for  AIDS:  A  staff  nurse  finds  in  AIDS  an  opportunity  to  learn  a  lot  and  give  a  lot, 
frightening  though  the  disease  may  be. 

Corporate  Care  System:  A  new  program  that  puts  the  hospital's  full  range  of  services  at 
the  disposal  of  local  corporations,  organizations,  and  large-membership  groups. 

Serving  Low-Income  Areas:  New  York  Hospital  residents  serve  as  the  surgical  house 
staff  for  Jamaica  Hospital,  in  a  low-income  area  of  Queens. 

Clinical  Research  Center:  CRC's  new  emphasis  on  acute  disorders  derives  from  the 
need  to  translate  scientific  advances  as  quickly  as  possible  into  improved  patient  care. 

Positron  Emission  Tomography:  PET  takes  brain  research  beyond  the  limits  of 
laboratory  science  to  direct  studies  of  human  subjects. 

Planning  and  Building:  Self-discipline  as  an  essential  feature  of  creative  leadership — 
especially  in  a  neighborhood  where  every  square  inch  of  space  is  at  a  premium. 


Basic  Science:  Strengthening  the  medical  center's  programs  in  molecular  biology  as  a 
major  thrust  for  the  1980s. 


Community  Service 


At  the  same  time  that  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  is  an  international  institution,  drawing 
patients  from  six  continents,  it  is  also  a  community 
institution,  the  primary  source  of  care  for  those  who 
live  in  the  surrounding  area.  With  the  opening  last 
year  of  its  C.V.  Starr  Pavilion,  the  center  has  assured 
its  continuing  ability  to  provide  the  best  and  most 
efficient  care  for  this  community. 

This  new  1 1-storey  building,  housing  ambu- 
latory-care and  diagnostic  facilities,  owes  its  construc- 
tion largely  to  the  great  advances  in  medical  tech- 
nology of  the  past  several  decades.  Between  1971  and  1981,  the  number  of  patient  days  spent  in 
intensive-  and  special-care  units  at  the  New  York  Hospital  —  units  like  the  burn  center  or  coro- 
nary care  unit  —  increased  from  about  5,000  to  about  50,000,  until  they  accounted  for  more  than 
10  percent  of  the  hospital's  total  patient  days.  While  this  advancement  in  technology  meant  that 
we  were  better  equipped  than  ever  to  deal  with  the  most  serious  and  complex  disorders,  it  also 
meant  that  beds  for  more  commonplace  conditions  —  those  that  most  often  bring  local  people 
to  the  hospital  —  were  scarcer.  This  trend  called  into  question  whether  the  hospital  could  meet 
the  future  needs  of  the  community  —  as  well  as  whether  it  could  continue  to  give  medical  stu- 
dents an  adequate  experience  of  common  disorders. 

If  advancing  technology  posed  a  potential  problem,  it  also  offered  us  a  solution,  since  it 
permits  us  to  treat  many  conditions  with  shorter  hospital  stays  and  some  with  no  overnight  stay 
at  all.  Newly  developed  radiologic  procedures  and  new  laboratory  tests  can  be  performed  on  an 
outpatient  basis  to  obtain  diagnostic  information  that  once  would  have  required  hospitalization. 
New  ultra-short-acting  anesthetics  that  have  minimal  side  effects  have  opened  the  way  to  an 
unprecedented  expansion  of  ambulatory  surgery.  The  result  of  these  advances:  increased  poten- 
tial for  service  with  no  increase  in  beds  and  no  diminution  in  quality. 

The  building  of  the  Starr  Pavilion  and  the  renovation  of  some  125,000  square  feet  of 
hospital  space  adjacent  to  it  bring  us  into  this  new  era  of  clinical  endeavor.  The  construction  of 
new  inpatient  and  outpatient  operating  rooms;  the  relocation  and  modernization  of  radiologic 
and  laboratory  facilities;  the  installation  of  the  latest  communications  and  computer  networks  — 
all  greatly  expand  our  capacity  to  give  quality  care  to  people  in  the  community,  whether  as  in- 
patients or  outpatients. 

Equally  important,  the  new  pavilion  enables  us  to  improve  on  the  clinic  system  that  has 
been  a  major  feature  of  our  service  to  the  community.  In  the  traditional  system  a  patient  who 
made  repeat  visits  to  a  clinic  might  see  a  different  doctor  each  time.  In  the  new  system,  to  be 
fully  implemented  within  the  next  two  years,  each  patient  is  assigned  an  attending  physician 
who  has  continuing  responsibility  to  supervise  and  monitor  his  care,  whether  the  care  is  pro- 
vided by  the  attending  personally  or  by  graduate  physicians  under  his  supervision.  Integrating  in 
one  setting  what  formerly  were  separatt  systems  for  private  patients  and  clinic  patients,  the  new 
set-up  results  in  a  more  cohesive  and  efficient  kind  of  ambulatory  care,  and,  consequently, 
improved  service  to  the  community.

New  Curriculum 
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The  most  enjoyable  teaching  experience  I  know  is  to  challenge 
students  to  think  and  see  them  grasp  a  concept  that  has  eluded 
them.  Ironically,  as  biomedical  science  has  advanced,  medical 
students  have  found  themselves  with  fewer  opportunities  for  think- 
ing. As  there  comes  to  be  more  and  more  to  learn,  faculties  institute 
more  and  more  lectures  and  cram  more  and  more  into  each  one. 
Where  the  object  should  be  to  foster  curious,  active  minds,  medical 
curricula  instead  have  forced  students  into  more  and  more  hours  of 
passive  listening,  a  national  trend  recently  deplored  by  a  special 
panel  of  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges. 

At  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  an  extended  faculty  review  of  the  curriculum 
arrived  independently  at  a  view  similar  to  that  of  the  AAMC  panel.  Thus,  last  year,  after  three 
years  of  thought  and  planning,  major  changes  were  instituted  in  the  college's  course  of  study. 
Stressing  self-learning  and  problem-solving,  the  new  curriculum  reduces  the  amount  of  formal 
classroom  instruction  by  20  percent  while  increasing  the  amount  of  small-group  teaching  and 
the  chances  for  independent  study  and  research. 

One  of  the  most  promising  tools  for  self-learning,  of  course,  is  the  computer.  Recent 
technologic  improvements  have  greatly  enhanced  the  computer's  value  as  a  medical- 
educational  tool,  the  most  important  being  the  development  of  interactive  laser  video  disks  that 
make  it  possible  to  integrate  slides  and  other  visual  elements  into  the  educational  programs. 

Since  last  year  1  have  had  the  responsibility  for  developing  a  computer  learning  center 
for  the  new  second-year  course  in  pathology  and  pathophysiology.  The  Apple  Computer  Com- 
pany generously  donated  13  computer  terminals  as  well  as  programming  and  video-disk  equip- 
ment; with  indispensable  help  from  computer  whizzes  Steven  Erie  '86  and  Andrew  Diamond  '88, 
we  have  developed  an  exciting  array  of  self-learning  and  problem-solving  programs. 

Students  have  reacted  very  positively  to  the  learning  center,  and  peer  schools  have 
shown  an  encouraging  Interest.  So  well  do  centers  like  this  one  answer  the  current  needs  of 
medical  educators,  that  the  systems  being  developed  here  may  turn  out  to  be  useful  to  other 
medical  schools  as  well.

Gerontology  Internship 


Since  the  elderly  are  the  major  users  of  health-care  professionals' 
time,  it  is  important  for  beginning  medical  students  to  get  to  know 
them  not  merely  in  the  hospital,  where  they  may  be  very  ill  or 
disoriented  or  unresponsive,  but  in  their  normal  life  settings. 
We  wanted  our  students  to  get  daily  exposure  to  elderly  people  and 
to  the  resources  available  to  them.  And  we  wanted  this  to  happen 
before  the  students  became  totally  involved  with  the  medical  and 
technical  aspects  of  their  education. 

Three  years  ago,  in  cooperation  with  five  excellent  neigh- 
borhood social-service  agencies,  we  established  a  six-week  summer 

gerontology  internship  program  for  pre-clinical  medical  students,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  Some  50  students  have  participated  in  the  program,  each  of  whom  has  received  a  $1,500 
stipend  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  the  Isaac  H.  Tuttle  Fund,  the  New  York  Com- 
munity Trust,  and  the  Jean  and  Louis  Dreyfus  Foundation. 

Under  agency  supervision,  the  students  get  involved  in  every  aspect  of  the  lives  of  10  to 
15  clients  assigned  to  them.  They  visit  them  at  home,  go  shopping  with  them,  fill  out  compli- 
cated food  stamp  and  Medicaid  forms,  take  patients  to  doctors  and  clinics,  accompany  meals- 
on-wheels  deliveries,  escort  groups  to  museums,  and  in  general  develop  sensitivity  to  the  needs 
of  a  population  with  whom  most  have  had  little  extended  contact.  Students  record  their  discov- 
eries, triumphs  and  frustrations  in  diaries  and  meet  at  weekly  seminars  with  invited  faculty  or 
extramural  experts  to  discuss  their  experiences. 

Many  indicators  point  to  the  success  of  this  program.  Perhaps  its  value  is  best  summar- 
ized by  what  one  of  the  medical  students  wrote:  "I'll  never  look  at  an  older  patient  in  a  waiting 
room,  in  a  bed,  or  in  a  corridor  without  first  trying  to  think,  'What  is  the  home  situation,  what  is 
the  family  situation,  and  where  are  you  going  when  you  leave  here?'  "

Caring  for  AIDS 


Nothing  I  learned  in  nursing  school  prepared  me  (or 
the  reality  of  dealing  with  AIDS  patients,  because  the 
problem  was  just  getting  started  then.  When  I  came 
here  as  a  staff  nurse  two  years  ago  and  found  I'd  have 
from  one  to  five  AIDS  cases  at  any  given  time,  my 
reaction  was  genuine  curiosity,  because  this  medical 
center  is  a  mecca  for  new  medication  and  treat- 
ments. 1  felt  it  was  an  opportunity  to  learn  a  lot  and 
give  a  lot,  frightening  though  the  disease  might  be. 

We  deal  with  many  patients  who  have  ter- 
minal illnesses,  but  AIDS  has  such  a  strong  social 

stigma  that  it  makes  its  victims  outcasts  at  a  time  when  they  need  compassion  and  support  the 
most.  While  AIDS  patients  have  a  special,  demanding  set  of  emotional  and  physical  needs,  we 
try  to  make  them  feel  accepted  as  individuals,  and  to  let  them  know  we  care  very  much  about 
what  happens  to  them. 

Most  of  the  AIDS  patients  I  take  care  of  are  gay,  and  many  have  spent  their  lives  hiding 
this  from  their  families  and  co-workers.  When  they  come  to  the  hospital,  they  have  to  admit  to  the 
outside  world  for  the  first  time  what  they  are.  Sometimes  it  brings  people  together,  and  other 
times  it's  just  the  opposite.  I've  seen  people  die  completely  alone  without  one  visitor  at  the  end, 
and  I  guess  I'm  especially  drawn  to  them  because  they  need  me  so  much.  I  don't  think  anyone 
should  die  alone,  and  I  feel  it's  my  responsibility  to  let  them  know  that  1  care  about  them. 

I  also  feel  that,  as  a  nurse,  it's  my  responsibility  to  set  an  example  for  some  of  the  other 
people  in  the  hospital  who  may  have  cultural  prejudices  or  fears.  Caring  for  AIDS  forces  you  to 
face  up  to  your  own  personal  attitudes  about  homosexuality  and  drug  abuse,  especially  when 
you're  exposing  yourself  to  an  epidemic  about  which  there  are  no  definite  answers.  AIDS  patients 
are  incredibly  sensitive  to  how  people  are  reacting  to  them,  and  they  know  instantly  how  you 
feel.  That's  why  it's  so  important  when  you  walk  into  that  room  to  be  genuine,  because  if  they 
sense  that  you're  frightened  or  uncomfortable  or  disapproving,  they'll  tighten  up  and  you'll  never 
know  them  or  be  able  to  help  them.  Imagine  how  terrible  it  is  when  your  family  and  friends 
abandon  you,  or  the  staff  in  a  hospital  avoid  you,  or  ever>'  time  they  touch  you  they're  wearing  a 
rubber  glove.  I  know  there  are  times  when  these  patients  are  just  longing  for  the  human  touch,  for 
someone  to  hold  their  hand  without  a  glove.  So  even  though  I  have  to  protect  myself  a  lot  of  the 
time,  if  I'm  just  going  in  to  say  good  morning  or  to  take  blood  pressure,  I  don't  wear  gloves. 

There's  no  question  that  this  kind  of  job  is  physically  and  emotionally  draining.  There 
are  some  days  when  I  feel  at  the  end  of  my  rope  —  depressed,  frustrated,  afraid,  exhausted,  or 
just  plain  angry.  Most  of  my  AIDS  patients  are  so  intelligent,  likeable  and  talented  —  photo- 
graphers, architects,  artists  —  and  it's  so  tragic  because  they're  almost  as  young  as  I  am  and 
haven't  had  a  chance  to  live.  But  you  have  to  put  things  in  perspective  and  keep  going.  And  there 
are  inspiring  days,  when  you  make  a  good  connection  and  give  your  patients  a  little  of  the  hope 
that  is  so  vital  to  all  patients  no  matter  yhat  their  illness.

Corporate  Care  System 


Recently  a  50-year-old  man  at  a  large  New  York  corporation  had  a 
heart  attack  in  his  office.  Ordinarily  his  secretary  might  have  called 
91 1  and  waited  anxiously  for  an  ambulance.  Because  his  company 
belonged  to  the  NYH-CMC  Corporate  Care  System,  a  company 
employee  who  had  been  trained  by  our  staff  began  cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation,  while  a  call  was  placed  to  a  special  24-hour 
private  number  linked  directly  to  our  emergency  room's  paramedic 
service.  A  dispatcher  punched  the  company's  account  number  ihto 
a  computer,  and,  armed  with  precise  details  about  the  building, 
entrance,  and  elevator  system,  a  rescue  team  arrived,  stabilized  the  patient,  and  brought  him  to 
the  hospital,  in  the  process  they  connected  him  to  a  telemetry  device  that  broadcast  his  vital  signs 
to  physicians  in  the  hospital  and  enabled  them  to  give  instructions  to  the  paramedics.  All  care 
up  to  the  patient's  day  of  discharge  was  coordinated  by  the  Corporate  Care  System. 

Inaugurated  last  year,  the  system  puts  the  hospital's  full  range  of  services  at  the  disposal 
of  corporations,  organizations,  and  large-membership  groups  in  the  metropolitan  area.  When  a 
company  signs  up,  all  employees  get  membership  cards  that  on  one  side  list  a  private  emer- 
gency number  and  on  the  other  list  a  health-assistance  number  for  non-emergency  problems 
and  routine  care.  In  addition,  the  system  offers  training  programs  in  cardiopulmonary  resuscita- 
tion, first  aid,  corporate  aviation  safety,  and  advanced  cardiac  life  support. 

In  one  year,  70  corporations  have  brought  70,000  employees  into  the  system.  Our  goal 
by  the  end  of  1986:  100  corporations  and  100,000  employees.

|ln  addition  to  educating  more  than  400  medical  students  at  any 
given  time,  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  provides 
graduate  medical  education  to  more  than  450  beginning  doctors. 
Depending  on  their  specialties,  these  house-staff  physicians  devote 
from  three  to  seven  years  to  this  phase  of  their  training.  The  positions 
are  keenly  sought  after:  last  year,  for  example,  our  surgery  program 
received  about  1,500  applications  for  15  openings. 

This  is  the  critical  time  when  the  young  physician  not  only 
gains  specific  skills  but  develops  a  broad  perspective  on  his  field 
that  remains  with  him  throughout  his  career.  Thus,  the  nation's  professional  societies  and 
teaching  hospitals  have  worked  together  to  make  American  graduate  training  the  best  in 
the  world. 

The  quality  of  this  system  notwithstanding,  a  serious  problem  has  been  that  many  hos- 
pitals in  low-income  areas  find  it  difficult  to  attract  graduates  of  American  medical  schools  into 
their  residency  programs.  Academic  medical  centers  like  this  one  clearly  can  help  deal  with  this 
problem  —  and,  in  fact,  we  have  been  helping.  Since  1979,  New  York  Hospital  residents  have 
served  as  the  surgical  house  staff  for  Jamaica  Hospital,  a  282-bed  community  hospital  in  a  low- 
income  area  of  Queens.  Two  teams  consisting  of  three  residents  each  provide  continuous, 
round-the-clock  surgical  coverage,  putting  their  skills  to  work  in  the  hospital's  emergency 
'department,  operating  rooms,  and  surgical  clinic. 

The  program  has  benefitted  both  institutions,  but,  of  course,  the  greatest  benefit  has 
been  for  the  south  Jamaica  community  itself.  The  medical  center's  recent  affiliation  with  the 
Catholic  Medical  Center  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens  opens  up  still  further  opportunities  to 
strengthen  medical  care  in  other  poor  sections  of  the  city.  We  have  not  only  the  will  to  do  so  but 
confidence  in  the  quality  of  what  we  have  to  give.

Clinical  Research  Center 
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The  idea  that  patients  are  proper  objects  of  scientific 
investigation  was  still  new  in  1913,  when  the  Russell 
Sage  Institute  of  Pathology  established  one  of  the 
country's  first  units  for  clinical  investigation  at  Cor- 
nell University  Medical  College.  Today,  when  patient 
studies  are  carried  on  throughout  this  medical  cen- 
ter, there  remains  a  facility  devoted  specifically  to 
this  research.  In  some  ways,  its  greatest  changes 
have  occurred  within  the  past  few  years. 

Funded  since  1 960  by  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health,  from  which  it  currently  receives  $2  million 
a  year,  the  Clinical  Research  Center  comprises  a  10-bed  unit  for  adults  and  a  six-bed  unit  for 
children.  Medical  investigators  from  all  disciplines  admit  patients  and  volunteer  subjects  to  the 
CRC  to  study  various  disease  processes  or  initiate  new  modes  of  treatment.  Both  the  adult  and 
children's  units  have  special  personnel  and  facilities  to  assist  clinical  research  —  permanent 
well-trained  nursing  staffs,  diet  kitchens,  special  procedure  rooms,  outpatient  offices,  supporting 
laboratories,  and  the  CLINFO  computer  center,  established  one  year  ago. 

Until  recently,  virtually  all  patients  admitted  to  the  CRC  had  disorders  of  long  standing, 
often  rare  diseases  that  offered  unusual  opportunities  for  insight  into  body  functions.  "While  such 
studies  continue  today,  research  at  the  adult  CRC  deals  increasingly  with  acute  conditions,  such 
as  chronic  heart  failure,  metastatic  cancer,  AIDS,  and  acute  problems  associated  with  diabetes. 
The  recent  assignment  of  graduate  staff  to  this  unit  means  that  a  physician  is  present  at  all  times 
if  a  very  sick  patient  urgently  requires  attention.  In  addition,  young  biomedical  scientists  with 
special  skills  in  clinical  research  will  be  recruited  as  Cornell  Scholars  during  the  coming  year, 
bringing  a  new  measure  of  expertise  to  the  difficult  task  of  studying  severe  illness. 

CRC's  new  emphasis  on  acute  disorders  derives  from  the  great  advances  occurring  today 
in  biomedical  science  and  the  need  to  translate  them  as  quickly  as  possible  into  improved  care 
for  patients.  Thus,  last  year  physicians  in  the  adult  unit  were  among  the  first  to  evaluate  the 
physiologic  significance  of  a  recently  characterized  hormone  produced  by  the  heart.  Scientists  at 
NYH-CMC  had  been  involved  in  purifying,  sequencing,  and  synthesizing  the  substance,  which 
is  made  in  the  atria  of  the  heart  and  which  has  powerful  effects  on  blood  pressure  and  salt  and 
water  regulation.  Last  year  they  began  administering  the  synthetic  hormone  to  normal  volunteers 
and  to  patients  with  moderate  to  severe  chronic  heart  failure  in  a  series  of  studies  that  promises 
to  shed  considerable  light  on  the  value  of  this  atrial  natriuretic  factor  as  a  therapeutic  agent. 

With  more  than  $1  million  devoted  to  AIDS  research  at  the  medical  center,  eight  proto- 
cols relating  to  AIDS  were  carried  out  at  the  CRC  during  1985.  Most  were  trials  of  agents  with 
potential  to  mitigate  the  disease,  among  them  gamma  interferon,  recombinant  human 
interleukin-2,  ribavirin,  and  Fansidar.  Other  studies  entail  careful  monitoring  and  periodic  evalua- 
tion of  outpatients  who  are  at  high  risk  of  developing  AIDS. 

In  all.  patients  or  volunteers  participated  in  78  protocols  at  the  CRC  in  1985,  46  in  the 
adult  unit  and  32  in  the  children's  unit.  One  hundred  sixteen  journal  articles  or  other  publica- 
tions appeared  in  the  course  of  the  y^ar,  and  62  others  were  in  press.  Constituting  a  valuable 
fund  of  new  knowledge,  they  also  reflect  a  new  determination  that  the  best  care  for  desperately 
ill  patients  be  compatible  with  the  careful  precision  of  clinical  science.

Being  the  most  complex  and  inaccessible  human  organ,  the  brain 
has  also  been  the  slowest  to  yield  its  secrets.  What  may  be  the  most 
promising  new  tool  to  unlock  them  is  called  PET  —  positron 
emission  tomography.  In  PET  scanning,  a  patient  is  injected  with  a 
radioactively  labelled  substance,  and  an  array  of  crystal  detectors 
-  programmed  like  those  in  a  CAT  scanner  -  furnishes  an  image 
of  the  emitted  radiation,  localizing  it  with  a  resolution  that,  in  new 
scanners,  approaches  three  millimeters.  Depending  on  the  sub- 
stance injected,  PET  scanning  can  provide  information  on  a  wide 
variety  of  brain  activities,  including  glucose  and  oxygen  metabolism,  blood  flow,  cap.llar>'  per- 
meability, and  tissue  acidity  or  alkalinit>'. 

The  PET  Center  at  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center,  a  joint  program  with 
NYH-CMC  is  one  of  only  six  PET  centers  in  the  county-  funded  by  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  Now  five  years  old,  it  has  permitted  us  to  look  directly  at  the  biochemistry  of  human  bram 
tumors  and  at  the  drugs  used  to  treat  them.  In  one  recent  study,  for  example,  PET  revealed  for  the 
first  time  in  humans  that  brain  tumors  are  slightly  more  alkaline  than  normal  bram  tissue,  a 
finding  of  importance  for  the  chemotherapy  of  these  tumors.  Another  very  different  line  of 
research,  begun  recently,  seeks  improved  understanding  of  coma  and  other  kinds  of  extreme 
brain  damage  through  measurements  of  cerebral  metabolism  and  blood  flow. 

PET  takes  us  beyond  the  limits  of  laboratory  brain  science  to  direct  studies  of  human 
subjects.  The  excitement  of  our  research  derives  not  only  from  its  inherent  interest  but  from  the 
sense  that  this  new  technology  has  only  begun  to  be  explored.

Planning  and  Building 
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Recently  1  talked  with  a  young  scientist  new  to  the  medical  center. 
After  expressing  his  enthusiasm  for  his  newly  renovated  lab  and  his 
basic-science  colleagues,  he  changed  the  subject.  How  fortunate, 
he  said,  that  the  medical  college  had  been  able  to  get  him  an 
apartment  in  the  neighborhood.  On  his  salary  he  could  not  afford 
the  local  rents,  and  he  had  to  live  nearby,  since  he  commonly 
worked  to  the  midnight  hours  and  on  weekends.  Moreover,  it  was 
crucial  that  he  attract  post-doctoral  fellows  to  his  lab,  and  nearby 
housing  would  be  as  vital  for  them  as  it  wqs  for  him. 

The  conversation  illustrates  both  the  breadth  of  the  medical  center  s  needs  and  the 
challenge  of  meeting  them  in  a  neighborhood  where  every  inch  of  space  is  at  a  premium. 
Because  the  center  is  more  than  a  half  century  old,  new  laboratories,  new  clinical  facilities,  new 
housing  are  all  essential  —  and,  while  we  have  made  good  progress  in  building  them,  we 
take  none  of  it  for  granted.  Being  an  institution  of  the  first  rank  requires  us  to  provide  amenities 
due  to  people  of  brilliance,  talent,  and  dedication.  But  it  also  means  asking  tough  questions 
about  every  project  that  gets  proposed,  balancing  one  need  against  another.  It  means  seeking 
every  opportunity  to  cooperate  with  adjacent  institutions  on  York  Avenue.  It  means  doing  more 
for  less,  as  in  our  new  C.V.  Starr  Pavilion,  a  facility  for  cost-effective,  ambulatory  care. 

None  of  this  is  simple,  but  perhaps  we  are  better  for  that.  Planning  and  building  ought 
to  test  our  cohesiveness  and  creativity,  our  ability  to  make  the  whole  more  than  the  sum  of  the 
parts,  to  establish  partnerships  within  the  center  and  with  outside  institutions  and  agencies. 

One  hears  much  nowadays  about  government  constraints  on  medical  institutions.  We 
need  discipline  not  because  government  says  we  do  but  because  discipline  is  an  essential  fea- 
ture of  creative  leadership.  We  owe  nothing  less  to  our  growing  constituency  of  friends  and 
supporters  —  indeed,  to  all  who  look  to  us  as  an  engine  of  medical  progress.

Basic  Science 


Ten  \ears  ago  in  the  journal  Science.  Dr.  Julius 
Comroe  of  the  University  of  California  and  Dr.  Robert 
Dripps  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  sought  to 
answer  a  question  often  opined  about  but  never 
resolved  with  precision.  To  what  extent,  they  asked, 
do  major  advances  in  clinical  medicine  derive  from 
basic  research  —  that  is,  research  undertaken  in  a 
general  quest  for  knowledge  and  not  as  a  means  of 
solving  a  particular  clinical  problem? 

Comroe  and  Dripps  devoted  several  years  to 
collecting  and  reading  thousands  of  articles  related 
to  a  single  broad  field  with  which  they  were  familiar,  cardiovascular  and  pulmonary  disease. 
Through  an  exhaustive  process  of  analysis  and  consultation,  they  identified  over  500  key  articles 
that  paved  the  way  for  10  major  clinical  advances  in  this  field  since  World  War  II  —  advances 
like  cardiac  surgery'  and  intensive  care  units.  In  41  percent  of  those  key  articles,  they  concluded, 
the  investigators  "expressed  no  interest  in  a  clinical  problem  —  their  goal  was  knowledge  for 
the  sake  of  knowledge." 

The  subsequent  decade  has  furnished  perhaps  even  more  dramatic  evidence  of  the 
importance  of  basic  biomedical  research.  This  decade  has  witnessed  the  initial  application  to 
clinical  medicine  of  a  growing  body  of  knowledge  on  how  cells  operate  at  the  molecular  level, 
how  the  basic  machinery  of  genes,  proteins,  and  other  molecules  accounts  for  a  myriad  of  cell 
functions.  Since  it  is  likely  that  molecular  biology  will  continue  to  be  the  principal  source  of 
progress  in  medicine  for  the  next  decades,  a  major  thrust  at  the  medical  center  in  the  1980s  has 
been  to  strengthen  our  programs  in  this  exciting  field. 

Progress  has  been  notable.  For  example,  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Donald  Fischman  to 
head  the  department  of  cell  biology  and  anatomy  has  been  followed  by  a  sevenfold  increase  in 
that  department's  research  funding,  and  this  at  a  time  of  uncertain  federal  support  for  biomedi- 
cal research.  The  more  recent  appointment  of  Dr.  Kenneth  Berns  to  head  the  department  of 
microbiology  will  have  a  similar  impact,  we  believe,  on  its  research  effort. 

Key  to  these  encouraging  developments  are  new  facilities  made  possible  by  friends  of 
the  medical  center  —  Mr.  Stavros  Niarchos,  who  funded  the  renovation  of  the  cell  biology  labor- 
atories; the  Hearst  Foundation,  which  did  the  same  for  the  microbiology  laboratories.  We  will 
soon  break  ground  for  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center,  which  will 
be  crucial  to  our  entire  future  basic-science  effort. 

Finally,  the  center  has  made  great  progress  in  attracting  and  fostering  outstanding  young 
scientists  during  the  early,  critical  years  of  their  professional  development.  Through  a  gift  of  $50 
million  from  an  anonymous  donor  in  1983,  funds  have  become  available  to  strengthen  greatly 
the  center's  Ph.D.  and  M.D.-Ph.D.  programs  and  to  inaugurate  the  Cornell  Scholars  Program, 
which  now  provides  $200,000  over  three  years  to  each  of  five  young  teacher-scientists  at  the 
medical  center.  This  program  represents  an  unequaled  opportunity  to  bring  new  ideas  and  vigor 
to  research  at  the  medical  college  and  is  the  single  most  important  advance  in  strengthening  the 
faculty  at  a  junior  level.  At  a  time  whenfederal  research  support  is  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain, 
all  these  initiatives  can  only  engender  confidence  in  the  center's  future  capacity  for  leadership  in 
basic  biomedical  science  and  benefit  the  teaching,  research  and  patient  care  missions  of  the 
medical  center.

Development  Report 


The  New  York  Hospital-  Cornell  Medical  Center's 
$300-million  capital  campaign,  as  of  April  1986, 
totalled  more  than  $226  million  in  gifts  and  pledges 
from  individuals,  foundations,  and  corporations. 

This  amount  reflects  the  extraordinary  gift  of 
$33  million  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harr\'  B.  Helmsley  to 
the  New  York  Hospital  to  support  a  major  modernization 
program.  In  recognition  of  their  generosity',  a  36-storey 
building  now  under  construction  will  b.e  named 
"The  Helmsley  Medical  Tower  at  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center."  The  Helmsley 
Medical  Tower  will  provide  apartments  for  nurses  and  other  medical  center  staff  as  well  as  short- 
term  housing  for  out-of-town  patients  and  their  families.  This  gift  includes  a  SS-million  endow- 
ment for  our  world-renowned  cardiovascular  center,  headed  by  Dr.  John  H.  Laragh.  The  cardio- 
vascular center  also  will  be  named  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Helmsley,  who  have  provided  support  for  Dr. 
Laragh 's  work  for  many  years. 

The  campaign  on  behalf  of  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Cen- 
ter, made  possible  by  a  $7.5-million  leadership  gift  from  the  late  Mr.  Lasdon  and  from  Mrs.  Las- 
don, was  given  further  impetus  by  the  development  committee  of  the  medical  college's  board  of 
overseers,  chaired  by  Daniel  P.  Davison. 

Highlights  of  the  campaign  also  included  $1  million  to  the  medical  center  from  NYH 
governor  Hays  Clark  and  $1  million  from  Mrs.  Samuel  A.  Seaver  and  the  late  Mr.  Seaver  to  estab- 
lish laboratory  facilities  in  cardiopulmonary  research  and  cancer  immunology.  Mrs.  Seaver  has 
provided  special  leadership  as  a  member  of  the  newly  formed  development  executive  committee 
for  the  Lying-in  Hospital  and  as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Center  Advisor>'  Board  (MCAB). 

Successful  fundraising  projects  included  the  new  B.  Gerald  and  Iris  Cantor  Ambulatory 
Surgery  Center.  In  addition  to  a  major  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cantor,  support  was  received  from 
the  Barker  Welfare  Foundation,  NYH  life  governor  Benjamin  Clark,  the  Bodman  and  Achelis 
Foundations,  The  Bristol-Myers  Fund,  Inc.,  and  the  Archbold  Trust. 

Through  contributions  from  friends  and  patients,  an  endowed  professorship  in  tropical 
medicine  has  been  established  in  honor  of  Dr.  B.H.  Kean.  The  Joseph  P.  Routh  Professorship  of 
Rheumatic  Diseases  in  Medicine  was  funded  by  a  bequest  from  the  late  Mr.  Routh  and  from  Mrs. 
Routh. 

Unrestricted  giving  to  the  medical  center  reached  $4,885,716,  a  27  percent  increase  over 
the  previous  year's  total.

Foundation  Giving.  Foundation  giving  to  the  campaign  now  totals  $45  million,  with 
more  than  $10  million  committed  in  the  past  year.

The  Cornell  University  Medical  College  Fund  raised  from  alumni  and  faculty  a  total  of 
more  than  $700,000  in  both  unrestricted  and  restricted  support  for  1984-85.

In  1912,  the  wives  of  three  New 
York  Hospital  governors  formed  a 
committee  to  assist  and  support 
the  hospital's  social  service 
department  in  caring  for  needy 
patients.  In  subsequent  decades, 
this  Social  Service  Committee  also 
established  a  patient  library  and  a 
hospital  volunteer  department  — 
which  later  became  independent 
entities  —  as  well  as  a  gift  shop 
and  thrift  shop.  Recognizing  in 
1958  that  its  activities  had 
expanded  beyond  its  social  service 
origins,  the  committee  reconsti- 
tuted itself  as  the  Women's  Auxil- 
iary of  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital.  More  recently,  it  dropped 
its  gender  identification  and 
became  simply  the  "auxiliary." 

Today,  with  over   100  members, 
the  auxiliary  carries  on  its  74-year 
tradition  of  support  for  the  hospital. 
Its  benefactions  last  year  exceeded 
$200,000,  including  donations  to 
the  department  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  by  the  auxiliary's  Lying- 
in  Committee.  Income  is  raised 
from  contributions,  membership 
dues,  the  auxiliary  gift  shop 
(located  in  the  hospital  lobby), 
T.V.  rentals,  and  the  auxiliary  thrift 
shop  (located  at  439  East  71st 
Street).  A  Biloxl  Blues  theater 
benefit  held  in  May  netted  $18,500. 

Through  the  purchases  of  its  art 
committee,  the  auxiliary  seeks  to 
brighten  the  hospital's  hallways, 
offices,  and  patient  areas.  Last  year 
the  art  committee  was  particularly 
active  in  decorating  the  newly 
completed  C.V.  Starr  Pavilion. 

The  auxiliary  also  funds  the 
publication  of  a  quarterly 
newsletter  that  appears  in  the 
newspaper  Our  Town;  supports  the 
diversional  crafts  program  of  the 
hospital's  department  of  social 
work;  and  contributes  to  Volunteer 
Services  for  the  Elderly  of  Yorkville, 
a  multifaceted  program  of 
community  service  initiated  in  1975 
by  the  auxiliaries  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  Lenox  Hill  Hospital. 
Plans  are  currently  being  made  lor 
a  benefit  in  1986. 


The  1980's  are  bringing  important 
changes  to  hospital  volunteerism. 
As  health  care  becomes  more 
complex  and  cost-effective  at  the 
same  time,  volunteers  are  t)eing 
asked  to  take  on  such  responsible 
and  challenging  roles  as  assisting 
social  workers  with  discharge 
planning  or  working  with  patient 
representatives  as  volunteer  patient 
advocates.  Volunteers  will  soon  be 
working  with  AIDS  patients  and 
their  families.  With  these  new  roles 
comes  the  obligation  to  provide  the 
training  and  education  required  of 
them. 

During  1985,  Louise  Floeckher 
retired  after  10  years  as  director  of 
volunteers.  In  June  Camille  Tumolo 
became  the  department  director 
and  Rob)erta  Smollen  the  assistant 
director.  All  told,  448  volunteers 
contributed  almost  58,000  hours  in 
approximately  45  departments. 
This  represents  an  increase  of 
almost  8,000  hours  over  the  excel- 
lent record  of  the  previous  year.

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Chairmen's  Report 


With  the  superstructure  of  the 
Lasdon  Biomedical  Research 
Center  rising  behind  them  are, 
left  to  right,  Dr  Thomas  Meikle, 
dean  of  Cornell  University  Medi- 
cal College;  Dr  David  Thompson, 
director  of  the  New  York  Hospi- 
tal: Cornell  University  president 
Frank  Rhodes,  chairman  of  the 
medical  center's  joint  board  for 
1986;  and  New  York  Hospital 
president  Robert  Hatfield,  chair- 
man of  the  joint  board  for  1987. 
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he  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 
moved  ahead  in  1986  in  anticipation  of  the  changes 
taking  place  in  medical  education,  research,  and 
patient  care. 

The  new  C.V.  Starr  Pavilion  was  completed  and 
is  fully  operative,  enabling  us  to  accommodate  in 
a  most  modern  setting  the  rapidly  increasing 
number  of  patients  availing  themselves  of  am- 
bulatory diagnosis  and  treatment.  The  radiology 
component  of  this  outstanding  new  facility  is 
second  to  none. 

Initial  occupancy  of  the  handsome  new  Helmsley 
Medical  Tower  occurred  in  1986.  This  36-storey 
building,  connected  by  tunnel  to  the  hospital,  pro- 
vides attractive  residential  space  not  otherwise 
available  in  the  area  for  nurses  and  other  staff. 
Comfortable  c^uarters  have  been  designated  for 
ambulatory  patients  requiring  overnight  stay  and 
for  visiting  families  of  patients.  Other  space  is 
devoted  to  treatment  and  auxiliary  facilities  that 
need  not  be  located  in  the  hospital  itself. 

Construction  was  begun  last  vear  on  the  William 
and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center. 
Located  between  68th  and  69th  Streets  in  what 
formerly  was  a  courtyard  of  the  medical  college, 
this  new  structure  will  house  ultramodern  labora- 
tory and  library  facilities  to  support  the  ambitious 
program  of  this  center  in  biomedical  research. 

These  substantial  projects  notwithstanding, 
much  remains  to  be  done  to  modernize  the 
physical  plant  of  the  medical  center,  now  more 
than  a  half  century  old.  Plans  for  this  critical 
reconstruction  have  been  formulated  and  are  be- 
ing presented  to  appropriate  public  agencies  for 
review  and  approval. 

This  annual  report  focuses  on  a  commitment 
that  goes  to  |the  heart  of  the  medical  center's  pur- 
pose, that  of  communitv  service.  The  scope  and 
reach  of  this' service  continue  to  grow.  The  center's 
attiliations  now  exceed  30,  and  range  from  sub- 
urban institutions  to  some  located  in  the  most 
underserved  areas  of  the  inner  city.  In  1986  the 
liospital  entered  into  an  innovative  agreement 
with  the  Health  Insurance  Plan  of  Greater  New 
York,  in  which  the  liospital  pro\idos  care  for  com- 
plex or  severe  conditions  that  mav  afflict  H.l.P's 
more  than  one  million  members,  most  of  whom 
are  municipal  employees.  The  hospital  continues 


to  enroll  new  members  in  its  corporate  care  pro- 
gram, which  now  covers  about  100,000  employees 
in  more  than  100  companies. 

Our  commitment  to  the  community  begins  with 
the  highest  qualitv  of  care  for  our  patients,  but, 
as  this  report  makes  clear,  it  goes  well  beyond  that. 
At  a  time  when  academic  medical  centers  are  be- 
ing looked  to  as  never  before  to  deal  with  the 
health  problems  of  the  communitv  at  large,  this 
commitment  takes  on  a  particular  importance  and 
provides  us  with  challenges  and  opportunities  that 
are  quite  new. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  community  seeks  our 
help,  it  provides  us  with  support  that  is  critical  to 
our  future.  We  are  grateful  that  our  ambitious 
capital  campaign,  led  by  Eleanor  Elliott  and  Jansen 
Noyes,  is  coming  to  a  successful  conclusion.  The 
magnificent  gift  in  1986  of  S33  million  bv  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  B.  Helmsley  moved  us  well  along 
toward  the  $300  million  goal. 

We  record  with  regret  that  Francis  Kernan,  a  life 
governor  and  former  president  of  the  hospital, 
died  on  October  4.  During  19  years  as  a  governor, 
he  played  a  vital  role  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital, 
and,  as  a  life  governor,  he  remained  a  source  of 
valued  counsel.  His  contributions  will  long  be 
remembered. 

It  is  a  credit  to  the  more  than  8,000  people  who 
work  at  this  medical  center  that  the  dislocations 
associated  with  change  and  modernization  have 
in  no  way  diminished  the  center's  ability  to  carry 
out  its  missions.  We  thank  them  for  their  superb 
efforts  during  the  past  vear.

Introduction 


The  Medical  Center 
and  the  Community 


s  a  leading  academic  medical  center,  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  has  many  con- 
stituencies. The  center's  eminence  in  clinical 
medicine  draws  patients  here  from  throughout  the 
world,  and  its  scientists  belong  to  a  fellowship  of 
scholars  that  is  worldwide.  At  the  same  time,  this 
is  equally  a  community  institution,  a  principal  pro- 
vider for  people  who  live  nearby  as  well  as  for  the 
larger  community  of  New  York  City  and  the 
metropolitan  area. 

Never  has  the  interdependency  of  the  medical 
center  and  its  local  constituencies  been  clearer  than 
it  is  today.  With  major  requirements  for  building 
and  renewal,  the  center  needs  the  support  and 
understanding  of  the  community,  which,  for  its 
part,  increasingly  looks  to  this  center  for  help  with 
a  great  variety  of  needs.  The  importance  of  the 
hospital's  community  advisory  board,  consisting 
of  25  community  leaders  who  meet  five  times  a 
year,  reflects  this  growing  interdependency,  as 
does  the  establishment  of  the  center's  department 
of  community  relations. 

A  highly  visible  evidence  of  the  center's  com- 
mitment is  the  C.  V.  Starr  Pavilion,  which,  since 
its  opening  in  1985,  has  greatly  enhanced  the 
center's  capacity  to  provide  cost-effective,  outpa- 
tient care.  Last  year's  annual  report  discussed  the 
significance  of  this  new  building  for  the  communi- 
ty. This  year's  report,  taking  for  its  theme  The 
Medical  Center  and  the  Coinnmnity,  deals  with  an 
impressive  group  of  programs  that  further  il- 
lustrate the  strength  of  this  relationship.  Most  of 
these  programs  take  place,  at  least  in  part,  out- 
side the  medical  center. 

The  following  pages  deal  with  three  broad 
aspects  of  the  theme. 

The  first  section,  Savi)i\^  Lives  h  //(s/  the  Be^nt- 
niii\i,  deals  with  the  center's  long-term  commit- 
ment to  man\'  of  its  patients  — a  commitment  il- 


lustrated here  with  respect  to  low-birthweight  in- 
fants, chronically  ill  children,  and  kidney  trans- 
plant patients. 

The  second  section  illustrates  the  center's  in- 
creasing role  in  health  promotion  a)ui  dis^ease  preven- 
tion, a  role  embracing  some  of  society's  most  press- 
ing concerns— AIDS,  substance  abuse,  smoking, 
job  stress,  teenage  pregnancy,  the  ravages  of  fire. 

The  third  section,  Reachi)ig  Out,  describes  pro- 
grams that  extend  the  center's  technology  and 
know-how  into  the  community— through  expand- 
ed ambulance  and  emergency  service;  through  in- 
itiatives in  medically  underserved  areas,  like  the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant  section  of  Brooklyn;  and 
through  an  innovative  program,  called  Lifeline, 
that  provides  instant  access  for  the  elderly  to 
emergency  services. 

In  most  of  these  programs,  as  in  most  of  the 
center's  endeavors,  service,  research  and  educa- 
tion go  together.  In  addition  to  directly  benefit- 
ting the  local  communitv,  these  programs  vield 
lessons  in  communit\'  medicine  that  are  wideh'  ap- 
plicable. Our  commitment  is  both  to  a  particular 
communitN'  and  to  the  importance  of  community- 
based  medicine  as  a  bulwark  of  the  American 
health-care  svstem.

hen  Lisa  was  born  three  months 
prematurely,  she  was  cared  for  in 
the  NYH-CMC  neonatal  intensive 
care  unit,  where  she  was  put  on 
a  respirator  and  monitored  con- 
tinuously- Two  months  later, 
when  she  was  discharged,  her

parents  were  invited  to  join  a  special  follow-up 
program  for  babies  whose  birthweight  was  less 
than  two  and  a  half  pounds  or  whose  breathing 
was  interrupted  at  birth. 

"The  great  majority  of  infants  treated  in  our 
perinatology  center  require  no  special  subsequent 
care,"  says  Dr.  Peter  Auld,  director  of  the  center. 
"But,  inevitably,  some  will  develop  disabilities, 
and  we  regard  it  as  our  responsibility  to  follow 
those  most  at  risk  for  three  vears  and,  in  some 
cases,  even  longer.  Should  disabilities  develop, 
early  detection  and  intervention  can  keep  their 
effects  to  a  minimum." 

Lisa  was  one  of  about  250  infants  who  are  in- 
vited each  year  to  join  the  follow-up  program,  car- 
ried out  by  an  interdisciplinary  team  of  experts. 
On  her  first  follow-up  visit,  three  months  after 
birth,  Lisa  exhibited  slight  tremors  and  some  dif- 
ficulty in  focusing  on  her  left  side.  At  six  months 
she  began  to  show  weak  muscle  tone  and  slight 
uncontrolled  mo\ements,  and  at  nine  months  she 
was  found  to  have  cerebral  palsy. 

Since  Lisa's  mother  worked  during  the  dav  and 
couldn't  take  the  child  to  a  therapist,  the  perinatal 
team  set  up  a  regime  of  physical  therapy  at  htime. 
At  one  year  Lisa  wasn't  sitting  well  and  could 
move  only  by  dragging  herself  by  her  arms  and 
legs.  The  staff  urged  her  mother  to  continue  the 
therapv  and  not  be  discouraged.  Thev  designed 
exercises  for  mother  and  child  together  and  add- 
ed the  services  of  a  speech  therapist. 

When  Lisa  was  two,  a  public  health  nurse 
entered  her  in  a  United  Cerebral  Palsy  program, 
where  she  received  intensive  training.  Dr.  Gail 
Ross,  a  psvchologist  at  the  perinatology  center, 
also  continued  to  see  her.  Toda\'  enrolled  in  a 
public  school,  Lisa  has  made  remarkable  progress. 
She  walks  with  only  a  slight  limp,  is  outgoing  and 
articulate,  and  is  expected  to  do  fine  academically. 

"From  the  \er\-  beginning,  it  was  clear  that,  with 
proper  help,  Lisa  could  go  a  long  way  toward 
o\ercoming  her  handicap,"  savs  Dr.  Ross.  "Most 
of  the  children  we  deal  w  ith  need  only  a  little  ex- 
tra help  and  attention— but  getting  it  early  makes 
a  lot  of  difference.  It  gives  them  that  extra  edge 
which  enables  them  to  function  normallv."

Transplant 

Patients 


In  1963,  when  the  first  kidney  transplant  was 
performed  at  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center,  the  operation  was  relatively 
new.  Since  that  time  over  1,200  transplants 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  center's  kidney 
unit,  now  called  the  Rogosin  Institute.  As 
medical  advances  have  lowered  the  rate  of 
transplant  rejection,  the  demand  for  the  operation 
has  increased,  so  that  currently  over  1,000  people 
in  New  York  State  are  awaiting  kidnev  transplan- 
tations. Although  public  acceptance  of  organ 
donation  has  been  increasing  in  the  United 
States— spurred  by  Congressional  hearings  and 
the  efforts  of  the  surgeon-general— the  supply  of 
donor  organs  still  represents  only  about  10  to  15 
percent  of  the  cases  of  brain  death  that  occur  every 
year  throughout  the  country. 

Two  years  ago  some  staff  members  at  the 
Rogosin  Institute,  concerned  about  a  continuing 
shortage  of  available  organs,  inaugurated  a  kidney 
transplant  education  network  here.  Drawing  its 
membership  from  kidnev  transplant  recipients, 
the  network  has  encouraged  activities  in  behalf  of 
organ  donation  and  has  become  a  source  of  sup- 
port and  information  for  the  former  patients. 
Largely  through  the  volunteer  efforts  of  Dr.  Jhoong 
Cheigh  and  two  nurses,  Lillian  Andrews  and 
Sheila  Moran,  meetings  of  the  network  have  been 
held  four  times  yearly,  and  newsletters  sum- 
marizing the  meetings  and  providing  other  news 
of  interest  are  regularly  sent  to  some  150  network 
members. 

It  was  in  gathering  information  for  a  network 
meeting  on  fitness  that  Ms.  Andrews  learned  that 
a  national  Olympics  for  kidney  transplant  reci- 
pients was  to  be  held  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas  in  Oc- 
tober 1986.  She  and  Ms.  Moran  immediately  set 
to  work  raising  money,  with  the  result  that  a  team 
of  transplant  recipients  traveled  to  Fort  Worth  to 


compete  in  track,  tennis,  swimming  and  other 
sports,  and  returned  to  New  York  with  five  gold 
medals  and  two  silver  medals. 

What  the  kidney  transplant  education  network 
has  made  clear  is  how  worthv\'hile  such  groups  can 
be  for  people  who  have  had  severe  illnesses  or 
undergone  major  medical  procedures.  Applying 
the  principle  to  another  serious  medical  condition, 
the  NYH-CMC  department  of  medicine  last  year 
inaugurated  a  support  group  for  former  heart  pa- 
tients. The  meetings  provide  valuable  information 
and  support  in  the  difficult  period  that  follows  a 
serious  coronarv  event.

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Children's  Blood  Diseases

Until  recently,  babies  born  with  thalas- 
semia, a  hereditary  disorder  affecting  the 
production  of  red  blood  cells,  rarely 
lived  past  adolescence.  Today  they  com- 
monly live  well  into  their  adult  years. 
Victims  of  sickle  cell  disease,  another  in- 
herited disorder  of  red  blood  cells,  are 
also  surviving  much  longer  than  formerly  was  the 
case.  Children  afflicted  with  hemophilia,  an  in- 
herited clotting  disorder,  can  look  forward  to  a 
normal  life  span. 

But  living  with  the  pain  and  stress  of  chronic 
conditions  creates  tremendous  strains  for  both  pa- 
tients and  their  families.  Children  may  require  fre- 
quent transfusions  and  may  develop  a  variety  of 
secondary  illnesses.  They  may  become  frightened 
or  depressed  because  they  don't  feel  well  or 
perceive  themselves  as  different  from  their  peers. 
Parents  often  feel  guilty  and  overanxious  about 
their  children's  health.  These  circumstances  may 
affect  vital  relationships  outside  the  family— with 
friends  or  neighbors  or  fellow  workers,  with 
schools  and  public  agencies. 

Dr.  Margaret  W.  Hilgartner,  head  of  the  medical 
center's  division  of  pediatric  hematology /oncology, 
emphasizes  that  meeting  the  medical  needs  of 


these  children  is  just  one  aspect  of  the  division's 
work.  "Of  equal  importance  is  concern  about  the 
quality  of  life  of  these  children  and  their  families," 
she  says.  The  largest  center  in  the  city  for 
children's  blood  diseases,  the  division  currently 
treats  close  to  600  patients  with  serious  blood 
disorders  and  cancers.  While  most  of  the  patients 
were  either  born  at  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  or  referred  there  as  youngsters, 
a  unique  feature  of  this  pediatric  service  is  that 
it  continues  to  treat  its  patients  into  their  adult 
lives. 

The  division's  comprehensive-care  team  in- 
cludes pediatricians,  psychiatrists,  nurses,  social 
workers,  physical  therapists,  and  orthopedic 
specialists.  At  every  stage  of  development  the 
team  works  with  the  child  and  familv  to  make 
them  as  self-sufficient  as  possible  in  coping  with 
the  disease.  Social  workers  and  nurses  regularly 
visit  schools  to  educate  teachers  and  school  boards 
about  the  special  needs  of  these  students.  The  divi- 
sion's unvarving  goal:  to  help  each  patient  live  as 
full  and  active  and  normal  a  life  as  possible. 

Today  the  AIDS  virus  poses  a  new  threat  to  pa- 
tients with  chronic  blood  disorders,  many  of 
whom  have  needed  frequent  transfusions 
throughout  their  lives.  Hemophiliacs  are  especially 
at  risk:  with  one  dose  of  clotting  factor  being  the 
product  of  many  blood  donations,  a  hemophiliac 
may  be  exposed  to  the  equivalent  of  800,000 
donors  a  year. 

More  than  three  fourths  of  the  division's 
hemophiliac  patients  have  tested  positive  for  the 
AIDS  virus.  That  onh'  one  percent  ha\e  de\eloped 
AIDS  suggests  to  Dr.  Hilgartner  that  the  pro- 
cessing of  plasma  may  alter  the  virus,  but,  even 
so,  testing  positive  represents  a  serious  psy- 
chological burden.  The  division  has  responded 
with  expanded  counseling  and  a  new  wave  of  con- 
cern for  patients  who  live  with  so  many  stresses 
that  it  seems  intolerable  they  should  have  more. 
Says  Dr.  Hilgartner,  "Nowhere  is  there  a  better 
illustration  of  the  adage  that  care  of  the  patient 
means  caring  for  the  patient.  And  nowhere  are 
physicians  privileged  to  have  patients  more 
courageous  than  these."

Ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  when 
youngsters  were  taught  about  the 
hazards  of  cigarettes— or,  for  that  mat- 
ter, of  alcohol  or  drugs— the  strategy 
was  essentially  to  scare  them  with 
facts,"  says  Dr.  Gilbert  Botvin,  an 
associate  professor  in  public  health 
and  psychiatr}'  at  NYH-CMC.  "The  result  was  that 
90  percent  of  the  kids  knew  smoking  was 
dangerous  but  that  many  did  it  anyway.  Today 
we're  trying  a  ciifferent  approach,  and  the  results 
so  far  are  very  promising,  even  exciting." 

As  director  of  CUMC's  Laboratory  of  Health 
Behavior  Research,  Dr.  Botvin  is  a  chief  in- 
vestigator on  three  major  smoking-prevention 
studies  funded  by  $5  million  from  the  National  In- 
stitutes of  Health  and  involving  a  total  of  some 
30,000  adolescents.  Two  of  the  grants  target 
minority  children,  since  recent  federal  statistics 
reveal  considerably  higher  rates  of  smoking  among 
blacks  than  among  whites. 

What  distinguishes  the  new  approach  from  what 
used  to  be  done.  Dr.  Botvin  explains,  is  that  it  not 
only  teaches  that  smoking  is  harmful  but  seeks  to 
help  youngsters  resist  social  pressures  to  smoke. 
In  12  class  units,  taught  by  regular  classroom 
teachers  who  follow  a  curriculum  guide  developed 


by  Dr.  Botvin,  a  range  of  activities  are  devoted  to 
what  is  called  life-skills  training.  The  basic  purpose 
is  twofold:  first,  to  teach  adolescents  how  to 
recognize  and  resist  social  influences  to  smoke, 
drink,  use  drugs;  and,  second,  to  teach  active  cop- 
ing skills  in  an  effort  to  increase  self-esteem  and 
independence  and  to  reduce  potential  motivations 
for  substance  abuse. 

Studies  by  Dr.  Botvin's  group  have  found  life- 
skills  training  to  have  a  profound  effect  on 
youngster's  smoking  behavior.  In  one  study  in- 
volving 426  junior  high  schoolers,  it  was  found 
that,  one  year  after  the  completion  of  life-skills 
training,  56  percent  fewer  students  in  the  life-skills 
group  smoked  regularly  than  was  the  case  in  the 
control  group.  Other  studies  by  the  Cornell  group 
have  found  60  percent  to  80  percent  reductions  in 
alcohol  and  marijuana  use.  Their  studies  have 
shown  too  that  subsequent  booster  sessions  can 
be  effective  in  sustaining— or  e\'en  enhancing— 
the  effect. 

A  central  concern  of  the  group  today  is  how  to 
preserve  in  large-scale  dissemination  the  care  and 
completeness  of  the  pilot  studies.  Current  success 
rates  suggest  that  ultimately  life-skills  training  can 
prevent  millions  of  youngsters  from  acquiring 
smoking  habits.

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Job 
Problems 


A  middle-management  executive  has 
been  in  the  doldrums  for  the  past  five 
years,  barelv  getting  b\'  at  work  when 
he  should  be  moving  ahead.  At  his 
wife's  behest,  he  seeks  help  at  the 
Employee  Development  Center,  a 
research  and  service  unit  of  NYH- 
CMC  that  contracts  with  corporations  and  unions 
to  provide  help  to  emplovees.  Problems  that  bring 
workers  to  the  EDC  range  from  substance  abuse 
to  marital  discord  to  gambling  debts. 

A  confidential  evaluation  bv  the  EDC  reveals 
that  the  executive  is  in  withdrawal  a  good  part  of 
the  time  from  alcohol  and  valium:  a  low  level  of 
substance  abuse  slows  him  down  both  bv  its  direct 
effects  and  by  interfering  with  his  sleep.  After  in- 
itiating counseling,  the  EDC  refers  the  employee 
to  a  good  outpatient  program,  and  for  two  years 
thereafter  monitors  his  progress,  which  turns  ciut 
to  be  substantial. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  Millman,  who 
last  year  became  the  first  Saul  P.  Steinberg  Dis- 
tinguished Professor  of  Psvchiatrv  and  Public 
Health  at  NYH-CMC,  the  Employee  Development 
Center  provides  services  for  six  corporations  with 
a  total  of  about  2,500  employees  and  two  unions 
with  a  total  membership  of  close  to  100,000.  The 
three-year-old  center  developed  out  of  a  highly 
successful  employee-assistance  program  con- 
ducted tor  the  15,000  employees  of  the  medical 
center  and  neighboring  institutions  on  York 
Avenue.  Operating  on  a  $500,000  annual  budget, 
EDC  is  largely  self-supporting,  with  about  30  per- 
cent of  its  cost  being  borne  bv  a  grant  from  New 
York  State. 

Ninety  percent  of  the  emplovees  seen  bv  EDC 
initiate  the  contact  themselves.  Of  those  referred 
by  superiors— so-called  "job  jeopardy"  cases— 
about  60  percent  retain  their  jobs.  Since  the  success 
of  the  program  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the 
quality  of  its  referrals,  a  major  task  for  EDC  is  to 
monitor  the  referral  agencies.  The  center  also  runs 
sessions  for  supervisors  to  help  them  identify 


worker  problems  and  to  encourage  them  to  help. 

Substance  abuse  is  a  particular  concern  of  EDC. 
"Drug  and  alcohol  abusers  have  three  to  four 
times  as  many  accidents  at  work  as  non-abusers 
and  cause  billions  of  dollars  in  losses  annually," 
says  Dr.  Millman.  "The  recent  national  uproar 
about  urine  testing  tells  us  society  is  eager  to  act 
on  the  drug  problem  but  also  tells  us  that  there 
is  a  lot  of  confusion  about  what  to  do.  Widespread 
urine  testing  for  drugs  mav  result  in  better  pro- 
ductivitv,  or  it  mav  merelv  increase  alcohol  abuse, 
which  happens  to  be  the  greater  problem  in  this 
countr}'  toda\'.  Drug  testing  in  the  absence  of  good 
evaluation  and  counseling  may  actually  turn  out 
to  be  counterproductive. 

"Society's  heightened  concern  about  this  prob- 
lem presents  a  great  opportunitv.  The  question  is 
what  works  and  what  doesn't— and  that  is  precise- 
ly what  our  research  here  is  seeking  to  answer."

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Never  add  lighting  fluid  to  a  charcoal 
barbecue  once  the  fire  is  going,"  Judy 
Flagg,  coordinator  of  the  NYH-CMC 
burn  center,  tells  a  group  in  Queens. 
"You  may  do  it  a  hundred  times  and 
nothing  will  happen.  But  if  the  invisi- 
IJle  vapors  from  the  fluid  ignite,  vou're 
almost  sure  to  find  yourself  instantly  en\eloped 
in  flames.  The  fact  is  very  few  people  survive  this 
particular  accident." 

In  addition  to  being  a  world  center  for  treatment 
and  research,  the  burn  center  runs  what  may  be 
the  world's  most  extensive  and  aggressive  public 
education  program  in  burn  prevention.  At  least 
twice  a  week  statt  menibers  visit  senior  citizen 
groups,  PTA  meetings,  community  centers,  day- 
care facilities,  schools,  corporate  groups,  and 
health  fairs.  The  invariable  object:  to  teach  burn 


prevention  and  simple  burn  first-aid.  The  program 
reached  some  18,000  people  in  person  in  1986  and 
a  good  many  more  through  an  award-winning 
safety  film  produced  by  the  center  and  distributed 
nationally. 

The  staff  uses  all  manner  of  devices  to  get  its 
message  across,  including  slides,  games,  music, 
puppets,  visual  aids.  Pamphlets  are  in  English, 
Spanish,  and  Chinese,  with  Yiddish  and  Korean 
to  be  available  soon. 

Because  the  majority  of  burn  victims  are  the 
young  and  the  old,  the  center  makes  a  special  ef- 
fort to  reach  these  groups,  particularly  in  neigh- 
borhoods with  high  incidences  of  fires.  Children 
are  taught  a  game  called  "stop-drop-roll"  that 
shows  them  how  to  react  if  they  should  catch  fire. 
The\'  are  shown  how  to  escape  from  a  fire  b\'  crawl- 
ing along  the  floor  under  cardboard  smoke  clouds. 
Another  program  targets  youngsters  who  are 
known  to  play  with  matches  or  set  fires.  The 
serious  harm  they  can  cause  is  brought  home  to 
them  through  discussions,  slide  presentations, 
and— most  persuasive  of  all— a  visit  to  the  burn 
center,  where  they  have  a  chance  to  see  at  first 
hand  the  tragic  results  of  fires.  If  the  reason  for 
their  behavior  seems  to  involve  more  than  simple 
curiosity,  they  are  sent  for  further  evaluation  and 
counseling.  Still  another  program  instructs  young 
parents  on  the  many  wa\s  in  which  children  can 
be  burned— for  example,  from  bath  water  or  micro- 
wave ovens  or  the  buckles  of  car  seat  belts  or  the 
sun. 

The  burn  center's  is  one  of  many  public  educa- 
tional programs  sponsored  by  the  medical  center 
or  its  clinical  departments.  For  example,  the  Good 
Samaritan  program,  inaugurated  in  1985  by  the 
department  of  community  relations,  offers  exten- 
si\e  educati(.>nal  programs  at  community  sites  in 
^ork\ille,  Roosevelt  Island,  and  Long  Island 
City/Astoria,  and  mails  an  informational  newsletter 
to  some  40,000  people  in  those  neighborhoods. 

Always  a  locus  for  the  education  of  health  pro- 
fessionals and  scientists,  the  New  ^ork  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  has  broadened  its  educa- 
tional function;  it  is  now  a  vital  source  of  public 
education  as  well. 


Teen  Pregnancy 


In  New  York  City  last  year  some  10,000  babies 
were  born  to  unwed  teenagers,  a  total  ac- 
counting for  close  to  10  percent  of  all  births 
in  the  citv.  From  that  single  fact  stem  many 
potential  problems.  Infants  born  to  teenagers 
have  a  higher-than-average  risk  of  being 
premature,  low  in  weight,  and  sick.  Surviv- 
ing birth,  they  have  a  greater-than-average  risk  of 
growing  up  on  welfare,  of  suffering  child  abuse, 
and  ultimately  of  becoming  unwed  teenage  moth- 
ers themselves  and  perpetuating  the  whole  cycle. 
"To  make  the  greatest  impact,  a  program  should 
deal  with  all  these  potential  problems,"  says  Dr. 
Katherine  LaGuardia,  who  heads  the  Cornell 
Adolescent  Pregnancy  Program,  established  last 
year  bv  the  medical  center's  department  of 
obstetrics  and  gynecology.  Accommodating  about 
300  youngsters  a  year— about  60  percent  of  whom 
come  from  Inwood  House,  one  of  three  materni- 
ty shelters  in  the  city— the  program  provides  com- 
prehensive prenatal  services  for  youngsters  18 
years  and  under.  It  furnishes  much-needed  care 
and  counseling  and  offers  a  range  of  social  and 
educational  services  geared  to  the  needs  of  these 


adolescents. 

Last  year  a  framework  was  established  to  in- 
tegrate postnatal  services  into  the  adolescent 
pregnancy  program,  so  that  teenagers  can  look  to 
a  single  source  for  care  and  support  before  and 
after  delivery.  Through  the  participation  of  the 
department  of  pediatrics,  programs  have  been 
developed  that  provide  extensive  follow-up  care 
for  the  infants  of  adolescent  mothers  and  for  the 
mothers  themselves  and  that  offer  counseling  and 
support  services  for  the  mothers.  An  anticipated 
link-up  with  a  public  high  school  in  Queens  will 
bring  critical  educational  and  day-care  components 
into  the  program. 

"The  Cornell  Adolescent  Pregnancy  Program 
represents  prevention  at  several  levels,"  says  Dr. 
LaGuardia.  "Our  objectives  are  to  prevent  medical 
complications  in  pregnancy,  decrease  the  in- 
cidence of  repeat  unintended  pregnancy,  and 
facilitate  the  mother's  return  to  school.  By  taking 
this  comprehensive  approach,  we  have  the  best 
chance  of  positively  influencing  these  voung 
mother's  lives  and  reducing  the  burden  on  socie- 
ty as  a  whole."

AIDS 


Dr.  Samuel  Perry,  a  member  of 
the  medical  center's  AIDS  task 
force,  heads  a  major  prevention 
study  that  focuses  on  two  groups 
-people  who  have  tested  posi- 
tive for  the  AIDS  virus  but  have 
no  symptoms  of  disease  and 
people  who  are  at  particular  risk 
of  being  infected. 


In  the  foreseeable  future,  education  and 
behavioral  change  will  be  the  principal  means 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  AIDS,"  observes 
Dr.  Samuel  W.  Perry,  a  professor  of 
psychiatry  at  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  and  a  member  of  its  AIDS 
task  force.  The  department  of  psychiatry  cur- 
rently has  12  ongoing  or  anticipated  programs 
that  are  related  either  to  AIDS  prevention  or  to 
the  social  or  psychological  ramifications  of  the 
disease. 

Dr.  Perry  is  the  chief  investigator  of  a  major 
prevention  project  that  targets  two  groups- 
people  who  have  tested  positive  for  the  AIDS  virus 
but  who  have  no  symptoms  of  the  disease  and 
people  who  have  tested  negative  but  are  at  par- 
ticular risk  of  becoming  infected.  Funded  by  a 
$907,000  grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Men- 
tal Health,  the  study  has  enrolled  more  than  300 
volunteers,  who  learn  about  it  from  newsletters 
or  drug  treatment  centers  or  gay  support  groups 
or  from  the  media. 

Participants  in  the  project  are  randomly  assigned 
to  one  of  three  procedures.  One  group  has  seven 
weekly  sessions  with  a  therapist  and  follow-up  ap- 
pointments or  phone  calls  for  problems  that  may 


develop.  Patients  do  role-playing  that  helps  them 
inform  sex  partners  about  their  infection,  and 
families  are  sometimes  invited  to  therapy  sessions. 
The  second  group  of  participants  is  counseled  for 
one  session,  given  literature  on  AIDS  prevention, 
and  followed  by  phone  for  several  months.  The 
third  group  gets  one  session  that  is  combined  with 
an  interactive  video  computer  course  developed 
at  the  department  of  psvchiatry's  media  center. 
The  course,  which  can  be  taken  in  private  at  the 
participant's  own  pace,  consists  of  questions  on 
AIDS  and  AIDS  prevention:  if  the  subject  chooses 
a  wrong  answer,  the  computer  provides  further 
information;  if  he  chooses  the  correct  answer,  the 
computer  moves  on  to  the  next  chapter  until  the 
course  is  completed.  Dr.  Perry  sees  the  course  as 
a  potentially  useful  tool  for  hospitals,  schools,  and 
testing  centers. 

Essential  to  all  three  approaches  is  motivating 
participants  to  adopt  appropriate  behavior— which 
may  mean  giving  up  unsafe  and  anonvmous  sex- 
ual practices  or  using  condoms  or  being  candid 
with  present  or  future  sex  partners  or  desisting 
from  sharing  needles  or  coming  to  terms  with  the 
idea  that  one  cannot  have  children.  .All  three  ap- 
proaches teach  meditation  and  relaxation  techni- 
ques on  the  theorv  that  diminished  anxiety  will 
result  in  diminished  impulsive  or  irresponsible 
behavior.  All  three  involve  explaining  in  con- 
siderable detail  what  the  safest  methods  of  sex  are 
and  how  to  achieve  sexual  gratification  without 
having  intercourse.  Often  patients'  guilt  and  anx- 
iety can  be  countered  b\  the  pride  that  comes  from 
protecting  others  and  from  a  sense  of  master)'  o\'er 
one's  actions. 

A  possible  outcome  of  the  stud\-  mav  be  that  in- 
dividual treatment  is  the  most  effective  method 
but  costs  too  much  to  be  realistic  on  a  large  scale; 
the  question  ma\'  then  become  which  technique 
works  best  in  terms  of  cost  as  well  as  effectiveness. 
Meanwhile  manuals  for  each  procedure  are  being 
developed  so  that  each  can  be  widely  dissem- 
inated. Dr.  Perr\'  inxites  an\one  who  ma\-  ha\e 
been  exposed  to  the  AIDS  virus  and  is  interested

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Lifeline 


Rose  Tannenbaum,  93,  is  one  of 
150  subscribers  to  Lifeline,  a 
system  that  provides  instant  ac- 
cess to  emergency  care  for  the 
disabled  or  elderly  Elizabeth 
Berman  (divider  page)  is  a 
mere  91. 
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An  81-year  old  woman  who  lives  alone 
falls  while  in  the  bathroom.  Although 
conscious,  she  cannot  reach  a  phone, 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  her  cries  for  help 
will  be  heard.  In  some  circumstances, 
the  consequences  of  this  fall  might  be 
tragic.  In  this  case,  the  woman  presses 
a  button  on  a  necklace  that  links  her  to  a  system 
called  Lifeline.  The  subscriber's  touch  activates  a 
signal  that  is  transmitted  over  her  home  telephone 
line  to  a  receiving  computer  in  the  emergency 
department  of  the  Now  York  Hospital.  There,  in 
the  paramedic  dispatch  area,  a  file  contains  her 
health  record  and  the  names  of  three 
respondersi— friends,  relatives  or  neighbors  who 
ha\c  keys  to  the  apartment. 

Alerted  bV  the  subscriber's  signal,  the  dispatch- 
er telephones  her  apartment.  When  she  tails  to 
answer,  he  notifies  a  responder,  who  goes  to  the 
apartment  and  finds  that  the  woman  has  ap- 
parently injured  herself  in  falling.  The  responder 
calls  the  dispatcher,  who  sends  an  ambulance. 
I  lad  no  responder  been  available,  the  dispatciier 
would  have  sent  an  ambulance  on  his  own. 

"More  than  any  other  group,  the  elderly  needs 
access  to  emergency  medical  care,"  says  Dr.  Marc 


E.  VVeksler,  lr\ing  Sherwood  Wright  Professor  of 
Geriatrics.  "Lifeline  provides  that  link." 

The  Rosenfeld  Heart  Foundation  funded  the 
establishment  of  Lifeline  at  the  New  York 
Hospital,  the  only  hospital  in  Manhattan  to  have 
such  a  program,  in  1986  the  system  responded  to 
more  than  500  emergencies,  35  percent  of  which 
were  successfully  handled  bv  a  responder  and  56 
percent  of  which  required  acute  care  at  the 
hospital.  Lifeline  has  some  150  subscribers,  with 
new  ones  being  enrolled  by  Jodi  Silverman,  a 
social  worker  in  the  division  of  geriatrics  of  the 
department  of  medicine. 

In  addition  to  Lifeline,  the  medical  center  spon- 
sors many  other  programs  that  reach  out  to  the 
elderh'  in  the  community.  For  example,  the  divi- 
sion of  geriatrics  furnishes  medical  services  to 
Llderplan,  one  of  four  social  health  maintenance 
organizations  in  the  nation. 

As  for  the  subscriber  who  fell,  it  turned  out  that 
she  had  broken  her  hip.  After  appropriate  therapy 
in  the  hospital,  she  recovered  and  her  family 
thought  it  might  be  time  for  her  to  stop  living 
alone.  But,  treasuring  her  independence,  she  | 
chose  to  return  home,  knowing  she  had  a  safety  * 
link  that  she  could  always  count  on. 


Emergency  Services 


On  May  30,  1985,  a  woman  was  stroll- 
ing on  a  midtown  street  during  her 
lunch  hour  when  a  construction  crane 
toppled  over  and  pinned  her  beneath 
it.  For  the  next  six  hours,  while  work- 
men struggled  to  free  her  and  the  city 
held  its  collective  breath,  two  New 
York  Hospital  paramedics  supplied  equipment, 
medicine,  and  intravenous  units  to  two  other 
paramedics  stationed  beneath  the  crane.  For  their 
part  in  this  extraordinary  rescue,  Michael  Roberts 
and  John  Fisher  received  official  proclamations  of 
appreciation  from  the  city. 

Since  the  hospital's  ambulance  service  joined  the 
city's  Emergency  Medical  Services  system  (EMS) 
in  1983,  the  number  of  calls  it  receives  annually 
has  more  than  doubled.  Last  year  emergency 
paramedics,  under  the  medical  direction  of  assis- 
tant attending  physician  Dr.  Michael  Zullo,  re- 
sponded to  about  4,000  EMS  emergencies,  ac- 
tivated by  the  city's  911  system.  NYH  ambulances 
also  responded  to  3,000  calls  that  came  directly  to 
the  hospital,  more  than  1,200  of  which  were  neo- 
natal, pediatric,  and  maternal  emergencies. 

The  center's  expanded  role  as  an  emergency 
transportation  facility  is  in  keeping  with  its  growth 
as  an  emergency-care  facility.  The  EMS  system  has 
designated  NYH-CMC  as  one  of  three  burn 
centers  in  Manhattan— to  which  serious  burn  cases 
are  taken  even  if  a  less  specialized  unit  is  closer 
to  the  scene— and  as  one  of  five  trauma  centers, 
specifically  designated  for  the  treatment  of  severe- 
ly injured  patients.  Headed  by  Dr.  Roger  Yurt,  an 
associate  attending  surgeon,  the  trauma  center  is 
staffed  by  nine  members  of  the  surgical  attending 
staff  assisted  by  surgical  residents,  and  is  on  five- 
minute-availability  status  24  hours  a  day  every 
day  of  the  year.  In  addition,  the  department  of 
ophthalmology  last  year  established  a  unit  that  has 
been  designated  a  regional  center  for  eye  injuries. 
In  a  further  significant  development,  Dr.  Joseph 
McAuley  was  appointed  early  in  1987  as  director 
of  the  medical  center's  emergency  department, 
bringing  to  that  position  a  distinguished  record  in 
emergency  care  extending  from  Vietnam  to  ma- 
jor inner-city  hospitals.

In  the  voluntary  health-care  sector,  academic 
medical  centers  have  traditionally  been 
known  for  their  particular  commitment  to 
low-income  people.  For  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center,  that  means 
reaching  beyond  its  immediate  neighborhood 
to  areas  of  the  city  that  are  medically  under- 
served— to  the  Ravenswood  public  housing  proj- 
ect in  western  Queens,  where  the  medical  center 
runs  a  major  health  festival  each  spring;  to  Jamaica 
Hospital  in  south  Queens,  where  New  York 
Hospital  residents  serve  as  the  surgical  house  staff; 
and  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital  in  Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
Brooklyn,  where  medical  students  train  and  where 
the  college  has  initiated  an  innovative  program  to 
attract  graduates  to  serve  full-time  on  the  medical 
staff. 

St.  Mary's  is  one  of  five  hospitals  that  make  up 
the  Catholic  Medical  Center  of  Brooklyn  and 
Queens,  an  affiliate  of  the  New  York  Hospital- 


Cornell  Medical  Center  since  1984.  Two  Cornell 
medical  graduates  are  selected  each  year  for  a 
special  program  in  which  they  are  relieved  of  most 
of  their  medical-school  debt  in  return  for  two  years 
of  service  at  the  270-bed  community  hospital.  With 
rising  debt  among  medical  students  a  problem 
both  locally  and  nationally,  the  loan-forgiveness 
program  removes  a  great  obstacle  for  young  doc- 
tors motivated  to  practice  in  low-income  areas.  To 
date,  six  Cornell  medical  students  and  graduates 
have  been  selected  for  the  program;  the  first  two 
will  complete  their  residencies  and  be  ready  for 
St.  Mary's  in  July  1988. 

"Financial  pressures  are  a  major  deterrent  to 
working  in  the  inner  city,"  says  one  of  the  six.  Dr. 
Montgomerv  Douglas,  now  undergoing  residen- 
cy training  in  family  practice.  "By  diminishing 
those  pressures,  the  Cornell  program  provides  a 
great  opportunity  to  make  a  contribution  where 
it's  most  needed." 
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Year  in  Review 


January  In  response  to  a  shift  in  Medicare  pay- 
ment regulations  in  New  York  State,  the  New 
York  Hospital  instituted  a  new  case-management 
system  to  ensure  quality  of  care  under  the  new 
regulations.  .".Three  new  members  joined  the 
hospital  board  of  governors— Michel  David-Weill, 
a  senior  partner  of  Lazard  Freres  &  Co.;  Vernon 
E.  Jordan  Jr.,  a  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Akin, 
Gump,  Strauss,  Hauer  and  Feld  and  former  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Urban  League;  and  Carroll 
Petrie,  a  philanthropist  and  twice  co-chairman  of 
the  medical  center's  annual  "Cabaret!"  benefit. 


February  The  second  annual  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  Conference  on  Health  Policy  took 
as  its  theme,  "From  Physician  Shortage  to  Patient 
Shortage:  The  Uncertain  Future  of  Medical  Prac- 
tice." The  two-day  conference  was  chaired  by  Pro- 
fessor Eli  Ginzberg  of  Columbia  University.  .  .An 
eye  trauma  center  was  established  at  NYH-CMC 
as  a  regional  center  for  the  treatment  of  eye  in- 
juries. The  unit  is  staffed  24  hours  a  day 
throughout  the  vear  by  ophthalmologists  and 
micro-surgeons  skilled  in  trauma  care. 


March  At  the  sixth  annual  Maurice  R.  Greenberg 
Award  Dinner,  awards  for  distinguished  service 
to  the  medical  center  were  presented  to  Dr.  John 
T.  Ellis,  pathologist-in-chief  and  chairman  of  the 
department  of  pathology,  and,  posthumously,  to 
Dr.  Herbert  Conway,  who  established  and  direct- 
ed the  medical  center's  training  program  in  plastic 
and  reconstructive  surgery. 


April  It  was  announced  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry 
B.  Helmsley  had  donated  $33  million  to  the  New 
York  Hospital,  the  largest  single  gift  received  bv 
the  hospital  since  the  opening  of  the  medical 
center  in  1932.  The  gift  is  intended  to  support  a 
major  modernization  program,  a  key  element  of 
which  is  a  36-storey  building  to  be  called  the 
Helmslev  Medical  Tower  at  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center.

Development  Report 


Carrying  On  The  Tradition 


he  New  York.  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center's 
$300  million  capital  campaign,  the  largest  fund- 
raising  drive  ever  undertaken  by  an  academic 
medical  center,  has  achieved  extraordinary  success 
in  the  past  year.  As  of  March  31,  1987,  a  total  of 
$266  million  in  gifts  and  pledges  had  been  received 
from  individuals,  foundations,  and  corporations. 
We  enter  the  final  year  of  the  campaign  with  a 
record  of  increased  private  support  and  expand- 
ed participation  of  old  and  new  friends. 

The  campaign's  initial  phase  was  launched  in 
July  1982  with  a  three-year  objective  of  $125 
million.  That  goal  was  achieved  a  year  and  a  half 
ahead  of  schedule,  thanks  to  an  anonymous  gift 
of  $50  million  to  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege. Through  our  long-range  planning  system,  , 
further  needs  of  $175  million  were  identified  in 
April  1984  for  the  concluding  phase. 

This  progress  reflects  our  history  of  volunteer 
leadership  and  the  crucial  role  that  private  philan- 
thropy has  played  in  the  history  of  this  medical 
center.    Its    founding    families— including    the 


Bakers,  Morgans,  Paynes,  Paysons,  Rockefellers, 
and  Whitneys— established  a  magnificent  tradition 
of  private  giving  in  which  they  are  now  joined  by 
other  names,  such  as  Astor,  Cantor,  Chaus,  Clark, 
Dyson,  Fisher,  Greenberg,  Harkness,  Hearst, 
Helmsley,  Lasdon,  Loeb,  Niarchos,  Seaver,  Stan- 
ton, Starr,  and  Weiss. 

Following  are  some  of  the  year's  highlights. 

In  September  a  dinner  honored  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harry  B.  Helmsley  for  their  extraordinary  $53 
million  gift  for  our  major  modernization  program. 
In  recognition  of  their  generosity,  the  center's  new 
36-storey  building— providing  housing  for  nurses 
and  other  medical  center  staff,  as  well  as  short- 
term  housing  for  out-of-town  patients  and  their 
families— is  named  "The  Helmsley  Medical  Tower 
at  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center."  The  Helmsleys'  gift  includes  a  $3  million 
endowment  for  our  renowned  cardiovascular 
center,  headed  by  Dr.  John  H.  Laragh. 

A  $1.5  million  gift  from  Michel  David-Weill  will 
be  applied  to  the  creation  of  a  new  obstetrical-

gynecological  and  surgical  intensive  care  unit. 
John  L.  Weinberg  provided  tremendous  impetus 
to  the  emergency  rtwm  renovation  with  a  $1 
million  commitment.  Hays  Clark  again  respond- 
ed generously  with  a  new  $1  million  gift.  Maurice 
R.  Greenberg  and  the  Starr  Foundation  each  com- 
mitted $500,000  to  the  creation  of  an  endowed 
research  fund  to  be  used  by  the  recipient  of  the 
annual  Greenberg  Award. 

A  gift  of  $1.5  million  from  the  Robert  Wood 
Johnson  Foundation  endowed  the  Walsh  McDer- 
mott  Professorship  of  Medicine.  The  Saul  P. 
Steinberg  Distinguished  Professorship  of 
Psychiatry  and  Public  Health  was  established  by 
$1.25  million  from  Reliance  Group  Holdings,  Inc. 

On  September  22,  groundbreaking  ceremonies 
for  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical 
Research  Center  were  held.  Funding  for  the 
Lasdon  Center,  made  possible  by  a  generous  lead 
gift  of  $7.5  million  from  the  late  Mr.  William 
Lasdon  and  from  Mrs.  Lasdon,  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  by  recent  gifts.  Mrs.  Lasdon  respond- 
ed to  a  $5.5  million  anonymous  challenge  grant 
with  an  additional  $1  million  gift.  The  Florence  J. 
Gould  Foundation,  Inc.  gave  $1  million  to  the 
department  of  medicine's  laboratory  in 
geriatrics/immunology.  The  Adrian  &  Jessie  Arch- 
bold  Charitable  Trust  pledged  $500,000  in  un- 
restricted support,  and  the  Warner  Lambert  Com- 
pany committed  partial  underwriting  of  a  phar- 


macological laboratory.  The  development  commit- 
tee of  the  board  of  overseers,  chaired  bv  Daniel 
P.  Davison,  continues  to  work  on  completion  of 
the  Lasdon  Center  funding. 

Gifts  By  Constituencies.  Individual  contributions 
now  amount  to  over  $163  million  in  the  campaign. 
Total  support  from  foundations  exceeds  $55  mil- 
lion, and  corporate  contributions  rose  to  $29 
million.  Sponsored  private  research  surpassed  S50 
million.  Unrestricted  giving  has  reached  $22  mil- 
lion, and  over  $15  million  in  bequests  and  planned 
gifts  are  committed. 

Under  the  acting  chairmanship  of  Jansen  Noves 
Jr.,  a  26-member  administrative  board  for  Partners 
in  Medicine  was  formed.  Established  in  1982  with 
45  members.  Partners  now  has  950,  all  donors  of 
$1,000  or  more. 

Nearly  $500,000  was  raised  from  the  medical 
center's  annual  mail  appeal  in  1986  for  a  campaign 
total  of  $2.5  million.  Mrs.  L.  Patton  Kline  superbly 
directed  the  center's  annual-giving  committee. 

The  Cornell  University  Medical  College  Fund 
reported  $629,522  from  alumni  and  facultv,  for  a 
campaign  total  of  S3.1  million. 

Leadership  Initiatives.  Since  autumn  1982,  the 
Medical  Center  Advisory  Board,  led  by  James  H. 
Evans  with  the  able  assistance  of  Frank  Markoe 
Jr.,  vice-chairman  for  external  affairs,  has  offered 
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a  select  group  of  corporate,  professional,  philan- 
thropic, and  community  leaders  the  opportunity 
to  learn  about  complex  health  care  issues,  and  to 
serve  as  valued  counselors  on  behalf  of  New  York- 
Cornell.  We  are  pleased  to  welcome  several  new 
members  to  this  group,  including  Mrs.  Thomas  M. 
Bancroft,  Robert  S.  Birch,  Robert  Dilenschneider, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilbur  Friedman,  Robert  Liberman, 
Mrs.  Donald  B.  Marron,  Mrs.  James  McEntee, 
Todd  Morgan,  Nelson  Peltz,  and  John  M.  Rudey. 

The  Departmental  Associates— a  group  of  over 
100  prominent  New  Yorkers  with  interests  in 
medical  education  and  research,  chaired  by  San- 
ford  B.  Ehrenkranz  and  administered  by  Dr.  Mar- 
cus Reidenberg— continues  its  valuable  support  of 
fellowships. 

The  department  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology 
benefitted  from  the  strong  involvement  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  led 
by  Mrs.  Ronald  P.  Stanton  and  Mrs.  B.  Gerald 
Cantor.  On  April  1,  the  committee  sponsored  its 
first  annual  benefit,  the  Oscar  de  la  Renta  Fashion 
Show  and  Luncheon,  presented  by  Elizabeth 
Arden.  Co-chaired  by  Mrs.  Samuel  A.  Seaver  and 
Mrs.  D.  Dixon  Boardman,  with  Bernadette  Castro 
Guida  serving  as  raffle  chair,  this  event  attracted 
a  sell-out  crowd  of  450  new  and  old  friends,  and 
raised  important  renovation  support.

Auxiliary 

Nineteen  eighty-six  marked 
the  auxiliar}''s  75th  year  of 
service  to  the  New  York 
Hospital.  The  current 
organization  had  its  origins  in 
the  Social  Service  Committee 
founded  in  1912  by  the  wives 
of  three  hospital  governors. 
As  its  activities  expanded  well 
beyond  social  service  in  sub- 
sequent decades,  the  commit- 
tee reconstituted  itself  as  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Societv  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  later  simply  as 
the  "auxiliary." 

Last  year  the  auxiliary 
donated  some  $245,000  to 
hospital  projects,  including 
funds  provided  by  its  Lving-In 
Committee  to  the  department 
of  obstetrics  and  gynecology. 
Income  was  derived  from  con- 
tributions, membership  dues, 
the  auxiliary  gift  shop  (located 
in  the  hospital  lobby),  TV  ren- 
tals, and  the  auxiliary  thrift 
shop  (located  at  439  East  71st 
Street).  An  evening  benefit  at 
the  Big  Apple  Circus  was  held 
in  December. 


Major  gifts  were  as  follows: 

—$45,000  toward  the  cost  of  an 
ambulance  for  high-risk-infant 
transport  to  the  htjspital's 
perinatology  center; 

—$42,500  for  the  purchase  of  a 
jitney  to  transport  communitv 
residents  to  and  from  appoint- 
ments at  the  hospital,  this 
vehicle  to  operate  in  tandem 
with  a  jitney  purchased  by  the 
auxiliary  in  1982; 

—$36,000  to  the  hospital's 
department  of  social  work  for 
a  geriatric  internship  program; 

—$25,000  for  a  permanent  en- 
dowment to  prox'ide  financial 
assistance  to  a  medical  student 
with  limited  income; 

-$13,400  for  the  Cornell 
Adolescent  Pregnancy  Program 
(see  page  13). 

The  auxiliary  continues  to 
fund  the  publication  of  a 
quarterly  newsletter  that  ap- 
pears in  the  newspaper  Our 
Town:  to  support  the  diver- 
sional  crafts  programs  of  the 
hospital's  department  of  social 
work;  and  to  contribute  to 
Volunteer  Ser\ices  for  the 
Elderly  of  Yorkville.  The  art 
committee  provides  an  in- 
valuable service  through  the 
purchase  of  paintings, 
photographs,  and  other 
decorative  items  for  the 
hospital.

In  1986,  volunteers  at  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  contributed  a  record 
58,713  hours  of  their  time 
working  in  55  departments  or 
programs. 

In  a  hospital  where  the  best 
technology  is  available  to  all, 
volunteers  provide  that  extra 
special  touch  by  giving  freely 
of  their  time,  energy  and  love. 
They  provide  help  as  soon  as 
the  patient  arrives  in  the  ad- 
mitting department,  and  give 
of  themselves  selflessh' 
through  everv  stage  of  the 
patient's  hospital  stay.

ecause  the  institutions  con- 
stituting the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  are  voluntary,  non- 
profit institutions  (the  New 
York  Hospital  and  Cornell 
University  Medical  College) 
contributing  to  the  public 
welfare,  gifts  to  the  medical 
center  by  individuals  or  cor- 
porations are  exempt  from  in- 
come, gift  and  inheritance 
taxes  to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  federal 
and  state  laws. 


An  estate  affairs  program  has 
been  established  at  the 
medical  center.  The  program 
complements  its  traditional 
sources  of  philanthropic  sup- 
port by  offering  deferred- 
giving  opportunities  through 
charitable  trusts  that  can 
benefit  donors  as  well  as  the 
medical  center. 

The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital,  which  maintains  the 
New  York  Hospital,  is  a  cor- 
poration created  by  Royal 
Charter  granted  by  King 
George  III  of  England  in  1771. 
The  suggested  terminology  for 
an  unrestricted  devise  or  be- 
quest to  or  for  its  benefit  is: 
"I  give,  devise  and  bequeath 
to  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  Fund,  Inc.,  a 
corporation  created  under  the 
New  York  State  Not-for-Profit 
Corporation  Law  and  located 
in  New  York  City,  New 
York. .  .(description  of  the 
property)  to  be  used  for  the 
general  corporate  purposes  of 
The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  as  its  board  of  direc- 
tors should  determine." 

If  a  bequest  is  made  to  the 
medical  college,  the  language 
may  be:  "I  give  and  bequeath 
to  Cornell  University  the  sum 
of  $ for  use  in  con- 
nection with  its  Medical  Col- 
lege in  New  York  City." 


If  it  is  desired  that  a  gift  or 
bequest  shall  be  used  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  any 
specific  purpose  in  connection 
with  the  hospital,  medical  col- 
lege or  medical  center,  such 
use  may  be  specified.

The  New  York  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  best  in  patient 
care.  During  1987  much  was  accompUshed  to  assure  the 
perpetuation  of  this  great  tradition. 

A  major  step  was  the  selection  of  Dr.  David  Skinner  as  presi- 
dent and  chief  executive  officer.  Dr.  Skinner  succeeds  Dr.  David 
Thompson,  who  retired  as  director  of  the  hospital  after  20 
years  of  able  leadership.  In  establishing  the  new  position  of 
president  and  chief  executive  officer,  the  board  responded  to 
the  need  for  consolidated  executive  authority  at  a  time  of 
rapid  change  and  growing  complexity  in  health-care  delivery. 

The  substantial  operating  loss  in  1987  suggests  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  challenge  facing  Dr.  Skinner  and  the  hospital's 
senior  administrative  staff.  The  new  chief  operating 
officer  in  this  effort  is  Mr.  George  Vecchione,  who  served  for 
12  years  with  distinction  as  president  of  the  New  Rochelle 
Hospital  Medical  Center  and  whose  background  is  partic- 
ularly strong  in  health-care  finance.  Newly  appointed  as 
senior  vice  president  and  chief  financial  officer  is  Mr.  Edward 
Burke,  a  former  financial  vice  president  of  New  York  City's 
Health  and  Hospitals  Corporation.  Mr.  Burke  will  spearhead 
the  modernization  program  so  vital  to  the  hospital's  future. 

The  hospital  passed  a  milestone  in  this  effort  with  the 
completion  last  year  of  the  36-story  Helmsley  Medical 
Tower — but  much  remains  to  be  done  to  replace  a  physical 
plant  now  more  than  50  years  old.  As  we  look  ahead  to 
further  progress,  we  have  meanwhile  taken  steps  to  improve 
our  current  facilities  by  replacing  more  than  700  patient  beds 
and  installing  new  furniture  in  patient  rooms. 

Another  top  priority  during  the  past  year  was  the 
inauguration  of  a  greatly  expanded  quality-assurance 
program  and  the  formation  of  a  board  committee  on  quality 
assurance  chaired  by  Ms.  Charlotte  Ford.  Maintaining  the 
highest  quality  of  care  is  an  absolute  imperative  as  the 
hospital  adjusts  to  new  modes  of  third-party  reimbursement. 

The  major  initiatives  and  accomplishments  of  1987  reflect 
the  dedicated  leadership  of  Mr.  Robert  Hatfield,  who  retired 
as  chairman  of  the  board  of  governors  on  December  31.  Mr. 
Hatfield  led  the  board  through  seven  years  of  sustained 
achievement  that  included  major  new  constijuction  and  the 
largest  fundraising  effort  ever  undertaken  by  an  academic 
medical  center.  The  successful  completion  of  this  S300 
million  campaign  right  on  schedule  last  year  testifies  to  the 
outstanding  leadership  of  Mr.  Hatfield  and  of  the  campaign's 
co-chairmen,  Eleanor  Elliott  and  Jansen  Noyes  Jr. 

On  a  sad  note.  Dr.  Melville  Piatt,  who  had  recently  retired 
as  the  hospital's  deputy  director,  died  on  February  15,  1988. 
His  warmth,  wisdom,  and  sense  of  humor  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

In  this  time  of  transition,  the  hospital's  6,000  employees 
have  carried  on  with  remarkable  dedication.  On  behalf  of  the 
board,  let  me  express  appreciation  for  these  efforts.

For  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  1987  was  an 
extraordinarily  eventful  year. 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  Meikle  Jr.,  dean  of  the  medical  college,  left 
to  assume  the  presidency  of  the  Josiah  Macy  Jr.  Foundation. 
During  his  seven  years  as  dean.  Dr.  Meikle  presided  over  a 
major  strengthening  of  the  scientific  programs  of  the  medical 
college,  particularly  of  its  basic  science  departments.  This 
success  reflected  not  only  his  fervent  commitment  to 
biomedical  science,  but  his  great  skill  in  maintaining  fiscal 
stability  and  in  attracting  financial  support  to  the  college. 
The  presidency  of  the  Macy  Foundation  provides  Dr.  Meikle 
with  a  rare  opportunity  to  extend  the  scientific  and  educa- 
tional legacy  he  built  at  Cornell,  and  we  wish  him  well. 

The  college  is  fortunate  to  have,  in  Dr.  G.  Thomas  Shires, 
an  outstanding  successor  to  Dr.  Meikle.  Chairman  of 
CUMC's  department  of  surgery  since  1975,  Dr.  Shires  is  a 
figure  of  special  eminence  in  American  medicine,  whose  ex- 
traordinary contributions  to  burn  and  trauma  care  have  been 
recognized  over  and  over  again  by  his  colleagues.  In  fact, 
three  years  ago  an  analysis  of  surgical  leadership  published  in 
the  American  Journal  of  Surgery  identified  Dr.  Shires  as  the 
most  important  leader  in  American  surgery  of  the  past  40 
years. 

Serving  as  senior  associate  deans  are  Dr.  Daniel  R.  Alonso 
and  Mr.  Philip  V.  Giuca.  Dr.  Alonso,  a  professor  of 
pathology,  has  distinguished  himself  as  a  teacher,  scientist, 
and  administrator  since  joining  the  faculty  in  1975.  Mr. 
Giuca  has  been  chief  financial  officer  during  a  period  of 
growing  fiscal  strength  for  the  medical  college. 

As  work  proceeds  on  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon 
Biomedical  Research  Center,  the  college  looks  ahead  to  oc- 
cupancy of  this  11-story  building  early  next  year.  Made  possi- 
ble by  a  leadership  gift  from  Mildred  Lasdon  and  the  late 
William  Lasdon,  this  building  will  play  a  key  role  in  assuring 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center's  continuing 
scientific  leadership. 

The  Lasdon  Center  is  one  of  the  more  visible  outcomes  of 
the  unprecedented  $300  million  campaign  undertaken  in 
1982  on  behalf  of  the  medical  center.  Its  successful  culmina- 
tion is  a  tribute  to  the  dedication  and  leadership  of  the  cam- 
paign co-chairmen — Eleanor  Elliott,  a  governor  of  the  Socie- 
ty of  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  Jansen  Noyes  Jr.,  former 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Cornell  University  and  a 
life  overseer  of  the  medical  college. 

Also  instrumental  in  this  success  was  Mr.  Robert  Hatfield, 
a  former  Cornell  trustee  who  served  from  1981  through  1987 
as  president  and  chairman  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital.  The  growing  partnership  of  these  two  institutions  is 
a  major  legacy  of  these  years,  and  we  look  forward  to  further 
growth  ahead.

)rnell  Medical  Center  has  always 
"ood  first  and  foremost  for  the  best 
in  clinical  medicine." 


The  words  belong  to  Dr.  Anthony  Fauci,  who  was  a  medical  student 
and  resident  at  the  medical  center  from  1962  to  1968  then  returned  in 
1971-72  as  chief  resident  in  medicine.  Today,  as  director  of  the 
National  Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infectious  Diseases,  he  coordinates 
the  entire  $250  million  AIDS  research  effort  of  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health. 

Dr.  Fauci  is  one  of  many  physicians  who  have  trained  at  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  and  the  New  York  Hospital  and  gone  on 
to  positions  of  leadership  in  American  medicine.  Prominent  among 
them  as  well  is  Dr.  C.  Everett  Koop,  surgeon  general  of  the  United 
States,  who  graduated  from  the  medical  college  in  1941  and  will 
receive  its  distinguished  alumnus  award  on  commencement  day,  1988. 

What  stood  out  most  to  Dr.  Fauci  about  the  medical  center,  he 
recalled  last  year,  was  the  sense  that  "great  medicine  was  practiced 
here."  Many  others  would  agree — physicians,  nurses,  and  patients 
alike.  Perhaps  no  medical  center  better  exemplifies  than  this  one  the 
conjunction  of  clinical  striving  and  of  dedication  to  the  individual  that 
makes  for  the  best  in  patient  care. 

The  selection  last  year  of  Dr.  David  B.  Skinner  as  president  of  the 
hospital  and  of  Dr.  G.  Tom  Shires  as  dean  of  the  medical  college — 
both  preeminent  figures  in  American  medicine — inaugurates  a  new 
phase  of  a  splendid  tradition.  The  following  pages  chronicle  some  of 
the  many  people  and  programs  that  foster  the  best  in  patient  care  as 
this  new  era  begins. 


atient  Care 


In  May  1986  Dr.  David 
Skinner,  the  Dallas  B. 
Phemister  Professor  of 
Surgery  and  chairman  of 
the  department  of  surgery 
at  the  University  of 
Chicago  Pritzker  School  of 
Medicine,  delivered  the 
presidential  address  of  the 
Chicago  Surgical  Society. 
The  form  of  the  address 
v\'as  somewhat  unusual:  Dr. 
Skinner's  daughter,  Linda, 
would  shortly  be  gradu- 
ating from  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  School 
of  Medicine,  and  the 
speech  was  framed  as  a  let- 
ter to  Linda. 

"The  primary  and  only 
important  reason  to  be  a 
physician,"  he  told  his 
daughter,  "is  the  same  now 
as  it  has  always  been  over 
the  millennia:  one  of  the 
highest  callings  mankind 
recognizes,  the  caring  for 
another  human  in  distress 
using  the  resources 
available  to  the  best  of  your 
ability.  .  . 

"The  primary  moral  con- 
tract, regardless  of  who 
pays,  is  between  the  doctor 
and  the  patient." 

In  assuming  the  presi- 
dency of  the  New  York 
Hospital  a  little  over  a  year 
later.  Dr.  Skinner  has  ac- 
cepted the  challenge  of 
maintaining  the  primacy  of 
that  moral  relationship  at  a 
time  when  hospital  care  is 
both  increasingly  com- 
petitive and  increasingly 
regulated.  It  is  an  era  in 
which  physicians  are  com- 
monly called  "providers" 
.ind  patients  "consumers," 
in  which  pressures  for  cost 
constraint  are  unrelenting, 
in  which  the  hand  of 
government  intrudes  to  an 
unprecedented  degree  in 
hospital  care. 

"What  makes  the  New 
York  Hospital  special,"  Dr. 


Skinner  said  recently,  "is 
the  way  it  has  always  stood 
for  the  best  in  patient  care. 
The  greatest  skill,  yes,  but 
something  more — a  par- 
ticular dedication  to  the 
patient.  The  challenge  to- 
day is  to  maintain  this 
tradition  in  an  increasingly 
complex  environment." 

A  major  element  of  that 
complexity  is  the  growing 
role  of  government  in 
monitoring  and  regulating 
care.  In  response  to  an  up- 
surge of  malpractice  litiga- 
tion statewide,  New  York 
State  has  mandated  that 
every  hospital  implement  a 
quality-assurance  program. 
In  addition,  the  state 
department  of  health  has 
taken  upon  itself  the  con- 
siderable task  of  overseeing 
the  operation  of  these 
programs. 

"Having  a  formal  ap- 
paratus for  quality  assur- 
ance is  nothing  new  at  the 
New  York  Hospital  or  at 
many  other  hospitals,"  Dr. 
Skinner  observes;  "What 
the  state  has  done  is  not 
only  to  make  such  pro- 
grams mandatory  but  to 
assure  their  stature  by  re- 
quiring direct  involvement 
of  at  least  one  member  of 
the  hospital's  governing 
authority.  At  the  New  York 
Hospital  we've  gone  con- 
siderably further  than  that. 
The  primary  responsibility 
for  the  quality  of  care  in 
this  institution  must  remain 
where  it  has  always  been, 
with  the  board,  leadership, 
and  staff  of  this  hospital; 
therefore,  it  is  imperative 
thatjour  quality-assurance 
system  go  well  beyond 
what  is  required  by  the 
stat^." 

Established  in  October, 
the  hospital's  new  qual- 
ity-assurance committee  in- 
cludes five  board  members 
— plus  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  governors  and 
president  of  the  hospital — 
as  well  as  the  dean  of  Cor- 
nell University  Medical 
College,  the  president  of 
the  medical  board,  and  the 


vice  president  for  nursing. 
Meeting  as  often  as 
necessary,  but  no  fewer 
than  six  times  a  year,  and 
reporting  to  the  board  of 
governors  no  fewer  than 
four  times  a  year,  the  com- 
mittee oversees  all  care  pro- 
vided by  the  medical  and 
nursing  staff  and  by  any 
other  health-care  personnel 
employed  by  or  associated 
with  the  hospital.  The 
committee  interacts  with 
the  hospital  medical  board 
and  with  two  quality- 
assurance  subcommittees 
— one  consisting  of 
representatives  of  all 
clinical  departments  and 
the  other  of  senior  hospital 
administrators.

"Obviously,  setting  up  a 
system  of  this  size  is  a  con- 
siderable undertaking,"  Dr. 
Skinner  says.  "This  can 
readily  be  seen  in  the  fact 
that  the  quality-assurance 
committee  met  11  times  in 
the  first  two  months  of  its 
existence.  But  hospitals 
have  become  extraordinari- 
ly complex,  and  the  system 
we  put  in  place  has  to  be 
equal  to  the  task  of  dealing 
with  that  complexity. 

"The  system  also  reflects 
the  fact  that  there  is  less 
margin  for  error  in  hospital 
care  than  there  used  to  be. 
Because  of  constraints  on 
lengths  of  stay,  our  average 
patient  today  is  sicker  than 
the  average  patient  of  five 
or  ten  years  ago.  He  or  she 
is  also  older,  meaning  that 
patients  are  more  likely  to 
have  multiple  disorders  and 
to  be  less  resilient.  A 
quality-assurance  system 


has  to  be  comprehensive 
enough  to  enable  us  not 
only  to  deal  with  problem 
situations  but  to  assess  the 
day-to-day  quality  of  care 
and  thereby  prevent  serious 
problems  from  arising  in 
the  first  place." 

To  a  considerable  degree, 
the  complexity  of  hospital 
care  today  derives  from  the 
growing  array  of  choices 
presented  by  modern 
medicine.  "The  great  ma- 
jority of  operations  done  in 
leading  hospitals  today 
were  either  unknown  or 
not  feasible  around  1960, 
when  I  was  an  intern,"  Dr. 
Skinner  says.  "Not  only  are 
many  more  conditions 
treatable,  but  very  often 
there  are  several  ways  to 
treat  a  particular  dis- 
order— for  example,  radio- 
therapy as  an  alternative  to 
surgery  in  the  treatment  of 
some  cancers.  We  have 
therefore  initiated  intensive 
efforts,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Jerome 
DeCosse,  an  attending 
surgeon,  to  strengthen  pro- 
fessional interactions  across 
specialty  boundaries  in 
clinical  management  of 
cancer  patients.  Efforts  will 
also  be  directed  to  geriatric 
and  heart  patients  and  will 
include  a  major  effort  to 
develop  prevention  pro- 
grams for  patients  at  risk 
for  heart  disease  and 
cancer." 

"What  have  particularly 
impressed  me  since  my  ar- 
rival here,"  Dr.  Skinner 
concludes,  "are  the  letters 
from  grateful  patients  that 
come  every  day.  A  high 
level  of  dedication  to  pa- 
tients must  always  presail 
at  the  New  York  Hospital, 
even  as  changes  in  medical 
care  and  public  expecta- 
tions require  new  ap- 
proaches. Professionalism, 
compassion,  and  an  unre- 
mitting quest  for  know- 
ledge were  the  ideals  that 
gave  birth  to  this  institu- 
tion in  the  18th  century, 
and  our  task  is  to  assure 
that  they  are  alive  and  well 
here  in  the  21st."

ntensive  Care 


Fifteen-year-old  Ibrahim 
Quraishi  had  been  a  sick 
child  from  birth.  In  his 
young  lifetime,  no  year  had 
ever  passed  without  a  bout 
or  several  bouts  of  pneu- 
monia, and,  even  when  not 
hospitalized  or  confined  to 
bed,  he  was  constantly 
wheezing  and  short  of 
breath.  For  a  while,  doctors 
ascribed  his  problems  to 
allergies,  but  in  1987  a 
nuclear  radiological  exam 
disclosed  that  Ibrahim  had 
bronchiectasis,  a  perma- 
nent respiratory  problem 
caused  by  chronic 
infection. 

The  only  cure  for 
Ibrahim's  condition  is 
removal  of  part  of  the  af- 
fected lung,  a  hazardous 
procedure  that  Ibrahim  was 
nevertheless  determined  to 
undergo.  On  February  23, 
1988,  he  was  operated  on 
at  the  New  York  Hospital 
by  Dr.  Jeffrey  Gold,  an 
assistant  attending  car- 
diothoracic  surgeon. 

Like  other  patients  who 
undergo  major  surgery  at 
the  New  York  Hospital, 
Ibrahim  Quraishi  found 
himself  at  the  conjunction 
of  an  extraordinary  range 
of  skills  and  technology. 
For  nine  days  after  his 
four-hour  operation,  he 
was  a  patient  in  the 
hospital's  pediatric  inten- 
sive care  unit,  where  a  ven- 
tilator did  his  breathing  for 
him  and  where  temper- 
ature, blood  pressure, 
pulse,  and  an  array  of 
other  vital  functions  were 
monitored  continuously. 


The  700  desperately  ill 
children  admitted  each  year 
to  this  unit — more  than  one 
third  of  them  transfers 
from  other  hospitals — are 
cared  for  round  the  clock 
by  a  staff  of  44  nurses, 
with  a  minimum  of  three 
physicians  always  in 
attendance. 

Ibrahim's  memories  of 
the  first  few  days  after  the 
operation  are  fragmentary. 
There  were  pain  and  thirst, 
the  discomfort  of  being 
hooked  up  to  so  many 
lines,  a  strangeness  in  being 
the  passive  object  of  so 
much  attention.  But, 
through  it  all,  there  was  the 
consciousness  of  people 
who  were  very  caring,  who 
joked  with  him,  who  at- 
tended him  with  a  dedica- 
tion that  he  found 
amazing. 

"The  technology  of  these 
units  is  very  impressive  and 
becoming  more  so,"  says 
Dr.  Gold.  "For  example, 
two  or  three  years  ago  the 
only  way  to  get  a  reading 
of  the  oxygen  level  in  a 
child's  blood  was  to  draw  a 
sample  and  send  it  to  the 
lab.  Today  we  simply  clip 
to  a  finger  or  toe  a  tiny 
device  that  pulses  infrared 
light  through  the  skin  and 
gives  us  a  continuous 
reading  of  blood  oxygen. 
Or  take  the  new  monitors 
currently  being  installed  in 
all  intensive  care  units  in 
the  hospital:  they  not  only 
display  more  functions 
than  the  old  monitors  but 
interface  with  computers  to 
provide  a  whole  new 
dimension  of  data. 


"But  useful  though  the 
data  certainly  is,"  Dr.  Gold 
adds,  "quality  intensive  care 
is  less  a  matter  of  tech- 
nology than  of  the  people 
using  it." 

In  the  case  of  the  NYH- 
CMC  pediatric  intensive 
care  unit,  that  means  atten- 
dings  who  are  board- 
certified  specialists  in 
critical  care  pediatrics;  it 
means  clinical  fellows  who 
have  completed  pediatric 
residencies  and  are  training 
as  critical  care  specialists;  it 
means  a  talented  group  of 
pediatric  residents;  and  it 
means  nurses  with  special 
expertise  in  caring  for 
gravely  ill  children. 


"The  technology 
of  these  units  is 
very  impressive. 
But  quahty 
intensive  care  is 
less  a  matter  of 
technology  than 
of  the  people 
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The  pediatric  intensive 
care  unit  is  one  of  13 
critical  care  units  in  the 
New  York  Hospital,  a 
group  comprising  some  of 
the  world's  best  medical, 
surgical,  neurological,  and 
neonatal  facilities.  The 
hospital's  total  of  177  in- 
tensive beds  is  almost  50 
percent  higher  than  it  was 
in  1980,  and  will  likely 
continue  to  rise  with  fur- 
ther advances  in  the  science 
arid  practice  of  medicine. 
Such  is  the  demand  for  care 
in  the  pediatric  intensive 
care  unit  that  the  number 
of  beds  will  be  increased 
from  12  to  18  during  the 
coming  year,  according  to 
the  unit  chief.  Dr.  Daniel 
Notterman. 


As  important  as  the  ex- 
pertise of  the  staff,  Dr. 
Notterman  believes,  is  the 
high  degree  of  coordination 
among  them,  particularly 
the  interaction  between 
physicians  and  nurses. 
"Nurses  care  for  the  pa- 
tients minute  by  minute;  it 
is  crucial  that  they  com- 
municate to  doctors  what 
they  are  seeing  and  that 
doctors  share  with  them 
the  goals  and  rationale  of 
treatments.  The  nursing 
staff  participates  fully  in 
daily  rounds,  and  nurses 
and  fellows  meet  several 
times  a  week  to  discuss  the 
progress  of  individual 
cases." 

A  recent  article  in  the 
journal  Annals  of  Internal 
Medicine  found  that,  when 
different  intensive  care 
units  are  compared,  patient 
outcomes  correlate  more 
strongly  with  coordination 
of  care  than  with  any  other 
factor.  Adds  Dr.  Notter- 
man: "No  one  picks  up 
faster  on  inconsistency  and 
confusion  than  patients. 
When  Ibrahim  Quraishi 
credits  us  with  care  and 
dedication,  he  pays  us  a 
very  big  compliment  in- 
deed." 

On  March  4,  ten  days 
after  a  difficult  and 
perilous  operation,  Ibrahim 
was  discharged  from  the 
New  York  Hospital.  Able 
to  breathe  freely  for  the 
first  time  in  his  life,  he 
plans  to  start  college  next 
fall. 
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The  patient  was  sitting  up 
in  bed  reading  the  news- 
paper and  feeling  perfectly 
fine,  so  he  was  a  little  sur- 
prised to  look  up  and  find 
himself  surrounded  by 
nurses  and  doctors.  Un- 
known to  him,  his  heart 
was  racing  at  150  beats  per 
minute,  in  an  episode 
known  as  sustained  ven- 
tricular tachycardia.  A 
nurse  watching  a  screen  at 
the  unit  nursing  station  had 
seen  the  episode  develop 
and  summoned  help.  One 
of  the  responding  physi- 
cians quickly  administered 
a  medication  to  the  patient, 
and  his  heart  rate  returned 
to  normal. 

What  averted  cardiac  ar- 
rest and  possible  death  in 
this  instance  was  a 
telemetry  system  that  pro- 
vides continuous  elec- 
trocardiographic monitor- 
ing. Inaugurated  in  1986 
through  the  generosity  of 
the  Rosenfeld  Heart  Foun- 
dation, the  system  has  been 
so  successful  that  it  is 
about  to  be  expanded  from 
eight  beds  to  28  beds  on 
the  third  floor  of  the 
Whitney  Pavilion.  In  addi- 
tion, some  50  beds  will  be 
covered  by  telemetry  on  the 
surgical  floors  devoted  to 
cardiothoracic-surgery 
patients. 


"Many  of  the  patients  in 
our  unit  have  suffered  heart 
attacks  and  come  to  us 
from  the  coronary  intensive 
care  unit,"  says  Debra 
HoUenberg,  head  nurse  on 
Whitney-3.  "Or  they  may 
simply  be  people  with 
symptoms  of  cardiac  ab- 
normalities. In  any  event, 
they  are  patients  whose 
heart  functions  need  to  be 
closely  monitored  but  who 
are  ambulatory  and  do  not 
require  the  level  of  care 
provided  in  an  intensive 
care  or  critical  care  unit. 

"Previously  we  might 
have  used  portable  bedside 
monitors  with  these  pa- 
tients. But  to  read  a  por- 
table monitor,  a  nurse  has 
to  be  in  the  room  with  the 
patient,  whereas  now  she 
can  monitor  eight  patients 
at  once  from  the  nursing 
station."   , 

Each  telemetry  patient 
wears  ECG  electrodes  at- 
tached to  his  or  her  chest 
and  connected  to  a  small 
portable  transmitter. 
Antennae  strategically  in- 
stalled in  the  ceiling  pick 
up  signals  from  the 
transmitter  and  relay  them 
to  a  computer  that  analyzes 
the  data,  picks  out  any  ir- 
regularities, and  transmits  a 
record  of  them  to  a  screen 
monitored  24  hours  a  day. 
When  the  abnormalities  ex- 
ceed a  threshold,  the  com- 
puter signals  an  alarm  by 
ordering  a  machine  at  the 
nursing  station  to  print  out 
an  ECG  record  of  the 
anomalous  beats. 

"Essentially,  it  is  the 
nurses  who  make  the 
systeth  work,"  says  Karen 
Kirschner,  the  hospital's 
director  of  medical  nursing. 
"It  is  up  to  them  to  judge 
whether  the  computer  is 
picking  up  real  problems  or 
merely  reacting  to  the  pa- 
tient's brushing  his  teeth." 


Explains  Mrs.  HoUenberg, 
"The  computer  knows  vir- 
tually everything  about 
heartbeats  but  not  a  lot 
about  people,  so  that  it  can 
produce  false  positives  that 
merely  reflect  a  change  in 
what  the  patient  is  doing. 
It  is  up  to  the  nurses  to 
review  printouts  and  decide 
whether  they  contain 
significant  data  (in  which 
case  they  are  stored  for  the 
patient's  physician)  or 
whether  they  constitute  a 
false  alarm.  Naturally,  if 
the  data  suggests  some  im- 
minent danger,  it  is  up  to 
the  nurse  to  initiate  ac- 
tion." 

All  23  nurses  on  the  unit 
take  turns  viewing  the 
monitor,  a  half  hour  at  a 
time,  and  nine  nurses  will

be  added  when  all  the 
unit's  28  beds  are 
telemetrized  within  the 
next  few  months.  Each 
nurse  must  pass  a  two-week 
course  in  arrhythmias  and 
ECG  recognition. 


"Nurses  also  devote  a  lot 
of  time  to  patient  educa- 
tion," Mrs.  HoUenberg 
adds.  "There  is  a  lot  for  pa- 
tients to  know  about 
medications,  diet,  and 
physical  activity,  and  nurses 
assume  a  major  respon- 
sibility for  teaching  them. 
Later  this  year,  when  the 
number  of  telemetry  beds  is 
increased,  we  expect  to  for- 
malize the  educational  pro- 
gram, offering  classes  two 
or  three  times  a  week  for 
groups  of  patients." 

A  striking  feature  of  the 
unit  is  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  nurses,  which  Mrs. 
HoUenberg  attributes,  in 
large  part,  to  the  satisfac- 
tions that  derive  from 
developing  expertise  in  a 
particular  specialty.  Ms. 
Kirschner  agrees. 

"Specialization  is  pro- 
ceeding as  fast  among 
nurses  as  among  physi- 
cians," she  says.  "As 
medicine  and  technology 
become  more  complex,  we 
are  called  upon  to  develop 
more  and  more  high-level, 
specialized  skills.  While 
generalist  nurses  will 
always  be  needed,  just  as 
generalist  physicians  will 
be,  specialization  becomes 
a  career  option  and  helps 
retain  nurses  in  the  hospital 
and  at  the  bedside.  The 
success  of  the  telemetry 
unit  suggests  this  will  be  a 
boon  not  only  for  medicine 
but  for  nurses  as  well." 


Violet  Samuels,  a  staff  nurse  on  Whitney-3,  keeps  watch  at 
the  unit's  telemetry  system,  which  provides  continuous  elec- 
trocardiographic monitoring  of  eight  patients.  Installed  in 
1986,  the  system  has  been  so  successful  that  it  will  shortly  be 
expanded  to  28  beds  on  Whitney-3  and  to  50  beds  on  the 
surgical  floors  devoted  to  cardiothoracic  patients. 
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When  James  Miller  was  in 
the  101st  Airborne  Division 
in  the  early  1960s,  they 
were  called  white-glove  in- 
spections. Today,  without 
the  benefit  of  white  gloves, 
Mr.  Miller  conducts  them 
several  times  a  week.  Ap- 
pointed dayshift  manager 
of  the  NYH  housekeeping 
department  a  year  ago, 
after  close  to  30  years  on 
staff,  Mr.  Miller  bears  a 
major  responsibility  for  the 
cleanliness  of  nearly  2 
million  square  feet  of  space 
in  the  hospital  and  medical 
college. 

Daunting  though  that 
job  may  be,  Mr.  Miller  gets 
a  lot  of  help:  the  staff  of 
housekeeping  has  increased 
from  225  to  300  workers 
since  1985.  Although  part 
of  that  increase  reflects  the 
department's  assumption  of 
responsibility  for  the 
medical  college  and  for 
newly  constructed  hospital 
areas,  about  20  percent 
provides  increased  man- 
power for  the  main  hospital 
building. 

Help  has  also  come  in 
the  form  of  a  $4.3  million 
investment — principally 
from  the  Starr  Foundation 
— in  new  furniture  for  the 
hospital.  In  late  1987  and 
early  1988,  new  beds  were 
installed  in  all  rooms  of  the 
main  building,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  intensive  care 
units  and  infant  areas.  In 
addition,  drawers,  cabinets, 
chairs,  and  other  room  fur- 
niture were  replaced. 


"All  patient  rooms  have 
to  be  cleaned  once  a  day, 
including  mopping, 
dusting,  and  garbage 
removal,"  Mr.  Miller  says. 
"We  have  23  housekeeping 
teams,  each  responsible  for 
a  particular  part  of  the 
medical  center,  and  I  get 
around  to  every  one  at  least 
once  a  month  with  a  detail- 
ed checklist.  Each  quarter 
we  give  an  award  to  the 
team  that  has  compiled  the 
best  record,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  we  honor  the 
best  overall  team  with  a' 
dinner.  We  have  a  fine 
group  of  people,  some  of 
whom  have  actually  been 
here  longer  than  I  have, 
hard  as  that  is  to  believe. 
They  work  hard  and  have 
good  attitudes,  and  with 
the  new  furniture  and  staff, 
morale  is  high." 

Fred  Macri,  the  hos- 
pital's vice  president  for 
general  services,  agrees.  As 
a  native  upstate  New 
Yorker  who  still  finds 
himself  shocked  at  the 
cavalier  attitudes  toward  lit- 
tering he  finds  in  the  city, 
Mr.  Macri  views  cleanliness 
as  a  difficult  battle  that  is, 
nevertheless,  being  won. 
He  also  points  to  several 
other  developments  that  are 
creating  a  better  hospital 
environment  and  more 
cost-effective  services. 

"Two  years  ago  we  spent 
about  $600,000  on  replac- 
ing linen,"  he  says.  "Last 
year  we  spent  $450,000,  a 
25  percent  saving  that 
resulted  from  new  pro- 
cedures for  handling  this 
hospital's  6  million  pounds 
of  laundry.  Not  only  have 
weeaved  money  but  more 
linen  is  in  circulation  at  any 
given  time,  meaning  that 
we're  not  going  to  run 
short  of  hospital  gowns  or 
towels. 


"Another  gain  has  been 
in  more  timely  transport  of 
patients,  a  service  carried 
out  by  the  62  people  in  our 
escort  service.  Previously  a 
significant  amount  of  time 
was  lost  because  escorts 
had  to  rely  on  telephones 
to  get  their  next  assign- 
ment, and  phones  were  fre- 
quently tied  up.  Now  we 
are  using  radio  walkie- 
talkies  to  bypass  the 
telephone  system.  The 
result:  less  waiting  by  the 
patients  and  a  15  percent 
improvement  in  productivity." 

The  telephone  system 
itself  is  a  major  priority: 
the  medical  center  will 
shortly  begin  installing  its 
own  system,  a  development 
that  will  save  an  average  of

SI  million  a  year  over  the 
next  10  years.  Also  in  the 
works  is  a  local-area- 
network  wiring  system  for 
computer  telecommunica- 
tions and  data  transmis- 
sion, a  system  to  speed 
communication  of  test 
orders  and  test  results 
among  laboratories,  physi- 
cians, and  nurses. 


Finally,  the  hospital's 
food  continues  to  be  a  top 
priority. 

"When  this  medical 
center  opened  its  doors  in 
1932,  the  staff  included  the 
chef  of  the  Hotel  Pierre," 
says  Angelo  Gagliano,  the 
hospital's  director  of  food 
and  nutrition  services.  "We 
remain  committed  to  an 
equally  high  standard  in 
1988." 

Mr.  Gagliano  joined  the 
hospital  two  years  ago, 
after  three  years  as  cor- 
porate director  of  food  ser- 
vices for  the  Ford  Motor 
Company  and  an  earlier 
18-year  stint  as  director  of 
food  services  at  Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering  Cancer 
Center.  He  recently  hired 
Charles  Julian,  an  executive 
chef  of  the  Marriott  Cor- 
poration, as  the  hospital's 
executive  chef  and  is  look- 
ing forward  to  a  major 
renovation  of  the  hospital's 
main  kitchen  m  1988. 

Says  Mr.  Gagliano:  "Our 
new  kitchen,  combined 
with  dedicated  elevators  to 
move  food  upstairs  quickly, 
will  insure  that  all  patients 
get  food  that  is  both  freshly 
cooked  and  hot.  We're  also 
adjusting  our  menus  to 
reflect  contemporary  tastes 
for  lighter  foods.  Food  ser- 
vice is  a  bright  spot  in  the 
patient's  day.  Some  patients 
tell  us  that  they  eat  better 
at  the  hospital  than  at 
home,  and  our  aim  is  to 
hear  more  and  more  of 
that."

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mergency  Care 


"Ten  or  fifteen  years  ago 
the  emergency  rooms  of 
many  hospitals  were  staffed 
by  physicians  with  no 
special  interest  or  skills  in 
emergency  care.  Today  it  is 
widely  recognized  that 
emergency  patients  do  best 
in  units  where  a  cadre  of 
physicians  and  nurses 
devote  themselves  full-time 
to  emergency  medicine." 

The  speaker  is  Dr. 
Joseph  McAuiey,  director 
of  theNYH-CMC 
emergency  department.  A 
specialist  in  trauma  care, 
whose  background  includes 
extensive  experience  in  city 
hospitals  and  in  Vietnam, 
he  came  to  the  medical 
center  a  year  ago  from 
Downstate  Medical  Center 
in  Brooklyn. 

Dr.  McAuley  sees 
emergency  care  as  having 
improved  in  several  major 
ways. 

"First,  emergency  train- 
ing in  the  United  States  has 
been  generally  upgraded," 
he  says.  "We  now  have 
standard  texts  for  advanced 
certification  in  emergency 
care — for  example,  one  in 
advanced  cardiac  life  sup- 
port published  by  the 
American  Hospital 
Association,  and  one  in  ad- 
vanced trauma  life  support 
published  by  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons.  Stan- 
dard protocols  are  crucial 
in  emergency  medicine  be- 
cause the  need  for  fast  ac- 
tion leaves  little  time  to 
think.  All  residents  in 


medicine  and  surgery  at 
this  medical  center  are  cer- 
tified in  advanced  cardiac 
life  support,  and  the 
surgical  residents  get  ad- 
vanced trauma  certification 
as  well. 

"Second,  emergency 
medicine  benefits  from  new- 
technology  and  from 
medical  progress  in  general. 
Our  emergency  medics, 
who  answer  calls  through 
the  city's  911  Emergency 
Medical  Services  system, 
can  broadcast  patients'  vital 
signs  back  to  us  in  the  ' 
emergency  room,  enabling 
doctors  here  to  direct  care 
in  transit.  And,  once  the 
patient  arrives,  we  have  the 
backing  of  tremendous 
resources  from  throughout 
the  hospital.  As  an  official- 
ly designated  trauma 
center,  the  New  York 
Hospital  is  obliged  to  have 
surgical  trauma  teams  on 
five-minute  availability 
status  24  hours  a  day.  For 
cardiac  cases  and  many 
other  conditions,  a  wealth 
of  medical  expertise  and 
technology  is  readily 
available,  whether  from 
residents  in  advanced  stages 
of  training  or  from  physi- 
cians on  the  attending  staff. 

"A  third  advance, 
building  on  the  other  two, 
is  the  increasing  role  of 
full-time  emergency  atten- 
dings.  Not  only  do 
residents  get  better 
emergency  training,  not  on- 
ly are  there  more  hospital 
resources  to  draw  upon, 
but  we  now  have  a  cadre  of 
doctors — five  trained  in  in- 
terilal  medicine  and  two  in 
surgery — who  devote 
thefnselves  full-time  to 
emergency  care.  All  are 
young  (an  advantage,  given 
the  demands  of  the 


emergency  room);  most 
received  their  residency 
training  at  this  medical 
center;  all  have  a  particular 
interest  in  emergency 
medicine  and  a  high  degree 
of  motivation. 

"The  last  factor  is  par- 
ticularly important, 
because  nowhere  in  a 
hospital  is  teamwork  more 
important  than  in  the 
emergency  department. 
When  a  serious  case  comes 
in,  four  or  five  people  may 
be  working  at  once  to 
stabilize  the  patient — 
attendings  and  nurses  and 
residents  and  technicians — 
and  everybody  has  to  know 
what  everybody  else  is  do- 
ing without  wasting  a  lot 
of  words.  The  primary

responsibility  for  fostering 
that  kind  of  teamwork  rests 
with  our  full-time  atten- 
dings and  senior  nurses, 
and  they  have  done  a  fine 
job  at  it." 

In  addition  to  the  recruit- 
ment of  a  full-time  medical 
staff,  the  emergency 
department  has  had  two 
other  major  developments 
during  the  past  year.  One  is 
the  beginning  of  an  exten- 
sive renovation  of  the 
facilities,  made  possible  by 
a  generous  gift  from  Mr. 
John  Weinberg  and 


scheduled  to  be  completed 
by  the  middle  of  1988.  The 
second  is  the  opening  of  a 
new  service  for  urgent,  but 
non-emergency,  cases. 
Located  adjacent  to  the 
main  emergency  area  and 
staffed  with  its  own  atten- 
ding physicians  and  clinical 
fellows,  the  UrgentCare 
Center  is  open  from  8  a.m. 
to  10  p.m.  on  weekdays 
and  from  noon  to  8  p.m. 
on  weekends  and  holidays. 

"Many  people  use  the 
emergency  department  for 
conditions  that  don't  re- 
quire the  instant  attention 
that  true  emergencies  do.  A 
triage  nurse  determines 
whether  patients  fall  into 
this  category  and  directs 
them  to  the  UrgentCare 
Center  to  be  seen  on  a 
first-referred,  first-served 
basis.  The  new  system 
averts  congestion  in  the 
main  emergency  area  and 
speeds  up  service  for  non- 
emergency patients,  who 
will  no  longer  have  to  wait 
while  more  serious  cases 
are  treated." 

Concludes  Dr.  McAuley: 
"Before  this  hospital  joined 
the  911  EMS  system  in 
1979,  fewer  than  10  per- 
cent of  its  patients  came 
through  the  emergency 
room.  Now  close  to  20 
percent  do.  We're  handling 
more  true  emergencies  than 
ever  and  are  better  equip- 
ped than  ever  to  do  so." 
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A  patient  has  been  brought  into  the  emergency  department 
with  a  drug  overdbse.  Whereas  fewer  than  10  percent  of  the 
hospital's  admissions  came  through  the  emergency  room  a 
decade  ago,  close  to  20  percent  do  today.  Says  the  depart- 
ment's director,  Dr.  Joseph  McAuley,  "We're  handling  more 
true  emergencies  than  ever  and  are  better  equipped  than  ever 
to  do  so."

A  45-year-old  woman 
forgets  to  turn  off  the  stove, 
leaves  lit  cigarettes  around 
her  apartment,  misses  ap- 
pointments, and  fails  to 
remember  important  details 
of  her  daily  routine.  When 
rests  at  a  local  hospital 
reveal  no  clear  basis  for  her 
problem,  her  doctor 
suspects  Alzheimer's 
disease,  and  her  alarmed 
family  considers  admitting 
her  to  a  nursing  home.  But, 
because  of  her  relative 
youth,  her  physician  refers 
her  for  evaluation  to  NYH- 
CMC's  Westchester  divi- 
sion, a  322-bed,  full- 
service  psychiatric  facility 
in  White  Plains. 

Soon  after  admission,  the 
woman  is  examined  by  a 
resident — a  young  physi- 
cian training  to  be  a 
psychiatrist — who  does  a 
thorough  physical  exam 
and  psychological  assess- 
ment. He  notes  that,  in  ad- 
dition to  lacking  mental 
concentration,  the  woman 
is  withdrawn,  has  a  very 
negative  self-image,  feels 
her  family  is  united  against 
her,  and  has  a  generally 
bleak  view  of  life.  Later 
that  day,  he  meets  with  his 
supervisor,  a  psychiatrist 
on  the  attending  staff,  and 
suggests  that  the  patient's 
problem  may  not  be 
Alzheimer's  disease  but 
rather  depression.  The 
supervisor  questions  the 
resident  closely,  and  the 
two  of  them  visit  the 
woman  briefly  in  her  room. 


Symptoms  of  depression 
sometimes  resemble  those 
of  dementia,  and  the  super- 
visor's initial  view  is  that 
the  resident  is  correct.  The 
resident  orders  tests  and 
studies  to  confirm  the 
preliminary  diagnosis. 

Before  a  final  treatment 
plan  is  drawn  up,  the  resi- 
dent presents  his  recom- 
mendations to  a  case  con- 
ference, attended  by  four  or 
five  of  his  fellow  residents 
and  a  senior  attending 
psychiatrist,  as  well  as  by 
psychologists,  nurses,  and 
social  workers.  While  there 
is  general  concurrence  with 
the  diagnosis,  it  is  decided 
that,  because  of  the 
possibility  of  dementia,  the 
patient  should  be  examined 
by  a  fellow^  in  neuropsy- 
chology. That  examination 
also  confirms  the 
diagnosis.  The  case  having 
now  been  reviewed  by  three 
senior  people  within  several 
days,  the  resident  can  pro- 
ceed with  the  treatment 
plan  that  the  group  has 
developed. 

"Residents  are  a  vital 
part  of  this  institution," 
says  Dr.  Stefan  P.  Stein, 
director  of  education  at  the 
Westchester  division.  "In 
the  course  of  their  psy- 
chiatric training,  they  play 
an  indispensable  role  in  pa- 
tient care." 

In  a  given  year,  the 
medical  center's  12  clinical 
departments  provide  train- 
ing for  close  to  500  house 
staff,  including  interns, 
residents  and  fellows. 
Young  doctors  participate 
in  three  or  more  years  of 
house-staff  training.  The 
Westchester  division  and 
the  smaller  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic  in  Manhattan,  the 
two  psychiatric  facilities  of 
NYH-CMC,  received  a 
total  of  505  applications 
last  year  for  24  beginning 


residency  slots.  Indeed, 
NYH-CMC  residency  pro- 
grams in  general  are  ex- 
traordinarily popular:  the 
department  of  medicine, 
for  example,  received  839 
applications  for  40 
internships. 

According  to  Dr.  Stein, 
"It  is  the  junior  resident- — 
first  or  second  year — w'ho 
usually  has  the  closest  and 
most  sustained  contact 
with  patients,  even  though 
a  more-senior  resident  and 
attending  are  assigned  as 
well.  Having  only  six  pa- 
tients, the  junior  resident 
can  give  each  of  them  plen-

ty  of  time  and  thought. 
The  more-senior  people 
will  see  the  patient  at  least 
several  times  a  week — 
enough  to  insure  that  the 
treatment  program  is  being 
properly  implemented  but 
not  so  much  as  to  interfere 
with  the  spontaneous  con- 
cern and  personal  involve- 
ment that  house  staff  bring 
to  clinical  care.  Though  in- 
experienced, these  young 
doctors  have  had  intense 
exposure  to  the  latest 
clinical  knowledge,  and,  in 
a  field  that  is  evolving  as 
quickly  as  psychiatry,  this 
is  a  great  advantage." 


A  treatment  plan  in 
modern  psychiatric  care 
generally  combines  several 
interventions.  Medications 
that  produce  dramatic  pro- 
gress usually  do  so  in  con- 
junction with  other  types 
of  treatment,  such  as 
psychotherapy,  family 
therapy,  group  therapy, 
home  visits,  and  diet  and 
exercise  programs.  In  the 
case  of  the  depressed 
woman,  the  patient  is 
treated  with  tricyclic  an- 
tidepressants, in  addition  to 
which  the  resident  talks 
with  her  daily,  meets  with 
her  family,  and  closely 
monitors  her  diet  and  her 
participation  in  the  ac- 
tivities program. 

Within  a  week  the  pa- 
tient is  sleeping  better,  and 
her  appetite  has  improved. 
Within  two  weeks  she  is  no 
longer  experiencing  severe 
lapses  in  memory  and  has 
become  considerably  more 
outgoing:  she  plays  cards, 
talks  to  her  family  on  the 
phone,  reads,  and 
establishes  a  good  rapport 
with  the  resident.  Four 
weeks  later,  she  has 
recovered  enough  to  be 
released  from  the  hospital, 
although  she  will  continue 
to  take  medication  and 
receive  therapy  on  an  out- 
patient basi^. 

"Clearly  the  training  of 
residents  is  vital  to  the 
future  of  medicine,"  says 
Dr.  Stein.  "Does  it  also 
enhance  the  care  of  today's 
patients?  Absolutely.  It 
multiplies  the  attention  pa- 
tients receive,  and  not  only 
are  young  doctors  educated 
but  older  doctors  are  kept 
on  their  toes.  Given  the 
pace  of  medical  progress, 
the  energy,  talent,  and 
ideas  residents  bring  to  pa- 
tient care  are  more  impor- 
tant than  ever."

esearch 


Twenty  years  ago  an  article 
appeared  in  Annals  New 
York  Academy  of  Sciences 
that  has  since  become  a 
landmark  in  the  literature 
of  burn  care.  Written  by 
Drs.  Charles  R.  Baxter  and 
G.  Tom  Shires,  the  article 
reviewed  the  authors'  ex- 
perience with  a  series  of 
277  severely  burned  pa- 
tients who  were  resusci- 
tated by  means  of  intra- 
venous fluids.  The  therapy, 
carefully  developed  through 
laboratory  and  clinical  re- 
search, employed  a  much 
greater  volume  of  fluid 
than  was  standard  at  the 
time  and  resulted  in  sig- 
nificantly lower  mortality. 

The  paper  and  many 
others  by  Dr.  Shires  and 
colleagues  were  part  of  an 
impressive  body  of  surgical/ 
biological  research  that 
revolutionized  the  manage- 
ment of  severe  injuries,  in- 
cluding those  caused  by 
surgery  itself.  This  revolu- 
tion has  saved  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of 
burn  and  trauma  victims — 
among  them  many 
American  soldiers  in  Viet- 
nam, where  improved 
trauma  therapies  resulted  in 
the  lowest  ratio  of  dead  to 
wounded  of  any  war  in 
history.  Equally  important, 
this  revolution  has  made 
possible  operations  that  are 
now  all  but  taken  for 
granted — for  example, 
open  heart  surgery,  trans- 
plantation surgery,  and 
peripheral  vascular  surgery. 

Today,  as  dean  of  Cornell 
University  Medical  College 
and  chairman  of  its  depart- 
ment of  surgery.  Dr.  Shires 
surveys  a  research  effort  in 
excess  of  $50  million.  As 
someone  whose  career  has 
embraced  both  biological 
science  and  clinical  medicine. 


he  is  keenly  aware  of  the  con- 
tributions that  research  at 
a  major  medical  center 
makes  to  patient  care. 

Most  of  these  contribu- 
tions, of  course,  will  be 
realized  in  improved  care  in 
the  future.  But  there  are 
also  important  ways.  Dr. 
Shires  believes,  in  which 
research  contributes  to 
patient  care  here  and  now. 

"For  one  thing,  research 
attracts  to  this  center  physi- 
cians with  highly  developed 
analytical  skills  that  are  at 
a  premium  in  the  treatment 
of  particularly  complex  or 
difficult  disorders.  In  many 
instances  patients  are  refer- 
red here  after  having  baf- 
fled other  doctors,  and  the 
process  of  solving  such 
cases  can  lead  to  significant 
discoveries  as  surely  as 
work  in  a  laboratory  can. 

"A  second  advantage  for 
patients  of  a  strong  scien- 
tific program  is  that  it  at- 
tracts the  most  promising 
new  technologies.  In  the 
1970s,  the  New  York 
Hospital  was  one  of  the 
first  hospitals  to  have  a  CT 
scanner,  and  in  the  1980s  it 
was  the  first  hospital  to 
receive  permission  from 
New  York  State  to  use 
magnetic  resonance  imag- 
ing in  patient  care.  The 
state  recognized  that  MRI 
was  an  exciting  new  way  to 
image  the  body,  but  also 
realized  it  would  take  a 
special  breed  of  scientist — 
the  kind  we  have  at  this 
medical  center — to  sort  out 
the  machine's  potential. 
More  recently,  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration 
designated  this  center  as 
one  of  the  first  six  institu- 
tions in  the  United  States  to 
initiate  investigational 
testing  and  clinical  trials  of 
a  lithotripter,  a  machine 
that  pulverizes  kidney 
stones  through  high-energy 
shock  waves. 

"A  third  advantage — and 
perhaps  the  most  important 
— derives  from  the  re- 
sources a  research  center 
can  bring  to  bear  on  condi- 


tions for  which  there  is  no 
cure.  By  definition,  all 
research  is  experimental,  its 
benefits  uncertain,  and  we 
are  obliged  to  spell  that  out 
very  clearly  to  subjects  in 
obtaining  their  informed 
consent.  But  for  disorders 
for  which  there  is  no  effec- 
tive standard  therapy,  the 
only  treatment  available  is 
experimental,  and  patients 
look  for  help  to  centers 
that  are  in  the  forefront  of 
clinical  research." 

A  good  example  is  the 
medical  center's 
$2.5-million-per-year  pro- 
gram in  AIDS  research, 
which  includes  extensive 
trials  of  promising 
therapies.  One  study

focuses  on  gamma  in- 
terferon, a  substance  nor- 
mally made  by  the  immune 
system  but  which  is  defi- 
cient in  AIDS  patients  and 
which  is  being  administered 
to  shore  up  the  ability  of 
these  patients  to  fight  infec- 
tions. Other  studies  test  the 
effectiveness  of  antiviral 
agents,  such  as  ribavirin 
and  AZT.  Still  others  focus 
on  drugs — such  as  spira- 
mycin and  fluconazole — 
that  combat  debilitating 
conditions  associated  with 
AIDS.  Finally,  extensive 
research  is  devoted  to  seek- 
ing the  most  effective  ways 
of  counseling  AIDS  pa- 
tients or  individuals  at  par- 
ticular risk  for  AIDS. 


Another  good  example  is 
burn  care. 

With  over  900  inpatients 
and  3,000  outpatients 
treated  in  1987,  NYH- 
CMC's  burn  center  is  the 
largest  such  unit  in  the  world. 
Despite  great  progress,  burns 
still  cause  many  deaths 
each  year,  and  research  is 
integral  to  the  center's  mis- 
sion: over  30  publications 
emanated  from  this  facility 
last  year  on  subjects  that 
included  infection  and  im- 
mune response,  smoke  in- 
halation, nutrition,  and 
treatment  of  wounds. 

One  exciting  line  of 
research  entails  grafting 
burn  patients  with  skin 
specimens  that  are  obtained 
from  donors  and  then 
grown  in  culture.  This  ap- 
proach could  turn  out  to  be 
of  historic  importance, 
since  replacement  of  burned 
skin  is  a  major  clinical 
challenge  and  recipients  do 
not  reject  the  cultured 
epidermis.  An  encouraging 
report,  involving  26  pa- 
tients at  the  burn  center, 
recently  appeared  in  The 
Journal  of  Trauma,  and, 
while  many  questions  re- 
main to  be  answered  about 
this  therapy,  it  continues  to 
be  used  with  selected  pa- 
tients with  positive  results. 

"Some  of  ifhe  research  in 
the  burn  center  inevitably 
involves  the  participation  of 
patients,"  Dr.  Shires  says. 
"Outcomes  of  experimental 
therapies,  agreed  to  by  the 
patient  in  advance,  are  by 
definition  uncertain.  But 
progress  is  made  precisely 
because  unproved  but  prom- 
ising protocols  can  turn  out 
to  be  effective,  sometimes 
surprising  learned  people  in 
the  process. 

"And  in  one  crucial  way," 
he  concludes,  "experimen- 
tal care  is  indistinguishable 
from  more  conventional 
care.  In  all  instances  the 
physician's  first  concern  is 
the  good  of  the  patient."

On  December  31,  1987  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Med- 
ical Center  successfully  completed  its  S300-million  capital 
campaign,  the  largest  ever  undertaken  by  an  academic 
medical  center.  Over  S304  million  was  raised,  with  physi- 
cians, volunteers,  and  staff  all  playing  important  roles.  The 
five-year  campaign  builds  on  the  medical  center's  outstanding 
history  of  volunteer  leadership  and  private  philanthropy. 

Three  major  gifts  put  the  campaign  over  the  top  in  the 
closing  weeks. 

Peter  S.  Kalikow  gave  SIO  million  m  support  of  the 
hospital's  modernization  program.  Mr.  Kalikow  had  earlier 
provided  significant  support  for  renovation  of  the  pediatric 
ambulatory-services  pavilion. 

The  Starr  Foundation  and  its  chairman,  Maurice  R. 
Greenberg,  committed  S6  million  toward  the  construction 
and  equipping  of  the  C.  V.  Starr  Biomedical  Information 
Center  in  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical 
Research  Center.  Prior  to  the  start  of  the  capital  campaign, 
the  foundation  contributed  S7.5  million  for  the  construction 
of  the  C.  V.  Starr  Pavilion  for  Ambulatory  Care,  Diagnosis, 
and  Treatment,  and,  during  the  campaign,  it  gave  S3  million 
to  refurbish  patient  rooms  and  52  million  to  computerize  the 
intensive  care  units.  In  addition,  Mr.  Greenberg  and  the  foun- 
dation jointly  established  the  Maurice  R.  Greenberg  Distin- 
guished Service  Award,  given  yearly  to  a  senior  physician. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Gerald  Cantor,  noted  philanthropists  and 
long-time  supporters  of  the  medical  center,  gave  SI. 5  million 
toward  the  construction  and  equipping  of  operating  rooms  ad- 
jacent to  the  Iris  and  B.  Gerald  Cantor  Ambulatory  Surgery 
Center,  also  established  through  the  couple's  generosity. 

These  recent  gifts  culminate  a  campaign  in  which  more 
than  half  the  total  raised  came  from  individuals.  Bequests 
accounted  for  S18  million  of  the  campaign's  total.  Founda- 
tions contributed  S67  million,  and  corporations  gave  nearl)' 
S33  million.  Private  sponsorship  of  research  totaled  S57 
million.  Unrestricted  support  constituted  S26  million,  nearly 
S3  million  of  which  came  from  the  medical  center's  annual 
mail  appeal.  The  Cornell  University  Medical  College  Fund, 
which  draws  principally  on  contributions  from  alumni, 
accounted  for  54. 3  million. 

Some  high  points  of  the  campaign  were  as  follows: 

•  A  magnificent  S50-million  endowment  gift  from  an 
anonymous  donor,  announced  in  1983,  has  enabled  the 
medical  college  to  undertake  major  new  programs  in  research 
and  education. 

•  A  S33-million  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  B.  Helmsley, 
announced  in  1986,  provides  invaluable  support  for  the 
modernization  of  the  hospital.  A  key  element  in  this  modern- 
ization is  the  newly  completed  Helmsley  Medical  Tower, 
which  provides  housing  for  nurses  and  other  medical  staff 
plus  temporary  quarters  for  out-of-town  patients  and  their 
families  and  offices  for  physicians  and  staff.  The  Helmsley 
gift  also  endowed  the  Helmsley  Cardiovascular  Center. 

•  A  lead  gift  of  S8.5  million  from  the  late  William  S.  Lasdon 
and  from  Mrs.  Lasdon  initiated  the  William  and  Mildred 
Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center.  Due  to  be  completed  in 
1989,  this  facility  is  essential  to  the  medical  center's  future 
leadership  in  biomedical  science. 

•  Other  campaign  gifts  have  modernized  patient-care 
facilities  and  broadened  the  medical  center's  outreach  to  its 
community  through  programs  dealing  with  teenage  pregnan- 
cy and  parenting,  child  abuse,  and  other  social  problems.

The  campaign  enabled  New  York-Cornell  to  endow  19  pro- 
fessorships, including  two  in  1987.  The  Harold  Weill  Profes- 
sorship of  Pediatric  Hematology  in  Pediatrics  was  made  possi- 
ble by  the  Children's  Blood  Foundation  and  by  friends  and 
colleagues  of  its  founder,  the  late  Mr.  Weill.  An  anonymous 
gift  from  a  grateful  patient  endowed  the  Mark  Pasmantier 
Professorship  of  Oncology.  Also,  the  Dillon  Fund  established 
an  endowment  to  recognize  excellence  in  nursing  care. 


Even  with  the  campaign  concluded,  many  groups  and  in- 
dividuals continue  to  volunteer  their  time  and  resources  on 
behalf  of  the  medical  center. 

Since  1982,  the  Medical  Center  Advisory  Board  has  offered 
corporate,  professional,  and  community  leaders  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  about  complex  health  care  issues  and  to  serve 
as  valued  counselors.  In  1987  Daniel  P.  Davison  succeeded 
the  board's  founding  chairman,  James  H.  Evans.  Frank 
Markoe  Jr.  has  assumed  the  board's  vice  chairmanship. 

The  Departmental  Associates — a-  group  of  over  100  New 
Yorkers  with  interests  in  medical  education  and  research, 
chaired  by  Sanford  B.  Ehrenkranz  and  administered  by  Dr. 
Marcus  Reidenberg — continued  its  special  support  of  the 
medical  college's  basic  science  programs. 

The  Annual  Giving  Committee,  chaired  by  Mrs.  L.  Patton 
Kline,  led  the  medical  center's  appeal  for  unrestricted  funds. 

Partners  in  Medicine,  donors  of  S1,000  or  more  annually, 
has  grown  dramatically  to  1,049  members.  The  Partners' 
board,  under  its  founding  chairman,  Jansen  Noyes  Jr.,  and 
two  new  vice  chairmen,  Thomas  Bacon  and  Allan  Goldstein, 
seeks  to  further  expand  Partners'  membership.  A  new  group. 
Family  Registry,  has  been  established  for  annual  donors  of 
S2,500  and  more. 

The  goals  of  the  department  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology 
were  advanced  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital,  led  by  Mrs.  Ronald  P.  Stanton  and  Mrs.  B.  Gerald 
Cantor.

In  the  department  of  psychiatry,  the  Chairman's  Committee 
for  Special  Research  in  Psychiatry,  founded  by  Robert  Liber- 
man  and  Dr.  Robert  Michels,  coordinates  fundraising  in- 
itiatives and  keeps  the  volunteer  leadership  abreast  of  the 
latest  advances  in  this  rapidly  developing  field.  Through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Jon  Burnham,  Mrs.  Allerton  Cushman  Jr., 
Lois  Beekman  Ehrenkranz,  Mrs.  James  McEntee,  Mrs.  Henry 
B.  Middleton,  Mrs.  William  H.  Osborn  Jr.,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Liberman,  the  department's  annual  benefit,  Windows 
on  the  Mind,  provides  significant  support  for  research.

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Auxiliary 

The  auxiliary  originated  in  the 
Social  Service  Committee, 
founded  in  1912  by  the  wives 
of  three  hospital  governors.  As 
its  activities  expanded  beyond 
social  service,  the  committee 
evolved  into  the  Women's  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  and  later 
became  simply  the  "auxiliary." 

In  1987  the  auxiliary  donated 
5227,000  to  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  to  hospital  com- 
munity projects.  Income  was 
derived  from  contributions, 
membership  dues,  television 
rentals,  and  sales  at  the  aux- 
iliary's gift  shop  in  the  hospital 
lobby  and  its  thrift  shop  at 
439  East  71st  Street.  A  dinner 
and  gala  opening  of  an  exhibi- 
tion of  paintings  by  Fernand 
Leger  held  October  22  at 
Acquavella  Galleries  netted 
$30,000,  which  was  used  to 
support  a  variety  of  projects  in 
the  hospital's  department  of 
social  work,  including  its 
diversional  crafts  program. 

Other  major  gifts  included: 

•  550,000  to  the  department 
of  obstetrics  and  gynecology 
for  its  birthing  room  project; 

•  530,000  to  the  department 
of  community  relations  for  ex- 
pansion of  the  clinic  at  the 
Stanley  Isaacs  Houses.  The 
clinic  provides  primary  care  for 
the  frail  elderly; 

•  524,000  to  the  Payne 
Whitney  Clinic's  department 
of  social  work  to  underwrite 
stipends  for  a  summer 
graduate  internship; 

•  $20,000  for  the  purchase  of 
a  transport  jitney  to  be  used  by 
the  New  York  Children's 
Health  Project,  which  provides 
comprehensive  care  for  the 
homeless  children  living  in 
temporary  hotel  shelters. 

The  auxiliary  continues  to 
fund  publication  of  a  quarterly 
newsletter  that  appears  in  the 
newspaper  Our  Town,  con- 
tributes to  the  Volunteer  Ser- 
vices for  the  Elderly  of 
Yorkville,  and  supports  the 
New  York  Hospital  AIDS  pro- 
gram, the  New  York  Hospital 
child  life  department,  and 
Women's  Health  Day.  In  the  past 
year  the  auxiliary  refurbished 
both  the  gift  shop  and  thrift 
shop,  and  the  art  committee 
undertook  extensive  decorating 
in  newly  constructed  areas  of 
the  hospital. 


Volunteers 

Nineteen  eighty-seven  was  a 
year  of  rapid  growth  in  the 
volunteer  services  department, 
with  existing  programs  being 
expanded  and  new  ones  in- 
augurated. Some  70  depart- 
ments or  programs  now  use 
volunteers,  who  number  more 
than  300.  Volunteers  gave 
61,997  hours  of  their  valuable 
time  during  1987,  an  increase 
of  almost  six  percent  over  the 
record-setting  figure  of  1986. 

Last  year  for  the  first  time 
volunteers  contributed  their 
time  to  the  hospital's  neonatal 
nurturing  program,  to  the 
burn  playroom,  and  to  the 
pediatric  AIDS  program  and 
clinic.  Volunteer  participation 
was  also  inaugurated  in  the 
hospital  pharmacy,  in  am- 
bulatory surgery,  and  in  outpa- 
tient radiology. 

Further  expansion  is  being 
planned  for  1988.  Volunteers 
are  expected  to  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  hospital  AIDS 
clinic,  of  the  rape  crisis- 
intervention  program,  and  of 
the  teenage-mother  program  of 
the  hospital  adolescent  clinic. 

Our  volunteers  are  unstinting 
in  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  in- 
patients, outpatients,  and  staff, 
giving  not  only  their  time  but 
their  talents,  skills  and  love.

A  Guide  for  You  and  Your  Attorney 


Gifts,  bequests  and  trusts 
are  important  sources  of 
support  for  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center.  Such  gifts  provide 
funding  for  a  wide  range  of 
programs,  including  those 
that  provide  patient  care, 
educate  future  physicians 
and  scientists,  and  expand 
community  outreach.  Addi- 
tionally, these  gifts  make 
possible  pioneering 
biomedical  research  which 
results  in  new  and  improved 
cures  and  treatments  for 
disease,  helping  people  to- 
day as  well  as  in  future 
generations. 

Gifts  may  be  made  in  a 
number  of  ways — by  cash, 
securities,  or  tangible  pro- 
perty. They  may  be  given 
outright,  by  bequest,  or 
through  a  trust  arrange- 
ment which  can  provide  an 
income  to  the  medical 
center,  to  the  donor,  or  to 
his  or  her  beneficiaries,  for 
a  predetermined  period  of 
time  or  for  life. 

The  medical  center  en- 
courages gifts  without 
restriction  so  as  to  permit 
greater  flexibility  in  plan- 
ning and  administering  its 
extensive  programs  in  pa- 
tient care,  education  and 
research.  However,  if  a 
donor  is  interested  in  mak- 
ing a  gift,  bequest,  or  trust 
to  be  used  in  whole  or  in 
part  for  any  specific  pur- 
pose within  the  hospital, 
medical  college,  or  medical 
center,  such  use  may  be 
specified. 


Because  the  institutions 
constituting  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  (the  New  York 
Hospital  and  Cornell 
University  Medical  Col- 
lege) are  voluntary,  non- 
profit institutions  con- 
tributing to  the  public 
welfare,  gifts  to  the  medical 
center  by  individuals,  foun- 
dations, or  corporations 
are  exempt  from  income, 
gift,  and  inheritance  taxes 
to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  federal 
and  state  laws. 

The  medical  center  is 
pleased  to  provide  informa- 
tion about  its  numerous 
programs  and  activities, 
and  to  consult  with  donors 
and  their  advisors  about 
various  gift  ideas,  many  of 
which  provide  a  naming 
opportunity. 

The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  which  is  the 
legal  corporate  name  for 
the  New  York  Hospital,  is 
a  corporation  created  by 
Royal  Charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England 
in  1771.  The  suggested  ter- 
minology for  an  unre- 
stricted bequest  to  or  for  its 
benefit  is:  "I  give,  devise 
and  bequeath  to  The  Socie- 
ty of  the  New  York  Hospi- 
tal Fund,  Inc.,  a  corpora- 
tion created  under  the  New 
York  State  Not-for-Profit 
Corporation  Law  and 
located  in  New  York  City, 
New  York  the  sum  of 

$ (or  description 

of  the  property)  to  be  used 
for  the  general  corporate 
purposes  of  The  Society  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  as 
its  board  of  directors 
should  determine."

overnment  efforts  to  constrain  health-care  costs  are  creating  unprecedented  chal- 
lenges for  academic  medical  centers.  Nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in  New  York 
City,  with  its  spiraling  labor  costs  and  its  high  incidence  of  AIDS  and  homelessness. 
With  expenses  rising  and  government  ftmding  not  keeping  pace,  the  New  York  Hospital 
suffered  a  considerable  financial  deficit  in  1988. 

The  size  of  the  deficit  clearly  must  be  a  matter  of  urgent  concern.  Equally  impor- 
tant, though,  has  been  the  response  of  the  hospital  to  a  very  difficult  situation.  Faced 
with  problems  that  could  have  easily  produced  a  climate  of  defeatism.  Dr.  David 
Skinner  and  the  institution's  leadership  launched  an  exhaustive  effort  to  insure  that 
the  hospital  not  only  continued  to  provide  the  best  in  care  but  did  so  in  the  most  effi- 
cient way.  The  result  has  been  millions  of  dollars  in  savings  and  the  prospect  of  more 
to  come — all  with  no  dimunition  in  the  quality  of  care. 

As  a  leading  health-care  institution,  this  medical  center  must  demonstrate  leader- 
ship in  responding  to  our  coimtry's  overarching  need  to  restrain  increases  in  health- 
care costs.  On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  remembered  that  academic  centers  have  very 
special  responsibilities — as  guardians  of  high  standards  of  care,  as  educators  of  tomor- 
row's doctors,  as  centers  of  research.  To  a  considerable  extent,  they  determine  the  future 
course  of  American  medicine. 

If  academic  medical  centers  are  to  continue  to  be  engines  of  progress,  government 
at  all  levels  must  appreciate  the  magnitude  and  complexity  of  their  task.  Reimburse- 
ment for  patient  care  must  be  set  at  realistic  levels,  and  the  need  to  reconstruct  aging 
facilities  must  be  recognized.  At  this  medical  center,  plans  for  major  modernization 
of  our  60-year-old  core  facilities  have  gone  forward  in  the  expectation  that  state  approval 
will  be  forthcoming. 

Despite  serious  problems,  the  past  year  has  brought  very  real  satisfactions.  Not  only 
were  critical  financial  problems  addressed,  but  two  buildings  essential  to  the  modern- 
ization process  were  dedicated — the  36-story  Helmsley  Medical  Tower  anjd  the  William 
and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center.  The  medical  college  underwent  a 
lengthy  accrediting  process  and  emerged  with  a  seven-year  accreditation,  the  maximum 
amount  granted.  Still  another  source  of  satisfaction  was  the  establishment  of  an  affilia- 
tion early  in  1989  between  NYH-CMC  and  its  neighbor  Lenox  Hill  Hospital. 

Perhaps  most  gratifying  of  all  has  been  the  tremendous  outpouring  of  support  from 
friends  of  the  medical  center.  Although  the  center's  capital  campaign  was  successfully 
concluded  at  the  end  of  1987,  over  $39  million  in  gifts  were  received  last  year.  What 
makes  this  all  the  more  impressive  is  that  no  gift  exceeded  $2  million,  a  fact  that  speaks 
volumes  about  the  center's  depth  of  support  in  the  community,  the  commitment  of 
its  physicians  and  volunteers,  and  the  skill  of  Mr.  Robert  Burch  and  his  public-affairs 
and  development  staffs. 

In  the  final  analysis,  it  was  a  spirit  of  cooperation  at  all  levels  that  made  progress 
possible  during  a  sometimes-difficult  year.  On  behalf  of  the  boards  of  both  institutions, 
we  thank  the  8,000  people  who  work  at  this  medical  center  for  a  job  well  done.

11  Americans  can  be  proud  of  this  nation's  health-care  system.  Millions  of  people — 

from  the  most  fragile  preemies  to  the  most  fragile  octogenarians — benefit  from  the 

dedicated  efforts  of  the  best-trained  physicians,  nurses  and  technicians.  Now  our 
health-care  system  must  respond  to  some  of  the  greatest  challenges  it  has  ever  faced. 
As  part  of  that  system,  the  New  York  Hospital  has  already  made  significant  responses 
to  these  challenges  and  is  primed  to  move  forward  with  even  more  innovative  endeavors. 

Americans  willingly  pay  the  high  price  necessary  to  insure  that  the  best  medical  care 
is  available  to  the  most  people.  Today  1 1  percent  of  our  gross  national  product  is  con- 
sumed by  meeting  that  goal.  Yet,  demands  on  the  country's  health-care  system  con- 
tinue to  escalate,  even  beyond  our  ability  to  pay.  In  an  attempt  to  make  health-care 
dollars  go  further,  federal  and  state  governments,  as  well  as  private  insurers,  have 
changed  their  methods  of  reimbursing  hospitals  for  inpatient  care.  The  new  policy  falls 
most  heavily  on  the  hospitals  which  serve  the  sickest  patients.  The  New  York  Hospital 
is  in  that  category. 

Under  the  former  system,  reimbursement  was  determined  by  the  length  of  a  patient's 
hospital  stay  and  the  expenses  incurred  during  that  hospitalization.  The  new  system 
requires  hospitals  to  be  reimbursed  at  a  flat  rate  based  on  the  patient's  diagnosis, 
regardless  of  length  of  stay  or  cost  of  care.  In  New  York  State,  this  shift  was  initiated 
for  Medicare  patients  in  1986  and  for  most  other  patients  last  year. 

A  great  deal  can  be  said  in  favor  of  this  new  prospective-rate  system.  However,  rates 
of  disbursement  must  be  reset  so  that  hospitals  are  able  to  meet  rising  labor  and  treat- 
ment costs.  It  is  also  vital  that  teaching  hospitals,  such  as  the  New  York  Hospital,  con- 
tinue to  receive  adequate  Medicare  funding  to  cover  the  costs  of  their  educational  pro- 
grams for  house  staff  and  medical  students. 

Inequitable  reimbursement  must  not  be  permitted  to  compromise  high-quality  care 
and  training,  and  so  the  hospital  has  intensified  its  efforts  to  communicate  its  needs 
to  elected  and  appointed  public  officials.  We  have  also  joined  the  Greater  New  York 
Hospital  Association,  the  Hospital  Association  of  New  York  State,  and  a  consortium 
of  New  York  City  voluntary  teaching  hospitals  in  seeking  to  convey  our  sense  of  urgency 
to  legislators  in  Albany  and  Washington. 

The  urgency  of  the  message  has  been  heeded:  as  of  May  1989,  some  proposed  reduc- 
tions in  Medicare  and  Medicaid  reimbursement  have  been  withdrawn.  However,  our 
financial  guideline  still  remains  the  efficient  deployment  of  scarce  resources.

he  new  reimbursement  system  has  also  had  particular  impact  on  the  New  York 
HosjJital  in  another  way:  the  system  puts  a  premium  on  patient  admissions  rather 
than  on  the  percentage  of  beds  occupied.  The  institution  of  the  new  system  coincided 
with  the  opening  of  the  C.  V.  Starr  Pavilion,  an  11-story  facility  that  includes  the  Iris 
and  B.  Gerald  Cantor  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center  and  that  greatly  expands  the  hospital's 
capacity  for  ambulatory  care.  The  number  of  ambulatory-surgery  procedures  completed 
at  the  hospital  tripled  in  1988,  as  the  Starr  Pavilion  achieved  its  goal  of  providing  the 
highest-quality  and  most  cost-efficient  outpatient  care  to  our  local  communities. 
However,  this  rise  in  ambulatory-care  procedures  produced  a  concomitant  decrease  in 


inpatient  admissions,  since  many  patients  who  previously  would  have  been  admitted 
to  the  hospital  could  now  be  cared  for  as  outpatients. 

The  hospital  has  taken  steps  to  counteract  the  resulting  decrease  in  admissions.  Clini- 
cal services  have  established  specific  goals,  the  achievement  of  which  is  carefully  moni- 
tored. Admitting  privileges  have  been  extended  to  a  number  of  interested  physicians. 
The  renovation  of  selected  hospital  units  is  being  accelerated.  Pending  state  approval, 
the  hospital  continues  to  plan  for  a  major  modernization  of  its  60-year-old  facility. 

A  further  complication  associated  with  the  new  reimbursement  system  is  the  ap- 
parent contradiction  between  the  goals  of  high-quality  medical  care  and  shorter  lengths 
of  hospitalization.  Our  study  of  the  matter  has  indicated  that  there  need  be  no  con- 
tradiction between  the  two;  however,  achieving  both  goals  requires  changes  at  virtually 
every  level  of  the  institution. 

Accepting  this  mandate,  the  hospital  established  a  task  force  of  physicians  and 
management  personnel — helped  by  the  generous  support  of  McKinsey  &  Company — to 
effect  reductions  in  patient  lengths-of-stay  and  ancillary  costs.  A  crisis-management 
team,  with  membership  drawn  from  the  medical  and  surgical  disciplines  and  senior 
management,  was  convened  to  resolve  with  dispatch  any  issues  that  interfere  with  ef- 
ficient patient  admissions,  treatment  scheduling,  and  discharges. 

The  new  system  requires  us  to  do  more  with  less,  and  we've  taken  that  mandate 
seriously.  In  1988,  the  hospital  reduced  staff  by  six  percent.  Most  reductions  were 
achieved  by  early  retirement  and  attrition  rather  than  employee  lay-offs;  none  involved 
physicians  or  nurses.  In  fact,  during  1988,  the  hospital  recruited  the  largest  number 
of  nurses  since  1982,  over  half  of  whom  were  experienced  practitioners — a  testimony 
to  the  superior  reputation  of  our  nursing  division. 

In  seeking  to  reduce  further  the  impact  of  scarce  reimbursement  resources,  the 
hospital  has  put  in  place  dozens  of  innovations  geared  toward  greater  efficiency  of 
operation. 

•  A  new  telephone  system  was  installed  in  1988.  It  is  one  component  of  a  totally 
modernized  medical-center  communications  system,  and  eliminates  the  expense  of 
leasing  thousands  of  phones  and  phone  lines.  Estimated  savings  are  $1  million  a  year. 

•  A  powerful  computer  network  now  links  over  600  terminals  with  computer 
systems  throughout  the  medical  center.  The  outcome  is  the  rapid  and  efficient 
transmission  of  laboratory  results,  other  clinical  data,  and  billing  information. 

•  Computerization  of  the  operating-room  schedule  will  simplify  and  facilitate  book- 
ing of  admissions  and  operating-room  cases  for  voluntary  and  full-time  surgeons.  This 
will  insure  the  optimum  use  of  surgical  facilities  and  attending-staff  time,  as  well 
as  serve  patients  better. 

•  New  leasing  agreements  have  enabled  us  to  acquire  the  latest  generations  of 
technical  equipment  and  save  money  in  the  process. 

•  Strengthening  the  hospital's  biomedical-engineering  department  allows  us  to 
reduce  repair  costs  and  short-term  rental  fees. 

The  combination  of  staff  reductions  and  operating  efficiencies  should  produce 
hospital  savings  of  $20  million  or  more  in  1989.  With  increased  patient  admissions 


and  vigorous  efforts  to  obtain  the  full  reimbursement  due  us  from  third-party  insurers, 
we  expect  to  reduce  our  operating  deficit  by  more  than  80  percent.  These  savings 
estimates  are  made  cautiously.  The  health-care  enviroimient,  as  it  responds  to  ever- 
increasing  demands,  is  volatile. 
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uring  my  first  18  months  as  president  of  the  hospital,  I  have  been  gratified  by  the 
high  level  of  cooperation  between  the  hospital's  senior  management,  most  of  whom 
are  new  to  their  positions,  and  the  clinical-service  chiefs,  whose  intricate  knowl- 
edge of  the  hospital's  operations  has  been  invaluable.  The  spirit  of  candor  and  excellence 
in  which  problems  have  been  analyzed  and  plans  developed  continues  to  be  nothing 
short  of  magnificent. 

Equally  exciting  have  been  the  advances  in  research  and  education  achieved  by  our 
institutional  partner,  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  The  opening  of  the  Lasdon 
Biomedical  Research  Center  is  a  landmark  for  the  hospital,  as  well  as  the  college.  It 
brings  the  immeasurable  benefits  of  a  strong  research  program  to  patient  care.  The 
hospital's  good  fortune  in  having  Cornell  as  a  partner  was  also  brought  home  striking- 
ly last  year  when  the  college  achieved  the  highest  accreditation  rating  given  to  American 
medical  schools.  With  great  pleasure,  the  hospital  congratulates  Dr.  Tom  Shires  and 
the  board,  staff,  faculty  and  students  of  the  medical  college. 

The  hospital  will  continue  to  face  great  challenges  in  the  coming  year.  But  the  abili- 
ty to  meet  and  overcome  challenges  is  a  hallmark  of  excellence.  Government  regulatory 
pressures  can  make  us  a  stronger  institution,  provided  the  regulations  are  equitable 
and  the  pressures  not  excessive.  In  the  continuing  dialogue  between  health-care  pro- 
viders and  goverrmient,  the  New  York  Hospital  will  remain  a  prominent  advocate  for 
quality  care. 

Outside  my  office  window,  I  can  see  spring  bringing  new  life  to  the  lovely  grounds 
and  gardens  of  the  medical  center.  It  is  fitting  that  a  revitalized  New  York  Hospital  pro- 
ceeds into  the  coming  year  with  renewed  vigor  and  a  sense  of  optimism  for  the  institu- 
tion's plan  for  financial  correction.  The  continued  cooperation  of  our  board  of  gover- 
nors, senior  management,  physicians  and  staff  gives  us  all  good  reason  for  optimism.

DEAN'S  REPORT

/n  December  1988,  Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  visited  by  a  group  of 
educators  representing  the  Liaison  Committee  on  Medical  Education,  the  chief 
accrediting  agency  for  American  medical  schools.  Although  the  visit  lasted  only 
four  days,  this  was  merely  the  final  stage  of  a  process  that  had  begun  more  than  a  year 
earlier.  In  that  time,  close  to  100  of  the  college's  faculty,  students,  staff,  and  board  mem- 
bers, under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  George  Reader,  chairman  of  CUMC's  department  of 
public  health,  conducted  an  exhaustive  institutional  self-study — a  review  and  evalua- 
tion of  the  programs,  resources,  and  needs  of  the  medical  college. 

In  effect,  American  medical  schools  accredit  themselves:  the  institutional  self-study, 
the  heart  of  the  accreditation  process,  identifies  both  strengths  and  deficiencies  and 
spells  out  plans  to  correct  the  latter.  The  reviewers  found  CUMC's  strengths  impressive 
enough  and  its  plans  convincing  enough  to  accredit  the  college  for  seven  years,  the 
longest  period  for  which  accreditation  is  now  granted. 

Coming  near  the  end  of  the  1980s,  the  self-study  has  provided  an  occasion  to  assess 
some  of  the  major  gains  achieved  in  the  course  of  this  decade.  As  the  1980s  began,  the 
medical  college  had  real  concerns  about  its  fiscal  stability,  the  future  of  its  research 
programs,  and  the  adequacy  of  its  physical  plant.  As  the  decade  approaches  its  conclu- 
sion, the  college  can  take  pride  in  the  following  gains  cited  in  the  self-study: 

•  endowments  and  funds  functioning  as  endowments  up  from  $41  million  to  $145 
million,- 

•  endowed  professorships  up  from  14  to  44  positions; 

•  fiscal  reserves  up  from  $19  million  to  $96  million; 

•  major  programs  instituted  in  the  fields  of  cell  biology  and  molecular  genetics; 

•  new  construction  or  renovation  of  nearly  100,000  square  feet  of  research  space. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  these  and  other  achievements  belongs  to  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Meikle 

Jr.,  who  served  as  dean  of  the  medical  college  from  1980  to  1987.  Dr.  Meikle  laid  the 
foundation  for  advances  in  research  and  education  that  the  college  will  be  building  on 
for  some  time. 

A  major  element  in  this  progress  is  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical 
Research  Center,  dedicated  in  March  1989.  When  fully  occupied,  this  new  building — 
made  possible  through  a  generous  leadership  gift  from  Mrs.  William  Lasdon  and  her 
late  husband — ^will  increase  the  college's  research  space  by  about  30  percent.  All  or  part 
of  four  basic-science  departments — biochemistry,  pharmacology,  physiology  and  micro- 
biology— ^will  be  housed  in  this  new  building,  along  with  research  laboratories  of  seven 
clinical  departments.  One  floor  will  be  devoted  to  a  newly  established  institute  of 
human  neuroscience,  where  research  will  be  conducted  on  basic  mechanisms  involved 
in  multiple  sclerosis,  stroke,  Alzheimer's  disease,  and  major  psychoses.  Another  area 
will  house  a  laboratory  for  biological  psychiatry,  and  still  another  will  be  set  aside  for 
surgical  research  dealing  with  cellular  responses  to  burns,  trauma,  and  cancer. 

When  the  medical  college  embarked  in  1986  on  the  construction  of  the  Lasdon 
Center,  it  was  with  the  intention  of  leaving  five  shell  floors.  This  approach  enabled 
the  college  to  build  its  most  urgently  needed  facilities  immediately  with  only  part  of 
the  overall  funding  in  hand.  Now,  as  those  facilities  near  completion,  the  college  turns 
its  attention  to  raising  $12.5  million  to  complete  the  five  shell  floors. 

Current  plans  look  to  the  development  in  this  space  of  an  institute  devoted  to  studies 
in  molecular  biology.  New  understandings  of  how  cells  function  at  the  molecular 
level — how  genes,  proteins  and  other  molecules  account  for  a  myriad  of  phenomena 


in  health  and  disease — have  resulted  in  some  of  the  most  important  medical  advances 
of  the  past  several  decades.  Strengthening  the  college's  research  programs  in  molecular 
biology  will  continue  to  be  a  high  priority  as  we  seek  to  complete  the  shell  floors  and 
as  we  look  ahead  to  the  construction  of  a  second  new  research  building  during  the  1990s. 
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nother  striking  feature  of  biomedical  research  during  the  past  several  decades  has 

been  the  remarkable  growth  in  the  number  of  articles  published  each  year,  an  in- 
crease of  about  250  percent  since  the  1960s  and  of  2,500  percent  since  early  in  the 
century.  Occupying  the  first  two  floors  of  the  new  research  building  is  the  C.  V.  Starr 
Biomedical  Information  Center.  Made  possible  by  a  $6  million  gift  from  the  Starr  Foun- 
dation, this  beautiful  facility  not  only  doubles  the  size  of  the  Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 
(with  its  144,000  volumes  and  1,600  medical  journals)  but  considerably  expands  its  com- 
puter facilities. 

When  completed  at  the  end  of  1989,  the  Starr  Biomedical  Information  Center  will 
have  over  350  reader  work  stations,  many  electronically  connected  to  a  cable  network 
linking  computers  throughout  the  medical  center.  Central  to  this  cable  system — called 
a  local  area  network,  or  LAN — is  the  library's  new  VAX  6220  minicomputer,  with  about 
twice  the  storage  capability  of  the  library's  previous  model.  Users  from  throughout  the 
medical  center — as  many  as  64  at  a  time — ^will  have  the  potential  to  access  over  half 
a  million  citations  from  hundreds  of  medical  journals  without  ever  leaving  their  of- 
fices. Truly,  the  day  of  the  library  without  walls  is  fast  approaching. 

Computers  are  also  destined  to  play  an  increasing  role  as  a  learning  tool  of  medical 
students.  For  some  time  educators  across  the  country  have  been  seeking  ways  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  time  devoted  to  formal  lectures  in  the  medical  curriculum  and  to  foster 
alternatives  to  passive  listening.  Computers  provide  an  excellent  means  of  self-learning, 
and  since  1985  the  college  has  been  developing  a  new,  high-tech  educational  tool  that 
weds  the  computer  to  the  interactive  laser  video  disk.  Through  the  leadership  of  Senior 
Associate  Dean  Daniel  Alonso,  an  electronic  textbook  of  pathology  has  been  developed 
combining  three  elements — text  organized  at  several  layers  of  detail;  1,200  brilliant  full- 
color  illustrations;  and  abstracts  of  current  articles.  The  system  gives  students  easy 
access  to  a  vast  amount  of  information — equal  to  the  contents  of  scores  of  books  and 
journals — that  is  logically  organized,  cross-referenced  and  illustrated.  Because  it  takes 
considerable  time  to  create  such  a  system,  current  plans  look  to  joint  efforts  with  other 
medical  schools  to  develop  electronic  textbooks  in  other  basic  sciences.  Participating 
schools  would  be  able  to  draw  on  a  fully  cross-referenced  core  curriculum,  which  each 
school  could  adapt  as  it  saw  fit. 

For  student  use  of  this  technology,  the  college  has  set  up  18  work  stations,  each  con- 
sisting of  a  microcomputer  and  video  disk  system.  This  is  just  the  beginning:  in  the 
coming  decade,  as  the  system  grows  and  evolves,  60  more  student  work  stations  will 
be  established  as  part  of  a  new  education  center  to  be  built  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
medical  college.  Costing  close  to  $10  million,  this  new  center  will  also  include  12  new 
student  laboratories — more  than  double  the  number  now  available — as  well  as  a  new 
student  auditorium.  This  education  center  will  embody  the  goals  enunciated  in  1985 
by  the  faculty  after  an  extensive  review  of  the  college's  curriculum:  emphasis  on  self- 
learning  and  problem-solving,  on  small-group  teaching,  and  on  opportunities  for  in- 
dependent study  and  research.

hile  these  new  technologies  and  facilities  are  vital  to  the  future  of  our  educa- 
tional program,  the  heart  of  that  program  remains  our  superb  faculty — and  here 
too  there  is  good  news  to  report.  On  January  1, 1989,  Dr.  John  J.  Savarese,  a  pioneer 
in  research  on  neuromuscular  pharmacology  during  18  years  at  Harvard  Medical  School, 
became  chairman  of  the  department  of  anesthesiology  at  the  medical  college.  Replac- 
ing the  department's  retiring  chairman,  Dr.  Joseph  Artusio,  Dr.  Savarese  occupies  a  new- 
ly endowed  chair  named  after  Dr.  Artusio.  The  college  has  also  been  strengthened  by 
the  appointment  of  one  of  the  world's  most  respected  medical  educators,  Dr.  Lewis 
Thomas,  as  CUMC's  first  scholar-in-residence.  Dr.  Thomas — the  former  president  and 
chancellor  of  our  affiliate  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  and  the  former  dean 
of  Yale  Medical  School — says  he  looks  forward  to  finding  out  what's  on  students'  minds, 
and  our  students  are  delighted  to  have  the  opportunity  to  find  out  what  is  on  his. 

As  we  welcomed  these  men  to  the  college,  the  CUMC  community  was  saddened  by 
the  untimely  deaths  of  two  senior  members  of  the  active  faculty — Dr.  Russell  Laven- 
good,  a  clinical  professor  of  surgery  (urology),  and  Dr.  Robert  Selfe,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  otorhinolaryngology.  Both  of  these  fine  teachers  are  keenly  missed. 

Critical  to  our  educational  programs,  too,  are  our  affiliated  hospitals,  most  notably 
our  partner  in  this  medical  center,  the  New  York  Hospital.  In  these  difficult  times  for 
hospitals  in  general  and  teaching  hospitals  in  particular.  Dr.  David  Skinner  and  his 
senior  management  faced  serious  financial  problems  during  1988.  It  is  a  credit  to  their 
leadership  and  to  the  extraordinary  resources  of  this  hospital  that  in  these  circum- 
stances there  was  progress  to  report  in  several  innovative  clinical  programs. 

Prominent  among  these  was  NYH/CORNELL  AEROMED,  the  first  airborne-ambu- 
lance service  certified  by  New  York  State.  Staffed  by  flight  nurses  and  paramedics  and 
operating  24  hours  a  day,  the  AEROMED  helicopter  can  range  up  to  500  miles  to  trans- 
port injury  victims  to  a  hospital  or  to  move  a  patient  from  a  community  hospital  to 
a  hospital  that  has  specialized  facilities  or  expertise.  From  the  service's  inauguration 
in  May  1988  to  mid-December,  AEROMED  transported  181  patients,  of  whom  101  were 
brought  to  the  New  York  Hospital  for  admission  and  80  transported  to  oj:her  hospitals. 

Last  year,  too,  marked  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  New  York  Children's 
Health  Project,  a  program  inaugurated  in  November  1987  to  bring  medical  care  to 
homeless  children  in  welfare  hotels.  Based  in  NYH-CMC's  department  of  pediatrics, 
the  project  sends  two  mobile  medical  vans  to  hotels  throughout  the  city,  so  that  children 
can  receive  care  from  physicians  and  nurses  for  illnesses  that  might  otherwise  go  unat- 
tended. Nearly  3,000  children  made  6,000  visits  to  the  medical  vans  during  1988. 

In  another  clinical  innovation,  an  AIDS  ambulatory  center  was  established  last  year 
to  provide  comprehensive  services  for  AIDS  patients  who  do  not  have  private  physi- 
cians. One  of  the  first  AIDS  treatment  units  in  the  city  to  use  a  team-care  approach, 
the  center  seeks  to  coordinate  AIDS  care,  humanize  it,  and  make  it  as  simple  as  possi- 
ble. Meanwhile,  AIDS  research  moves  ahead  in  many  laboratories  at  NYH-CMC. 

As  these  new  programs  illustrate,  the  New  York  Hospital  has  remained  a  formidable 
source  of  clinical  innovation  even  at  a  time  of  financial  difficulty — remains,  in  short, 
a  valued  institutional  partner  in  a  great  medical  center.

Auxiliary 

The  auxiliary'  began  as  the  Social 
Services  Committee,  founded 
in  1912  by  the  wives  of  three 
hospital  governors.  As  its 
activities  expanded  beyond  social 
service,  the  committee  became 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
and  later  simply  the  "auxiliary." 

During  the  past  year,  the  auxiliary 
donated  $230,000  to  the  New 
York  Hospital  and  to  hospital 
community  projects.  Income  was 
derived  from  contributions, 
membership  dues,  television 
rentals,  and  sales  at  the  auxiliary's 
gift  shop  in  the  hospital  lobby  and 
its  thrift  shop  at  439  East  71st 
Street. 

Major  donations  went  to  the 
following  programs: 

•  Teenage  Pregnancy  and 
Parenting  Program.  This  joint 
effort  of  the  departments  of 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  and 
public  health  addresses  the 
detrimental  effects  of  teenage 
pregnancy  with  a  comprehensive 
approach  focusing  on  prenatal 
obstetrical  care,  personal 
counseling,  and  medical  follow-up 
for  both  mother  and  child.  A 
primary  objective  is  to  help  the 
teenager  avoid  subsequent 
pregnancies  by  encouraging  and 
nurturing  other  personal  goals 
and  ambitions. 

•  Benefit  Eligibility  Check-Up 
Program.  Developed  by  the 
department  of  social  work,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Lenox  Hill 
Neighborhood  Association  and 
the  Living  at  Home  Program,  this 
community-outreach  project 
provides  information  to  elderly 
persons  on  their  eligibility  for 
local,  state,  and  federal  benefits. 
Most  older  adults  do  not  have  all 
the  benefits  to  which  they  are 
entitled.  Using  newly  developed 
software,  this  program  matches 
individuals  and  benefits  on  the 
basis  of  a  brief  application  form. 

•  Child  Abuse  Program.  This 
pediatric  service  gathers  evidence, 
orders  tests,  and  conducts 
consultations  to  piece  together 
scenarios  of  child  abuse.  When 
appropriate,  the  unit  reports  its 
findings  to  city  authorities  and 
provides  testimony  in  court. 

The  auxiliary  continues  to  fund 
publication  of  a  quarterly 
newsletter  that  appears  m  the 
newspaper  Oui  Town,  contributes 
to  the  Volunteer  Services  for  the 
Elderly  of  Yorkville,  and  helps 
support  the  New  York  Hospital 
child-life  department. 


Volunteers 

Nineteen  eighty-nine  marks  the 
40th  anniversary  of  the  volunteer- 
services  department  of  the  New 
York  Hospital.  In  1949,  when  a 
volunteer  worked  in  the  hospital, 
she  was  viewed  as  a  "lady  boun- 
tiful," a  woman  of  leisure  and 
means  who  gave  her  time  to  the 
institution. 

Today  volunteers  come  from  every 
walk  of  life.  They  include 
teenagers  and  seniors,  men  and 
women,  students  and  profes- 
sionals, single  mothers  on  public 
assistance  who  want  to  acquire 
marketable  skills,  retired  nurses, 
people  exploring  a  career  change, 
and  individuals  from  foreign 
countries  who  are  not  permitted 
to  work  for  pay. 

In  1988,  535  volunteers  gave 
54,307  hours  in  107  different 
assignments,  contributing  not 
only  their  time  and  talent  but  the 
compassion  and  caring  that  mean 
so  much  to  patients.  One  hundred 
nineteen  of  our  volunteers  were 
cited  early  in  1989  by  the  United 
Hospital  Fund  and  the  New  York 
Hospital  for  extended  service.

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  represents  an  affilia- 
tion of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege. Physicians  at  the  medical  center  have  appointments  in  both 
institutions. 

Chiefs  of  service  at  the  New  York  Hospital,  with  the  exception  of  the 
physiatrist-in-chief,  serve  as  chairmen  of  corresponding  clinical 
departments  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  Physicians  at  the 
hospital  have  faculty  appointments  in  the  medical  college.  For  the 
sake  of  simplicity,  however,  the  center's  clinical  faculty  are  listed  here 
by  their  hospital  titles  only  and  not  by  their  academic  titles.

Gifts,  bequests  and  trusts 
are  important  sources  of 
support  for  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center.  Such  gifts  provide 
funding  for  a  wide  range  of 
programs,  including  those 
that  provide  patient  care, 
educate  future  physicians 
and  scientists,  and  expand 
community  outreach.  Ad- 
ditionally, these  gifts  make 
possible  pioneering  biomedi- 
cal research  which  results 
in  new  and  improved  cures 
and  treatments  for  disease, 
helping  people  today  as  well 
as  in  future  generations. 

Gifts  may  be  made  in  a 
niunber  of  ways — by  cash, 
securities,  or  tangible  pro- 
perty.

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Chairmen's 
Reports 


wo  YEARS  AGO,  faced  with  its  most  serious  financial  crisis  since  tfie  Great  Depres- 
sion, the  New  York  Hospital  launched  an  exhaustive  undertaking  in  operations 
analysis  and  action.  Last  year,  the  results  of  that  effort  were  seen  in  a  decided  im- 
provement in  financial  stability  and  a  reduction  of  the  hospital's  operating  deficit 
from  $57  million  to  less  than  $20  million.  While  much  remains  to  be  done,  there  is  a  palpable 
sense,  both  within  the  institution  and  without,  that  the  hospital's  problems  have  been  addressed 
with  intelligence,  vigor,  and  imagination  and  that  there  are  good  grounds  for  optimism. 

This  turnaround  is  a  tribute  to  the  leadership  of  Dr.  David  Skinner  and  his  senior  administrative 
staff.  Their  response  not  only  has  produced  a  much  brighter  financial  picture  for  the  hospital  but 
has  provided  a  model  in  hospital  management.  In  fact,  state  officials  have  asked  them  to  make 
the  management-information  systems  developed  here  available  to  other  hospitals. 

Equally  important  as  a  factor  in  last  year's  results  was  the  high  degree  of  communication  among 
administration,  physicians,  and  staff.  As  third-party  payers  have  instituted  major  changes  in  health- 
care reimbursement,  the  hospital  has  had  to  adjust  at  every  level.  Cooperation  and  communica- 
tion have  assumed  a  high  priority  and  will  be  a  key  to  continued  progress. 

Good  progress  has  also  been  made  in  plans  to  modernize  the  hospital.  New  York  State  has 
pledged  support  for  major  new  construction,  which  may  begin  as  early  as  1991.  Meanwhile,  the 
continuing  generosity  of  many  friends  enables  us  continually  to  update  equipment  and  facilities. 
To  these  many  friends  and  to  the  8,000  people  whose  skill  and  dedication  make  this  center  the 
special  place  it  is,  I  extend  the  board  of  governors'  sincere  thanks.

N  1989,  under  the  continuing  superb  leadership  of  Dr.  G.  Tom  Shires,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  made  great  strides  toward  one  of  the  principal  goals  enunciated 
earlier  in  the  decade— the  renovation  and  reconstruction  of  its  research  laboratories. 
Last  March  saw  the  dedication  of  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical 
Research  Center,  an  H-story  structure  devoted  to  basic  biomedical  research.

The  Dyson  gift  capped  a  year  of  extraordinary  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  many  friends  of 
this  medical  center.  On  behalf  of  the  university  board  of  trustees  and  the  medical  college's  board 
of  overseers,  let  me  express  heartfelt  gratitude  for  this  support. 

Many  thanks,  too,  to  the  medical  college  faculty  for  its  unwavering  dedication  to  the  highest 
level  of  medical  education.  At  a  time  of  declining  applications  to  medical  schools,  the  continuing 
quality  of  Cornell  applicants  and  students  represents  a  glowing  tribute  to  this  dedication.

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President's

T  A  DIFFICULT  time  for  American  hospitals,  the  New  York  Hospital  has  much  reason 
to  be  heartened  by  the  achievements  of  the  past  year.  Our  principal  goals  as  1989 
began  were  three— to  greatly  reduce  an  operating  deficit  that  reached  $57  million 
in  1988,  to  do  so  without  any  compromise  in  the  quality  of  patient  care,  and  to 
maintain  the  hospital's  position  as  a  bulwark  of  medical  progress.  All  three  objectives  were  attained. 

As  the  year  began,  it  was  clear  that  reducing  the  deficit  was  a  matter  of  the  utmost  urgency. 
Chronic  monthly  losses  of  the  size  the  hospital  sustained  during  1988  can  strike  at  the  heart  of 
the  institution.  Thus,  it  is  a  considerable  cause  for  satisfaction  that  a  65  percent  deficit  reduction 
was  achieved  last  year. 

Providing  the  driving  force  for  further  progress  is  an  action  plan— developed  through  exten- 
sive analysis,  testing,  and  validation— that  aims  to  bring  the  hospital's  operating  budget  close  to 
balance  in  the  coming  year.  As  1  noted  in  last  year's  report,  fiscal  projections  must  be  made  cautious- 
ly, given  the  volatility  of  the  health-care  sector.  Still,  the  entire  senior  management  and  clinical 
leadership  are  committed  to  reaching  this  goal,  which  is  key  to  the  institution's  ability  to  proceed 
with  new  programs  and  to  accelerate  the  major  modernization  that  is  essential  to  its  future. 

The  encouraging  results  of  the  past  year  reflect  a  concerted  effort  to  adjust  to  a  new  way  of  reim- 
bursing hospitals  for  inpatient  care.  Instituted  in  New  York  State  in  1988,  this  new  system  man- 
dates a  flat  rate  based  on  a  patient's  diagnosis,  whereas  payment  was  formerly  determined  by  length 
of  stay  in  the  hospital  and  cost  of  care.  The  new  policy  presents  a  particular  challenge  to  institu- 
tions, like  this  hospital,  that  care  for  the  most  difficult,  complex  cases. 

Progress  has  come  from  action  on  two  fronts— from  making  an  all-out  effort  to  achieve  economies 
In  our  operations  consistent  with  quality  care,  while,  at  the  same  time,  pressing  for  crucial  changes 
in  state  reimbursement  rates  that  we  believe  to  be  misguided. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  it  seemed  to  us  that  payment  formulas  established  by  the  state  were 
simply  ill-conceived.  A  particularly  striking  example  was  the  schedule  for  low-birthweight  infants, 
like  those  treated  in  our  hospital's  perinatology  center.  With  the  largest  neonatal  intensive  care 
unit  in  the  trl-state  area,  this  center  has  made  formal  agreements  with  hospitals  throughout  the 
region  to  accept  transfers  of  high-risk  infants  to  its  facilities;  yet,  the  reimbursement  for  low-birth- 
weight infants  established  under  the  new  system  was  so  low  that  the  hospital  was  losing  $3.9  million 
per  year  from  this  single  unit. 

Most  ironic  of  all,  this  loss  derived  largely  from  the  unit's  success  in  saving  infants'  lives:  newborns 
who  might  have  perished  in  other  hospitals  survived  the  crisis  of  their  birth  through  the  care  re- 
ceived in  our  center  and  lived  to  go  home  with  their  parents.  While  this  made  a  lot  of  parents 
happy,  it  also  meant  that  the  center  had  an  average  length  of  stay  considerably  higher  than  the 
statewide  average  used  in  setting  the  reimbursement  rate  for  premature  births. 

Clearly,  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  new  reimbursement  policy  to  penalize  hospitals  for  saving 
lives,  and  discussions  with  state  officials  have  resulted  in  adjustments  of  this  particular  formula 
and  others.  This  is  not  to  say  that  our  views  have  prevailed  in  every  instance  or  that  there  are 
not  serious  issues  still  outstanding.  But  the  discussions  have  been  conducted  in  a  forthcoming 
spirit  witH  mutual  recognition  of  the  commonality  of  our  goals. 

Not  only  have  we  gained  crucial  changes  in  reimbursement  formulas,  but  state  officials  have 
urged  us  to  proceed  as  directly  and  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  planning  and  implementation 
of  the  hospital's  major  modernization  program.  In  view  of  the  many  delays  that  have  occurred 
over  the  years,  we  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  state's  recognition  of  the  need  to  move  ahead. 
With  our  neighbor  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  exploring  shared 
use  of  new  facilities  as  well  as  joint  construction  of  a  building  platform  over  the  FDR  Drive. 

Whatever  our  differences  with  the  state  on  particular  items  of  policy,  we  recognize  the  impor- 
tance of  the  policy's  overall  goal— to  constrain  a  worrisome  rise  in  society's  health-care  costs.  Thus, 
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the  New  York  Hospital  has  embarked  on  a  major  effort  that  has  to  date  resulted  in  economies  and 
efficiency  gains  of  over  $30  million. 

Essential  to  this  effort— and  certainly  the  most  challenging  feature  of  it— has  been  the  sizable 
reduction  in  average  lengths  of  stay  of  patients  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  What  makes  this  a  par- 
ticular challenge  is  that  it  runs  counter  to  the  natural  intuition  of  many  health  professionals  that 
more  is  better:  the  more  services  and  tests  we  provide,  the  better  the  outcome  for  the  patient. 
A  basic  tenet  of  the  new  state  system,  on  the  other  hand,  is  that  more  is  not  necessarily  better 
and  that  it  is  to  the  patient's  advantage,  in  fact,  to  return  home  as  soon  as  possible. 

Through  a  concerted  effort  of  this  hospital's  professional  staff  and  administration,  the  average 
length  of  stay  of  patients  has  been  reduced  by  about  one  and  a  half  days  over  the  past  two  years. 
In  addition,  inpatient  laboratory,  radiology,  and  ancillary  studies  are  down  by  15  percent.  Most 
gratifying  of  all  is  a  total  absence  of  evidence  of  diminished  quality  of  care.  There  has  been  no 
increase  in  readmissions,  which  would  be  likely  to  rise  if  patients  were  being  discharged  too  quickly; 
moreover,  results  of  a  patient-satisfaction  survey  reveal  increased  patient  satisfaction  in  1989  com- 
pared to  1987  (before  the  new  system  was  in  effect),  despite  budget  cuts,  fewer  employees,  and 
reduced  average  length  of  stay. 

These  gains  owe  themselves  to  efforts  at  all  levels  of  the  hospital  staff  and  are  a  particular  tribute 
to  the  hospital's  quality-assurance  program.  Greatly  strengthened  by  the  establishment  of  a  board- 
level  committee  in  October  1987,  this  program  is  headed  by  Charlotte  Ford,  a  hospital  governor, 
and  Dr.  E.  William  Davis,  a  hospital  vice  president.  For  her  work  on  behalf  of  this  program,  Ms. 
Ford  was  voted  trustee  of  the  year  by  the  Hospital  Trustees  of  New  York  State. 

The  quality-assurance  committee  has  shown  that  it  has  the  will  to  impose  discipline  on  occa- 
sions when  it  is  necessary.  But  its  biggest  contribution  has  been  as  a  troubleshooting  agency— in 
identifying  problematic  systems  and  procedures  and  initiating  steps  to  remedy  them.  It  has  played 
an  indispensable  role  at  a  time  of  great  change  in  this  institution. 

Beyond  reducing  the  hospital's  deficit  and  doing  so  with  no  fall-off  in  quality,  a  third  major  goal 
in  1989  was  to  maintain  the  hospital's  position  at  the  forefront  of  clinical  care.  One  major  step 
forward  was  the  establishment  of  a  new  program  of  electrophysiological  cardiology,  In  which  new 
methods  are  employed  to  treat  life-threatening  abnormalities  in  the  heart  muscle  and  its  electrical 
system.  Meanwhile,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Dorothy  and  Lewis  B.  Cullman,  patients  who 
undergo  cardiac  catheterization  at  the  hospital— about  1,800  a  year— will  soon  benefit  from  a  new 
generation  of  technology  in  this  field. 

Last  year,  too,  saw  continued  development  of  the  medical  center's  program  in  reproductive 
medicine  and  fertility,  which,  when  fully  established,  promises  to  be  the  most  comprehensive 
such  program  in  New  York  City.  The  hospital  can  also  point  to  new  or  expanded  programs  in  cardiol- 
ogy telemetry,  epilepsy  treatment,  pediatric  genetics,  urologic  oncology,  and  pain  management. 
Further,  we  are  gratified  by  the  great  strides  made  by  our  partner,  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  in  the  development  of  its  programs  in  basic  research.  The  mutual  enhancement  of  patient 
care,  research,  and  education  remains  the  cornerstone  of  this  medical  center. 


OR  SOME  TIME,  many  of  us  in  the  health  field  have  had  a  sense  of  uneasiness— 
and  even  foreboding— about  the  effect  increased  pressure  for  cost  constraints  would 
have  on  the  quality  of  patient  care.  We  are  convinced  that,  by  and  large,  Americans 
are  the  beneficiaries  of  the  best  health  care  in  the  world;  yet,  its  cost  has  grown  at 
a  rate  that  many  leaders  find  alarming— from  less  than  six  percent  of  the  gross  national  product 
in  1965  to  more  than  11  percent  today.  Moreover,  about  15  percent  of  Americans  are  uninsured, 
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and  another  20  percent  are  covered  by  Medicaid,  which  in  many  states  does  not  begin  to  meet 
the  true  cost  of  care;  in  other  words,  about  one  third  of  the  population  has  inadequate  or  uncer- 
tain access  to  the  health  system  at  a  time  when  it  is  consuming  an  unprecedented  share  of  the 
national  wealth.  It  does  not  require  great  imagination  to  see  that,  as  difficult  as  the  pressures  for 
cost  constraint  have  been  until  now,  the  likelihood  is  that  they  will  only  grow  greater. 

Nowhere  is  the  issue  more  palpable  than  in  New  York  State,  which  has  mounted  what  may  very 
well  be  the  most  intensive  effort  of  any  state  to  contain  health-care  costs.  In  recent  years,  New 
York's  hospitals  have  collectively  ranked  last  or  near  last  in  net  operating  income,  meaning  that 
the  balance  between  surplus  and  loss  from  operations  was  less  favorable  here  than  in  virtually 
any  other  state.  A  recent  comparison  between  the  balance  sheet  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and 
that  of  a  leading  academic  medical  center  in  another  state  reveals  that  we  would  have  suffered 
no  operating  deficit  had  we  been  reimbursed  at  the  rates  in  effect  in  the  other  state  in  1989. 

Is  the  situation  in  New  York,  then,  an  aberration?  1  expect  not.  The  effort  to  drastically  reduce 
costs  that  we  are  seeing  here  will  more  likely  than  not  be  the  rule  in  the  rest  of  the  country  in 
years  ahead.  Although  the  state  has  made  some  mistakes,  we  need  to  acknowledge  that  they  were 
made  as  part  of  an  effort  to  deal  with  a  serious  problem  national  in  scope  and  that  New  York  State 
deserves  credit  for  its  leadership.  Our  experience  of  the  past  year  gives  some  cause  for  hope.  What 
it  suggests  is  that  we  can  find  a  more  economic  way  of  providing  health  care  with  no  loss  In  quality. 


ARLY  IN  1990  an  event  occurred  that  put  the  New  York  Hospital  in  the  news  through- 
out the  nation.  David  Opont,  an  11-year-old  boy  from  an  improverished  Brooklyn 
neighborhood,  was  deliberately  splashed  with  gasoline  and  set  on  fire,  allegedly  by 
a  neighborhood  bully.  With  third-degree  burns  covering  55  percent  of  his  body, 
he  was  brought  to  the  New  York  Hospital's  burn  center,  the  largest  such  unit  in  the  country  and 
one  that  has  consistently  been  in  the  forefront  of  advances  in  burn  care  since  it  was  established 
here  In  1975  by  the  hospital's  surgeon-in-chlef.  Dr.  G.  Tom  Shires.  The  advances  have  been  dra- 
matic: whereas  20  years  ago  the  chances  for  survival  in  such  cases  would  have  been  extremely 
slim,  the  odds  have  steadily  increased  over  time,  and,  as  this  report  goes  to  press,  the  young  man 
has  made  a  recovery  from  his  wounds  and  has  been  discharged  from  the  hospital. 

Amidst  an  outpouring  of  public  sympathy,  visitors  to  the  patient  included  Former  President 
and  Mrs.  Reagan,  Bill  Cosby,  Mayor  David  Dinkins,  Schools  Chancellor  Joseph  Fernandez,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  Stan  Lundine,  and  Reverend  Jesse  Jackson.  But,  the  blaze  of  national  publicity 
notwithstanding,  the  care  that  saved  David's  life  was  Indistinguishable  from  the  care  that  goes 
on  in  this  hospital  every  day.  This  is  medicine  at  its  best,  this  is  the  hospital's  reason  for  being. 
It  is  our  commitment  to  such  care  that  governs  all  our  efforts.

OR  CORNELL  University  Medical  College,  the  1980s  was  first  and  foremost  a  decade 
of  scientific  renewal.  As  the  decade  began,  the  college  could  look  back  on  82  years 
of  major  contributions  to  biomedical  research  and  to  a  distinguished  record  in  edu- 
cating leaders  in  academic  medicine.  But,  with  federal  support  of  biomedical  science 
leveling  off  and  research  costs  accelerating.  It  was  clear  that  the  college  needed  to  develop  new 
and  expanded  sources  of  funding  if  it  was  to  remain  in  the  front  rank  of  research  institutions. 
Thus,  with  leadership  from  my  predecessor  as  dean,  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Meikle  Jr.,  a  campaign  of 
scientific  renewal  was  launched  to  achieve  three  principal  aims: 

—To  attract  talented  researchers  to  the  medical  center— both  seasoned  scientists  and  promis- 
ing young  investigators. 

—To  build  new  facilities  required  for  modern  research— and  particularly  to  replace  laboratories 
judged  by  the  faculty  to  be  antiquated  or  obsolete. 

—To  address  the  growing  need,  both  at  the  medical  center  and  nationally,  for  physician-scientists, 
at  a  time  when  the  number  of  physicians  choosing  research  careers  was  dwindling. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  decade,  it  is  with  a  great  sense  of  pride  that  we  assess  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  in  achieving  these  goals.  It  is  also  a  time  to  take  note  of  the  work  that  re- 
mains as  we  look  ahead  to  the  1990s. 


HE  PROGRESS  has  been  considerable.  Between  1978  and  1983,  the  funds  awarded 
to  NYH-CMC  scientists  by  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  the  world's  largest  source 
of  support  for  biomedical  research,  rose  from  $12.5  million  to  $24  million.  Since  that 
time,  it  has  nearly  doubled  again,  rising  last  year  to  more  than  $45  million.  All  told, 
in  the  1988-89  academic  year,  funding  for  research  at  this  medical  center,  including  research  train- 
ing, was  about  $65  million,  reflecting  an  increase  of  more  than  100  percent  over  seven  years. 

In  a  fitting  end  to  a  decade  of  scientific  renewal,  the  year  began  with  the  dedication  of  the  William 
and  Mildred  Lasdon  Biomedical  Research  Center  and  ended  with  a  major  gift  to  round  out  the 
occupancy  of  this  new  building. 

Expanding  the  college's  research  space  by  nearly  one  third,  the  Lasdon  Center  is  the  setting 
for  a  tremendous  variety  of  studies  in  what  is  called  basic  biomedical  science.  It  js  well  known 
that  much  of  the  progress  in  patient  care  owes  itself  to  research  undertaken  as  part  of  a  general 
quest  for  new  biological  knowledge  rather  than  as  a  means  of  solving  a  particular  clinical  prob- 
lem. It  is  to  this  vital  enterprise— the  discovery  of  basic  knowledge  that  opens  the  way  for  medical 
progress— that  the  Lasdon  Center  is  dedicated. 

At  the  year's  end  came  the  announcement  of  a  generous  gift  to  round  out  the  occupancy  of 
this  handsome  new  structure— a  $6-million  grant  from  the  Dyson  Foundation  for  an  institute 
devoted  to  studies  on  the  basic  mechanisms  of  eye  disorders.  Occupying  one  floor  of  the  Lasdon 
Center,  the  Margaret  M.  Dyson  Vision  Research  Institute  will  provide  an  unparalleled  opportuni- 
ty to  advance  the  scientific  effort  against  major  sight-threatening  diseases. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  D.  Jackson  Coleman,  Cornell's  department  of  ophthalmology  has 
pioneered  in  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  uses  of  ultrasound,  in  the  treatment  of  the  lethal  childhood 
disease  retinoblastoma  and  other  retinal  disorders,  and  in  new  approaches  to  the  treatment  of 
glaucoma.  Now  the  Dyson  Institute  opens  the  way  for  an  expanded  research  effort,  particularly 
with  respect  to  tumors  and  degenerative  diseases  of  the  retina— such  as  macular  degeneration, 
an  affliction  that  all  too  often  leads  to  blindness  in  the  elderly. 

A  unique  feature  of  research  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College  is  that  it  offers  unsurpassed 
opportunities  for  scientific  collaboration  with  neighboring  institutions  on  York  Avenue— Rockefeller 
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University,  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center,  and  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  in  ef- 
fect, these  opportunities  multiply  the  impact  of  dollars  spent  on  Cornell  science,  and  the  Dyson 
Vision  Research  Institute  will  do  this  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Thus,  to  take  advantage  of  eye-related  research  resources  at  Rockefeller  University  and  Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering,  the  institute  will  have  a  scientific  advisory  committee  composed  of  scientists  and 
research  clinicians  from  each  of  the  three  institutions.  The  committee  will  identify  scientists  and 
programs  that  can  be  used  for  research  into  specific  eye  diseases— for  example,  the  neurobiological 
studies  of  Nobel  laureate  Dr.  Torsten  Wiesel  and  the  cell-biology  research  of  Dr.  Gunter  Blobel, 
both  of  Rockefeller  University. 

The  Dyson  Vision  Research  Institute  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Coleman,  the  John  Milton 
McLean  Professor  and  chairman  of  the  department  of  ophthalmology  at  the  medical  college  and 
ophthalmologist-in-chief  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Slated  to  join  the  Cornell  faculty  as  director 
of  interinstitutional  research  is  Dr.  Peter  MacLeish,  currently  an  associate  professor  at  Rockefeller 
University.  Dr.  MacLeish  is  a  recent  recipient  of  a  Jules  and  Doris  Stein  Professorship  in  Ophthal- 
mology, a  five-year  award  for  basic-science  studies  in  this  field. 


HE  PAST  YEAR  has  also  seen  notable  progress  in  another  major  aspect  of  scientific 
endeavor  at  Cornell,  the  education  of  physician-scientists.  These  are  the  people  who 
lead  the  way  in  translating  new  knowledge  from  basic  research  to  patient  care— 
"and  never  has  their  education  assumed  more  importance  than  in  the  1980s.  The 
decade  began,  after  all,  with  warnings  from  a  national  leader  in  medical  education  that  the 
physician-investigator  was  becoming  "an  endangered  species." 

As  an  institution  that  prides  itself  on  the  large  number  of  its  graduates  who  choose  careers  in 
research,  CUMC  has  clearly  had  a  responsibility  to  address  this  problem.  Our  primary  vehicle 
for  this  is  a  dual-degree  program  in  which  candidates  earn  both  the  M.D.  degree  and  a  Ph.D.  in 
medical  sciences.  Candidates  spend  their  first  two  years  at  the  medical  college,  then  enter  a  doc- 
toral program  either  at  Rockefeller  University  or  Cornell's  graduate  school  of  medical  sciences 
(GSMS),  and,  finally,  after  receiving  their  doctorates,  complete  their  medical  education  with  one 
year's  clinical  experience  at  the  medical  college.  Throughout  this  entire  educational  sequence, 
all  candidates  receive  full  tuition  plus  a  stipend  for  living  expenses. 

In  the  past  decade  the  medical  college— in  conjunction  with  its  York  Avenue  neighbors— has 
nearly  tripled  the  number  of  M.D.-Ph.D.  candidates  that  it  accepts  in  each  entering  class,  from 
five  in  1980  to  14  in  1990.  This  program  was  expanded  and  strengthened  through  two  major 
developments  during  the  past  year:  a  generous  gift  from  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon  Foundation  pro- 
vides funding  for  three  new  students  a  year,  and  a  five-year  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  supports  two  new  students  yearly. 

The  Mellon  Foundation  grant  breaks  new  ground  in  offering  candidates  an  open  choice  in  where 
they  pursue  their  scientific  studies,  whether  at  Rockefeller  University,  Sloan-Kettering  or  the  medical 
college.  The  NIH  grant  renews  support  for  the  long-standing  CUMC-Rockefeller  program  and  pro- 
vides additional  funding  for  two  new  candidates  annually  in  the  CUMC-GSMS  program. 

Both  awards  reflect  the  growing  strength  of  the  graduate  school.  Founded  in  1952  as  a  semi- 
autonomous  component  of  the  Cornell  University  graduate  program,  the  GSMS  draws  its  faculty 
from  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  from  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute,  the  basic-science 
division  of  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center.  In  no  decade  was  more  achieved  than  in  the 
one  just  past,  which  saw  major  new  funding  for  student  scholarships,  recruitment  of  chairmen 
and  talented  young  investigators  in  microbiology  and  cell  biology,  and  improved  integration  of 
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the  CUMC  and  Sloan-Kettering  divisions.  A  $50  million  anonymous  gift  to  the  medical  college 
in  1983  gave  tremendous  impetus  to  this  progress,  v^hich  has  resulted  in  a  more  than  30  percent 
annual  increase  in  applicants  to  the  graduate  school.  About  450  applications  are  now  received 
there  yearly,  from  which  about  25  Ph.D.  candidates  are  accepted. 

Overseeing  these  salutary  developments  has  been  Dr.  Bernard  Horecker,  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  of  medical  sciences,  who  has  raised  its  program  to  a  new  level.  His  forthcoming  retirement 
presents  us  with  one  of  a  number  of  challenges  we  will  face  in  the  1990s.

HE  SUCCESSES  of  these  past  years  notwithstanding,  the  challenges  ahead  for  science 
at  Cornell  remain  considerable.  To  Dr.  Horecker's  retirement  add  the  recent  resigna- 
tion of  the  medical  college's  able  chairman  of  medicine,  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas  Jr. 
Add,  too,  the  forthcoming  retirement  of  several  basic-science  chairmen,  and  it  is  clear 
that  resources  will  be  needed  early  on  to  sustain  a  high  level  of  scientific  leadership  at  CUMC. 

Moreover,  while  great  progress  has  been  made  in  renovating  and  building  laboratories,  new 
construction  remains  crucial  to  our  research  future.  As  the  Lasdon  Center  was  the  centerpiece 
of  the  scientific  renewal  of  the  1980s,  a  new  research  building  will  be  the  key  to  the  continuation 
of  this  resurgence  in  the  1990s.  In  addition,  the  medical  college  will  seek  funds  for  a  new  educa- 
tion center  geared  to  the  computer  age  and  for  much-needed  space  for  student  and  faculty  housing. 

A  source  of  confidence  as  we  look  ahead  to  these  challenges  is  the  continuing  ability  of  our 
partner  in  this  medical  center,  the  New  York  Hospital,  to  cooperatively  mount  important  initiatives 
in  clinical  medicine.  Last  year,  for  example,  saw  the  establishment  of  a  new  program  in  electro- 
physiological cardiology  and  surgery  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Bruce  Lerman,  who  came  here 
from  the  University  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Lerman  is  one  of  the  principal  developers  of  an  improved 
surgical  technique  to  analyze  and  treat  abnormalities  in  the  heart  muscle  and  its  electrical  system 
that  lead  to  life-threatening  rhythm  disturbances.  In  the  procedure  developed  by  Dr.  Lerman  and 
his  associates,  an  arrhythmia  is  deliberately  induced  in  the  operating  room  so  that  its  source  can 
be  traced  to  a  precise  area  of  heart  tissue,  which  can  then  be  surgically  removed.  This  technique 
may  be  repeated  until  all  areas  in  which  arrhythmias  originate  are  excised.  In  other  cases,  a  per- 
manent heart  defibrillator  can  be  implanted.  / 

Meanwhile,  the  medical  center's  program  in  reproductive  medicine  and  fertility  continues  to 
grow.  An  in-vitro-fertilization  service  inaugurated  several  years  ago  has  evolved  into  a  center  for 
reproductive  medicine  and  fertility  with  growing  opportunities  for  research.  In  addition,  a  generous 
gift  from  Dorothy  and  Lewis  B.  Cullman  to  the  New  York  Hospital  will  soon  fund  three  newly  equip- 
ped cardiac  catheterization  labs,  thereby  enhancing  patient  care  and  cardiology  studies. 

In  short,  the  progress  of  the  past  year  caps  a  decade  of  sustained  advance  in  biomedical  research 
at  this  medical  center.  The  events  of  1989  suggest  a  gathering  momentum  and  point  to  new  levels 
of  achievement  ahead.

Auxiliary 

Ihe  auxiliary  began  as  the  Social 
Services  Committee,  founded 
in  1912  by  the  wives  of  three 
hospital  governors.  As  its  activities 
expanded  beyond  social  service,  the 
committee  became  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  and  later  simply  the 
"auxiliary." 

During  the  past  year,  the  auxiliary 
donated  $257,000  to  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  to  hospital  community 
projects.  Income  was  derived  from 
contributions,  membership  dues, 
television  rentals,  and  sales  at  the 
auxiliary's  gift  shop  in  the  hospital 
lobby  and  its  thrift  shop  at  439  East 
71st  Street.  A  Halloween  benefit 
raffle  netted  $50,000. 

Major  donations  went  to  the 
following  programs; 

•  Teenage  Pregnancy  and  Parenting 
Program,  a  joint  effort  of  the 
departments  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  and  public  health. 

•  Refurbishing  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  Clinic  at  the  Stanley  M. 
Isaacs  Neighborhood  Center  on  East 
93rd  Street. 

•  Refurbishing  of  the  hospital 
admitting  office. 

•  Upgrading  of  electrocardiography 
equipment  on  all  medical  floors. 

The  auxiliary  continued  to  support 
the  Volunteer  Services  for  the 
Elderly  of  Yorkville,  as  it  has  for 
many  years,  and  for  the  third 
straight  year  provided  funding  to  the 
New  York  Hospital  methadone  clinic 
to  enable  eight  needy  children  to  go 
to  summer  camp.  In  other  continu- 
ing benefactions,  the  auxiliary 
funded  publication  of  a  New  York 
Hospital  page  that  appears  quarterly 
in  the  newspaper  Our  Town  and 
furnished  support  to  the  diversional 
crafts  program  of  the  hospital's 
department  of  rehabilitation 
medicine. 


Volunteers 

At  a  time  when  health  care  faces 
more  challenges  than  ever,  the 
assistance  of  good  volunteers  is 
critical  to  the  quality  of  patient  care. 
In  1989,  many  volunteers  were 
called  upon  to  give  more  of  their 
time  and  talents.  As  always,  they 
came  through  whenever  and 
wherever  they  were  needed. 

Last  year  619  volunteers  contributed 
61,235  hours  of  service  in  144 
hospital  departments  or  programs. 
Many  departments  have  come  to 
depend  on  volunteers  and  to  view 
them  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
departments'  functioning. 

A  few  examples  of  the  difference 
volunteers  make:  in  pediatrics, 
volunteers  gave  7.886  hours,  in 
admitting  4,101  hours,  in  the  Payne 
Whitney  Clinic  3,772  hours,  in  the 
patients  library  2,905  hours,  in  the 
hospital  thrift  shop  2,796  hours,  and 
in  AIDS  programs  2,659  hours.

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  rep- 
resents an  affiliation  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  Cor- 
nell University  Medical  College.  Physicians  at  the 
medical  center  have  appointments  in  both  institutions. 

Chiefs  of  service  at  the  New  York  Hospital,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  physiatrist-in-chief,  serve  as  chairmen  of 
corresponding  clinical  departments  of  Cornell  Universi- 
ty Medical  College.  Physicians  at  the  hospital  have 
faculty  appointments  in  the  medical  college.  For  the 
sake  of  simplicity,  however,  the  center's  clinical  faculty 
are  listed  here  by  their  hospital  titles  only  and  not  by 
their  academic  titles. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  departments,  the  center  also 
has  six  basic  science  departments.  Since  the  work  of 


these  departments  consists  almost  entirely  of  teaching 
and  research,  many  basic-science  faculty  do  not  have 
hospital  appointments.

Making  a  Gift  to  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 


Gifts,  bequests  and  trusts  are 
important  sources  of  support 
for  the  New  Yoric  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center.  Such 
gifts  provide  funding  for  a 
wide  range  of  programs,  in- 
cluding those  that  provide 
patient  care,  educate  future 
physicians  and  scientists,  and 
expand  community  outreach. 
Additionally,  these  gifts  make 
possible  pioneering  biomedi- 
cal research  which  results  in 
new  and  improved  cures  and 
treatments  for  disease,  help- 
ing people  today  as  well  as  in 
future  generations. 

Gifts  may  be  made  in  a 
number  of  ways— by  cash, 
securities,  or  tangible  proper- 
ty. They  may  be  given  out- 
right, by  bequest,  or  through 
a  trust  arrangement  which 
can  provide  an  income  to  the 
medical  center,  to  the  donor, 
or  to  his  or  her  beneficiaries, 
for  a  predetermined  period 
of  time  or  for  life. 

The  medical  center  en- 
courages gifts  without  restric- 
tion so  as  to  permit  greater 
flexibility  in  planning  and  ad- 
ministering its  extensive  pro- 
grams in  patient  care,  educa- 
tion and  research.  However, 
if  a  donor  is  interested  in 
making  a  gift,  bequest,  or 
trust  to  be  used  in  whole  or 
in  part  for  any  specific  pur- 
pose within  the  hospital, 
medical  college,  or  medical 
center,  such  use  may  be 
specified. 


The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  is 
comprised  of  the  Society 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  and 
Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  Both  the  Society 
and  Cornell  University,  of 
which  the  medical  college  is 
a  part,  are  qualified  not-for- 
profit  institutions  which 
receive  major  support  from 
private  gifts.  Gifts  to  the 
hospital,  medical  college, 
and  medical  center  by  in- 
dividuals, foundations,  or 
corporations  are  exempt 
from  income,  gift,  and  in- 
heritance taxes  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  federal  and  state  laws. 

The  medical  center  is 
pleased  to  provide  informa- 
tion about  its  numerous  pro- 
grams and  activities,  and  to 
consult  with  donors  and  their 
advisors  about  various  gift 
ideas,  many  of  which  provide 
a  naming  opportunity.  Our 
Guide  to  Giving  is  available 
by  calling  the  number  listed 
below. 

The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  which  is  the 
legal  corporate  name  for  the 
New  York  Hospital,  is  a  cor- 
poration created  by  Royal 
Charter  granted  by  King 
George  111  of  England  in 
1771.  The  suggested  termi- 
nology for  an  unrestricted 
bequest  to  or  for  its  benefit 
is:  "I  give,  devise  and  be- 
queath to  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  Fund, 
Inc.,  a  corporation  created 
under  the  New  York  State 
Not-for-Profit  Corporation 
Law  and  located  in  New  York 
City,  New  York  the  sum  of
